Miscellaneous  or  formal  business  only  was  transacted  at 
Blackpool,  Ashton-under-Lync,  and  Dover  (p.  391),  but  the 
Dewsbury  meeting  (p  391}  was  the  annual  one  for  the  election 
of  officers,  Mr.  J.  Day  being  elected  President. 

The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  elected 
committees  (p.  391).  The  Edinburgh  C.  A.  &  A.  Association 
(p.  392)  listened  to  papers  on  ext.  euonymii  siccum  and  lin. 
camphorae.  The  Bradford  chemists  (p.  392)  discussed  the 
question  of  trading  stamps  and  the  co-operative  crisis  in 
connection  with  the  P.A.T.A.  At  Cambridge  (p.  393)  Mr.  J. 
Evans  had  much  to  say  on  the  dispensing  of  proprietary 
articles.  Ho  finds  that  the  practice  is  by  no  means  new,  but 
that  it  is  increasing.  The  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion (p.  393)  discussed  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  Tranmers 
speech  being  the  one  which  started  the  others.  There  are 
some  further  notes  on  Mr.  Alcock's  paper  on  dec.  aloes  co.

Brevities. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Paterson  has  been  appointed  as  dispenser  by 
the  Guardians  of  the  St.  George'sUnion,  London. 

A  girl  of  sixteen,  named  Florence  Edith  Davies.  was 
remanded  at  Swansea  Police  Court,  on  March  1,  on  a  charge 
of  attempting  to  poison  her  mistress's  baby  with  salt  of 
lemon. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
met  last  month  and  the  minutes  have  been  issued  this  week. 
The  business  down  was  purely  routine,  and  included  passing 
of  the  annual  accounts. 

A  North  London  chemist  has  been  served  with  a  writ 
on  behalf  of  the  Capsuloid  Co.  for  alleged  infringement  of 
the  latter's  rights.  The  case  will  in  all  probability  be 
fought  to  a  finish  in  the  High  Court. 

The  London  County  Council  is  to  send  a  deputation  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  about  the  evasion  of  penalties  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  by  the  production  of  warranties. 

Mr.  Edward  Russell,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  public  analyst  for 
the  borough  of  Portsmouth,  has  been  appointed  analyst  for 
the  city  of  Bristol,  at  a  commencing  salary  of  450/.  per 
annum,  rising  by  25/.  a  year  to  600/.  There  were  thirty 
applicants  for  the  appointment. 

The  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  General 
Optical  Board  has  been  issued,  and  contains  the  announce- 
ment that  the  proposed  Medical  Bill  of  the  British  Medical 
Association,  containing  a  clause  to  stop  sight-testing  by 
opticians,  is  to  be  vigorously  opposed. 

Tradesmen's  representatives  on  the  Bradford  City  Council 
have  ascertained  that  the  city's  humanised-milk  depot, 
which  is  already  working  at  a  loss  of  nearly  51.  a  week,  is 
now  extending  its  business  by  stocking  infants'  feeding- 
bottles,  teats,  and  so  forth.  A  protest  is  being  made  against 
further  developments  of  this  business. 

_  The  annual  dinner  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Associa- 
tion, to  be  held  this  year  on  March  15,  promises  to  be  of 
unusual  interest,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  R.  Winfrey, 
M.P.,  a  former  President  of  the  Association,  is  to  be 
present.  Tickets  cost  5s.  each,  and,  as  the  number  is 
limited  to  200,  application  should  be  made  promptly  to 
Mr.  G.  E.  Town,  79  The  Grove,  Hammersmith,  W. 

Dr.  Muschamp,  Yeadon,  Yorks,  has  been  called  to  account 
by  the  committee  of  the  Wharfedale  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Menston,  of  which  he  is  medical  officer,  in  respect  of  alleged 
extravagance  on  his  part  in  the  purchasing  of  drugs  and 
appliances.  Dr.  Muschamp  has  explained  that  his  account 
only  works  out  to  a  cost  of  6d.  per  week  per  patient,  but 
the  committee  have  decided  to  advertise  for  a  new  medical 
officer. 

Sale  of  Property. 

The  beautiful  Fenilfoel  residence  of  the  late  Mr.  Gwilym 
Evans,  D.L.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  was  sold  by  auction 
at  Llanelly  on  March  1.  With  the  mansion  and  grounds  the 
adjoining  farm  of  Bailey  Glas  was  included,  and  the  pro- 
perty was  knocked  down  to  Mr.  David  Evans,  D.L., 
Llangennech  Park,  for  6,4501.  The  residence  alone  is  said 
to  have  cost  originally  over  20,000/.  The  leasehold  chemist's 
shop  and  offices  in  Stepney  Street.  Llanelly,  now  occupied 
by  Mr.  Morgan  W.  James  and  the  Quinine  Bitters  Co.  at 
an  annual  rental  of  115/.,  was  sold  to  Mr.  W.  David  for 
1,935/.  The  leasehold  block  known  as  Castle  Buildings,  at 
the  corner  of  Murray  Street  and  Salamanca  Road,  bringing 
in  a  rental  of  284/.  10s.,  was  sold  for  2,850/. 

Midland  Notes. 

Quicksilver  in  a  loaf  of  bread,  floated  on  a  South  Stafford- 
shire canal,  actually  located  a  dead  body  this  week,  which 
is  in  accordance  with  an  old  local  superstition. 

The  medical  profession  held  a  concert  at  the  Midland 
Hotel,  Birmingham,  last  week,  and  there  was  a  large 
audience,  embracing  nearly  the  whole  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession in  the  city  and  district. 

A  Handsworth  lady  possessed  a  civet  cat  which  was  killed, 
it  was  alleged,  by  young  men.    They  said  the  death  was 


caused  by  dogs,  but  counsel  contended  that,  owing  to  the 
cat's  repugnant  smell,  no  self-respecting  dog  would  go  near 
the  animal. 

"  Professor  Richard,  M.E.,"  has  been  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  fraud  at  Wolverhampton.  He  lectures  on  elec- 
trical medical  treatment,  and  sells  instruments  at  a  high 
price.  Complaints  were  made  to  the  police.  He  was  re- 
manded for  a  week,  heavy  bail  being  allowed.

Manchester  Notes. 

A  prize,  consisting  of  books  to  the  value  of  5/.,  has  been 
instituted  at  Victoria  University,  in  memory  of  the  late 
Mr.  Leo  Grindon,  by  an  anonymous  donor.  The  prize  will 
be  awarded  annually  for  proficiency  in  botany. — The  Faculty 
of  Commerce,  instituted  in  1904  at  the  University,  has  com- 
pleted its  first  session,  and  examinations  have  been  held  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commerce.  A  beginning  has  also 
been  made  with  the  degree  courses  for  pharmacists  in  con- 
nection with  the  Pharmaceutical  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Microscopical  Society, 
held  in  the  Grand  Hotel  on  Thursday  evening.  March  1, 
an  interesting  paper,  giving  "  Some  Notes  and  Criticisms  on 
Microscopical  Work,"  was  read  by  Mr.  A.  Flatters.  The 
lecture  was  illustrated  by  some  of  the  lecturer's  micro- 
scopical slides. — The  social  gathering  of  the  Society  took 
place  on  the  Saturday  evening,  and  was  presided  over  by 
Mr.  Chas.  Turner.  Dr.  Arthur  Sellars,  demonstrator  in 
bacteriology  at  Manchester  University,  spoke  on  "  Prac- 
tical Bacteriology,"  and,  discussing  the  uses  of  bacteria, 
said  without  them  there  could  be  no  decay,  with  the  result 
that  the  soil  would  be  deprived  of  its  store  of  nitrates,  and 
all  the  green-vegetable  world  would  begin  to  die.  Man- 
chester water  was  remarkably  free  from  bacteria.

A  Mysterious  Poison. 
At  Fulham,  on  March  5,  Mr.  Luxmoore  Drew  held  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  Louisa  Messenger,  aged  five  years, 
the  daughter  of  a  bootmaker.  The  mother  stated  that  she 
bought  some  rhubarb  from  a  local  greengrocer,  which  she 
stewed,  and  her  husband  and  three  children  ate  it  for  dinner. 
Afterwards  they  were  all  taken  ill.  The  child  Louisa  died, 
and  one  child  had  not  then  recovered.  She  took  every 
precaution  in  cooking  the  rhubarb,  stewing  it  in  an  earthen- 
ware vessel.  Another  witness  said  he  bought  rhubarb  from 
the  same  shop.  He  had  since  been  ill,  and  attributed  it  to 
the  rhubarb.  The  greengrocer  stated  that  he  sold  the 
rhubarb  the  same  day  as  he  bought  it  in  the  market.  It 
was  perfectly  fresh.  Dr.  Bernard  Spillsbury,  assistant 
pathologist  at  St.  Mary"s  Hospital,  said  a  post-mortem 
examination  indicated  that  some  sort  of  irritant  poison  had 
been  taken  in  food.  It  had  not  the  appearance  of  ptomaine- 
poisoning,  but  was  some  chemical  irritant  which  possibly 
might  have  arisen  in  the  dressing  of  the  rhubarb.  Death 
was  due  to  blood-poisoning  following  enteritis  set  up  by 
some  irritant  poison,  the  result  of  eating  rhubarb. 

The  Coroner  Again. 
At  an  inquiry  at  Bethnal  Green  on  March  1,  by  Dr.  E.  L. 
Guthrie,  deputy-coroner,  with  reference  to  the  death  of  a 
clock-repairer,  named  Hopkins,  the  widow  stated  that  de- 
ceased had  pains  in  his  chest,  and  went  in  December  last  to 
Mr.  P.  H.  Burton,  chemist,  Cambridge  Road,  who  gave 
him  medicine  (bottle  produced)  and  a  mustard-plaster.  De- 
ceased thought  the  medicine  had  done  him  good,  and  witness 
got  another  bottle.  Deceased  appeared  to  get  better,  but 
became  worse  again,  and  last  week  attended  the  Victoria 
Park  Chest-hospital,  where  he  died.  Dr.  Digby  Sandiland 
deposed  that  the  autopsy  showed  that  death  was  due  to 
cardiac  failure  and  pneumonia  while  suffering  from  phthisis. 
Mr.  Percy  Herbert  Burton,  of  397  Cambridge  Road,  who 
had  been  sent  for,  apologised  to  the  Coroner  for  his  absence. 
The  Coroner  said  he  had  not  been  summoned,  but  for  his 
own  protection  he  thought  he  (Mr.  Burton)  would  have 
attended.    The  conversation  continued  : 

Mr.  Burton :  I  am  sorry  if  I  have  put  you  to  any  incon- 
venience, but  the  message  was  that  this  medicine  was  bought 
as  long  ago  as  December  last,  and  if  it  would  be  convenient 
for  me  to  give  evidence  I  might  attend. 

The  Coroner  :  Was  it  you  that  dispensed  this  medicine  for 
Mr.  Hopkins? 

Witness  :  I  have  no  recollection  of  the  case  at  all.  This  one 
we  keep  prepared.  I  don't  even  know  the  name  of  the 
deceased. 

The  Coroner :  I  am  given  to  understand  by  the  wife  that  ho 
went  to  Mr.  Burton,  a  chemist,  of  Cambridge  Road,  who 
Said  he  had  influenza  and  inflamed  lungs,  and  gave  him 
medicine  and  a  plaster  to  put  on  his  side.  This  was  the  week 
before  Christmas. 

_  Witness  :  It  is  very  unlikely  I  should  say  that,  as  I  am  not 
in  a  position  to  judge  of  a  man's  disease,  or  what  he  is  suffer- 
ing from,  from  him  simply  coming  into  the  shop  and  pur- 
chasing a  bottle  of  medicine.  We  keep  this  put  up  and 
advertise  it  by  show-cards.  He  mav  have  come  in  and  simply 
asked  for  it.

Witness:  If  they  come  in  and  ask  for  an  advertised  article, 
and  ask  if  it  would  bo  suitable,  we  can  say  it  would  or  not. 

The  Coroner:  If  a  man  asks  for  an  advertised  article,  you 
have  a  right  to  serve  him.  If  you  understand  the  matter  and 
are  not  transgressing  the  law,  there  is  an  end  of  it. 

The  jury 'returned  a  verdict  of  natural  death.

Sheffield  Notes. 

An  enjoyable  concert,  arranged  by  the  daughters  of  Mr. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  was  given  to  the  inmates  of  the  Fir 
Vale  Workhouse  on  Monday  last. 

The  arrangements  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  have  been  altered  somewhat,  the  meeting 
fixed  for  Wednesday,  March  14,  having  been  postponed  for 
a  week,  when  Dr.  Arthur  Hall  will  read  a  paper  on  "  The 
Grave  Dangers  of  Diachylon  to  the  Individual  and  to  the 
State — a  Plea  for  United  Action."  In  view  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  contribution  an  effort  is  being  made  to  secure 
the  attendance  of  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  craft  in 
the  city,  and  an  invitation  to  be  present  is  being  issued  to 
all  local  chemists,  whether  members  of  the  Society  or  not. 
Fires. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  about  50/.  was  done  by  fire  last 
week  at  the  warehouse  of  Mr.  H.  H.  De  Witte,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Aughton  Road,  Birkdale.  The  outbreak  was 
due  to  a  passer-by  throwing  a  lighted  match  into  the  shop, 
causing  some  inflammable  stock  to  ignite. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  at  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Grindley 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Upper  North  Street,  Poplar,  on  March  2,  gave 
rise  to  grave  anxiety  owing  to  the  dangerous  character  of 
the  surroundings.  The  works  of  the  firm  cover  a  large  area, 
and  are  used  for  the  distilling  of  tar  and  naphtha,  and  also 
for  manufacturing-purposes.  Through  some  oil  boiling 
over  in  a  still-room  the  place  was  quickly  ablaze,  but  the 
firemen  succeeded  in  confining  the  outbreak  to  the  still-room 
and  the  stock  in  the  yard. 

The  firemen  at  the  City  stations  were  called,  on  March  6, 
to  Milton  House,  8  and  9  Chiswell  Street,  St.  Luke's,  where 
it  was  found  that  an  alarm  of  fire  had  been  caused  through 
a  carboy  of  nitric  acid  having  been  dropped  by  an  employe 
of  Messrs.  Raphael  Tuck  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  fine-art  publishers, 
on  one  of  the  upper  floors.  The  fumes  of  the  nitric  acid 
affected  no  fewer  than  nine  of  the  firemen,  while  the  man 
who  dropped  the  carboy  was  so  severely  burned  as  to  neces- 
sitate his  removal  to  hospital.  The  firemen  were  medically 
treated,  and  are  out  of  danger.

Queen's  College,  Belfast. 

The  decision  of  the  Government  to  grant  5,400/.  to  the 
Queen's  College,  Belfast,  out  of  the  equipment-grant  will, 
says  President  Hamilton,  enable  the  College  to  complete  the 
chemical  laboratory,  which  has  been  standing  unfinished  for 
fifteen  years.  In  addition,  the  physiological  and  patho- 
logical laboratories  will  be  extended  and  added  to. 

A  .Reckless  Sportsman. 

A  Dublin  car-driver,  named  Patrick  Coogan,  fired  at  sea- 
gulls a  short  time  ago  on  the  Clontarf  Road  ;  he  missed  his 
quarry,  but  instead  broke  a  pane  of  glass  in  a  window  of 
Messrs.  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson's  pharmacy.  The 
sportsman  paid  1/.  8s.  for  replacing  the  pane  of  glass,  and  in 


addition  was  fined  10s.  and  costs  by  the  Magistrate  at  Clon- 
tarf Petty  Sessions. 

Drug-contracts. 

Every  day  Boards  of  Guardians  in  the  North  of  Ireland, 
and,  in  fact,  all  over  Ireland,  are  passing  resolutions  to 
accept  only  tenders  from  Irish  firms  for  the  supply  of 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  for  next  year, 
which  has  called  forth  a  circular  letter  from  the  Local 
Government  Board.  The  L.G.B.  points  out  that  out  of 
568  items  on  the  list  of  medicines  at  least  165  are  not  made 
in  Ireland,  and  out  of  189  items  on  the  appliances  list  only 
about  twenty  are  made  in  this  country,  so  that  such  a  deci- 
sion would  give  a  substantial  encouragement  to  persons  em- 
ployed in  that  branch  of  industry  in  Ireland,  but  would,  on 
the  other  hand,  lead  to  a  renewal  of  the  objectionable  system 
of  combination  among  Irish  firms. 

Downpatrick  and  several  other  Boards  have  caved  in,  and 
will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  central  authority,  but  the 
whole  matter  is  to  be  brought  before  Parliament.

Too  Strong. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Com- 
mittee of  the  Aberdeen  Town  Council  reference  is  made  to 
the  sample  of  laudanum  containing  double  the  official  quan- 
tity of  morphine,  and  to  the  Local  Government  Board's 
report  on  the  subject,  in  which  a  question  was  left  open  as  to 
whether  such  a  sale  is  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  in 
the  sense  of  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  (see  C.  &  D.,  Sep- 
tember 30,  1905,  p.  544).  The  Board  have  since  reported 
that  after  careful  consideration  they  are  of  opinion  that  the 
sale  of  the  sample  of  laudanum  in  question  was  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  purchaser  within  the  meaning  of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  that  Crown  counsel  have  been 
consulted,  and  confirmed  the  opinion  of  the  Board.  The 
Board  therefore  state  that  in  their  opinion  it  is  most  desir- 
able, in  the  interests  of  the  public  safety,  that  future 
simnar  cases  should  be  prosecuted. 
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Saccharin-  in  Spain. — A  Royal  Order  dated  Novem- 
ber 28,  1905,  says  "  El  Memorandum,"  decrees  that  holders 
of  saccharin  will  be  allowed  six  months  to  sell  their  stocks  to 
the  pharmacists. 

A  New  Pharmacy  School. — The  Colegio  (Association)  of 
Pharmacists  of  Soria  has  asked  two  or  three  pharmaceutical 
men  in  Parliament  and  official  positions  to  press  the  Govern- 
■ment  to  attach  a  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  to  Saragossa  Univer- 
sity. 

A  New  Academician. — Dr.  Jose  R.  Carracido,  Professor 
of  Biological  Chemistry  at  the  Madrid  Faculty  of  Phar- 
macy, was  formally  "received"  as  member  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Medicine  on  February  4.  The  ceremony  is 
■not  unlike  that  which  accompanies  the  reception  of  a  French 
"Immortal" — i.e.,  the  new  member  reads  an  article  or 
'thesis,  to  which  another  Academician  replies.  Sefior  Car- 
■racido's  "respondent"  was  Dr.  Gomez  Pamo,  his  fellow- 
professor  at  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy. 

Death  of  Senor  Codina  y  Langlin. — The  death  of  the 
■delegate  who  represented  Spain  at  the  1902  Brussels  Inter- 
national Pharmacopoeia  Conference  is  reported  from  Barce- 
lona. He  was  director  of  the  Laboratory  of  Legal  Medi- 
cine, President  of  the  Colegio  (Association)  of  Pharma- 
cists of  Barcelona,  and  editor  of  the  "  Boletin  Farma- 
ceutico."  His  death  leaves  a  gap  which  will  not  be  easily 
Jilled.  He  was  always  well  to  the  front  in  all  matters  con- 
nected with  professional  interests,  being  very  zealous  to 
-euppress  the  illegal  practice  of  pharmacy. 

The  late  Dr.  Garagarza. — At 
the  opening  session  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Medicine  (Madrid) 
for  1906,  the  President,  Senor 
Manuel  Iglesias  y  Diaz  (member 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Revision 
Committee),  alluded  to  the  loss 
Spanish  pharmacy  had  sustained 
by  the  death  (last  year)  of  Sefior 
D.  Fausto  Garagarza,  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  at 
Madrid.  He  traced  the  career  of 
this  eminent  pharmacist  from  the 
time  when  he  was  assistant  in  the 
Buen  Suceso  ("Good  Luck") 
Pharmacy  in  Madrid  until  he 
became  a  Professor  at  Santiago, 
and  later  at  Madrid.  There  was 
no  one  better  known  in  Spanish 
pharmaceutical  circles  than  the 
late  Professor. 
The  New  Spanish  Pharmacopoeia  contains  over  200  new 
articles.  These  include  Acetanilide,  Antipvrin,  Bromo- 
iorm  Cascara  Sagrada,  Cocaine,  Creolin,  Cre"sol,  Diastase, 
Cod-hver  Oil  Emulsion  with  and  without  hypophosphites, 
Ergotimn,  Oil  of  Bitter  Almonds,  Eucalyptol,  Euphorin, 
-vvilgin,  Phenacetm.  Formol,  Guaiacol,  Hamamelis,  Hy- 
drastis, Ichthyol,  Kola,  Lanolin,  Menthol,  Pancreatin, 
farathn,  Paraldehyde,  Peptone,  Resorcin,  Saccharin.  Sul- 
ptional  Terpm,  Terpinol,  Trional,  and  Viburnum.  Fluid 
extracts  are  also  introduced ;  medicated  cotton-wools  and 
gauzes  also  appear,  as  well  as  Antidiphtheritic  Serum. 
-Nearly  4U0  galenical  preparations  have  been  omitted,  in- 
cluding 29  syrups,  19  infusions  and  as  many  powders,  22  oils 
and  16  waters  28  extracts  and  12  tinctures,  12  pills,  8  medi- 
cated wines,  6  ointments,  and  9  cataplasms  (two  of  which 
are  bread-poultices).  The  total  of  400  dees  not  include  the 
clnigs  deleted  such  as  relics  of  the  medieval  apothecary 
like  mother-o  -pearl,  hartshorn,  centipedes,  mandragora, 
scabious,  blessed  thistle,  and  simples  like  butter,  milk, 
barley,  oats,  rice.  etc.  There  are  still-to  an  English  mind 
—many  anachronisms  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  but  Spain  is  a 
country  of  conservative  traditions,  in  pharmacy  as  other- 
wise, and  a  praiseworthy  effort  has  evidently  been  made  to 
oring  the  book  up  to  date  and  into  line  with  the  best  modern 
works  of  its  class.  The  exclusive  adoption  of  metric  weights 
and  measures,  the  provision  of  doses,  the  adoption  of  the 
international  formula;,  the  addition  of  drop-reckoner  tables, 
and  other  improvements  on  "international"  lines  deserve 
'notice.

Hmencan  iRotcs. 


The  N.A.R.D.  is  to  have  a  woman's  auxiliary.  The 
"  Women's  Organisation  of  the  N.A.R.D."  has  been  formed 
and  the  meetings  will  be  held  contemporaneously  with  those 
of  the  N.A.R.D.  The  purpose  is  to  get  a  larger  annual  atten- 
dance upon  the  N.A.R.D.  among  the  women,  and  to  have 
the  wives  of  the  druggists  of  the  country  feel  a  greater 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  organisation. 

The  Chicago  Retail  Druggists'  Association  recently 
passed  a  strong  resolution  declaring  that  hereafter  the 
members  would  "keep  in  the  background"  all  proprietary 
articles  not  sold  under  the  protection  of  the  direct-contract 
and  serial-numbering  plan.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was 
resolved  that  the  goods  sold  under  this  plan  should  be  pushed 
forward  and  favoured  in  every  possible  way. 

Quacks  Arrested. — The  Federal  Government  has  ordered 
the  arrest  of  the  managers  of  the  "  Force  of  Life  "  Chemical 
Co.,  Broadway  and  Eighty-first  Street,  New  York,  on  a 
charge  of  using  the  mails  to  defraud.  About  five  hundred 
complaints  had  been  received,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
victims  have  been  bled  to  an  aggregate  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  by  advertising  and  circulars. 

Metal  and  Mineral  Production. — The  following  are 
among  the  output  of  metals  and  minerals  in  the  United 
States  during  1905,  the  figures  in  parentheses  being  those  of 
the  previous  year  :  White  arsenic,  875  short  tons  (498)  ; 
bromine,  896.500  lb.  (879,512  lb.);  copperas,  20.392  s.  tons 
(16.956)  ;  litharge,  13.111  s.  tons  (12,487)  ;  zinc  oxide,  65,403 
s.  tons  (57,613)  ;  quicksilver,  30,256  flasks  of  75  lb.  (35,258). 

Mr.  George  W.  Voss,  a  well-known  pharmacist  of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  has  for  the  last  three  or  four  years  taken  a 
party  of  tourists  abroad  during  each  season.  He  has,  in 
fact,  become  quite  a  globe-trotter.  Mr.  Voss  usually  lands 
at  Liverpool,  traverses  a  part  of  England  and  Scotland,  and 
then  goes  down  through  several  of  the  European  States. 
Doubtless  some  British  chemists  may  come  in  contact  with 
him  next  summer. 

Gold  Cures. — The  American  National  Temperance 
Society,  which  has  been  carrying  on  a  legislative  campaign 
against  proprietary  medicines,  has  resolved  to  memorialise 
Congress  to  exercise  supervision  of  gold-cure  establish- 
ments. The  Society  urges  that  Government  should  refuse 
to  issue  patent  or  proprietary  rights  to  anyone  for  a 
"cure,"  or  any  compound  whatever  containing  alcohol, 
opium,  or  other  narcotic  in  which  there  is  danger  of 
habituation  being  engendered  by  its  use. 

Co-operative  Buying. — There  are  a  number  of  so-called 
"  buying  clubs  "  in  the  American  retail  drug-trade.  Efforts 
were  made  last  month  to  form  a  national  association  among 
these  organisations.  The  Brooklyn  buying  club,  known 
as  the  Brooklyn  Consolidated  Drug  Co.,  is  threatened  with 
extinction  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  New  York  whole- 
salers, and  it  was  this  concern  which  called  the  conference 
together.  It  is  thought  that  if  a  national  association  were 
formed  a  united  front  could  be  presented  to  the  enemy. 

Trading-stamps. — A  number  of  efforts  have  been  made  in 
America  to  legislate  against  "trading-stamps."  A  year  or 
two  ago  a  New  York  law  was  declared  unconstitutional, 
and  now  a  Massachusetts  statute  has  met  the  same  fate. 
Trading-stamps  are  given  by  some  merchants  for  the  purpose 
of  granting  a  rebate  on  goods  sold,  and  the  practice,  there- 
fore, becomes  a  mere  question  of  cutting  prices.  The  better 
element  in  all  classes  of  trade  is  arrayed  against  the  use  of 
these  stamps,  but  it  seems  impossible  to  legislate  the  practice 
out  of  existence. 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Mason,  of  Detroit,  associate  editor  of  the 
"  Bulletin  of  Pharmacy."  delivered  a  lecture  recently  before 
the  Manhattan  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  Greater  New 
York  on  "The  Two  Legislative  Questions  of  the  Hour." 
Anti-narcotic  legislation  and  graduation  pre-requisite  laws 
were  the  subjects  dwelt  upon.  He  declared  that  both  pre- 
requisite and  anti-narcotic  laws  were  needed,  but  he  asserted 
that  they  would  not  be  successfully  enacted  in  the  first 
place,  or  properly  enforced  afterwards,  unless  a  strong  senti- 
ment was  developed  and  maintained  in  their  favour  through- 
out the  rank-and-file  of  the  drug-trade.

Cape  Colony. 

Messrs.  Sloan  &  Davies.  chemists,  Woodstock,  C.C., 
have  dissolved  partnership. 

Insolvent. — Under  "Intentions  to  Surrender,"  pub- 
lished in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Gazette,"  appears  the  name 
of  George  Augustus  Deans,  trading  as  G.  A.  Deans  &  Co., 
chemists,  Cape  Town. 

The  Distress  at  Cape  Town  is  apparently  rather  acute, 
for  Mr.  Liberman  (the  Mayor)  has  issued  an  urgent  appeal 
on  behalf  of  the  Relief  Committee  for  funds  to  continue 
the  help  hitherto  given  to  the  many  necessitous  cases  on  their 
books. 

Importation  of  Spirits. — A  Customs  notice,  dated 
January  24,  1906,  has  been  issued  by  which  it  is  provided 
that,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Additional 
Taxation  Acts  of  1904  and  1905.  an  Excise  permit  (75  E.) 
will  be  required  for  the  importation  into  the  Colony,  by  sea 
or  land,  of  colonial  or  foreign  spirits  from  or  through  any 
colony  or  territory  within  the  Customs  Union. 

A  Pharmacy  Act  Case. — Considerable  interest  was 
manifested  in  a  case  under  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
commenced  at  the  First  Criminal  Court,  Cape  Town,  on 
February  9.  The  accused  were  John  Morgan  and  Hugo 
Schivbackie  ;  the  charge  preferred  was  one  of  contravening 
the  Act  by  practising  as  chemists  without  the  necessary 
licence.  The  first  witness  was  Dr.  Emile  Ashley,  who 
stated  that  he  practised  as  a  doctor  in  Cape  Town,  and  had 
written  out  the  prescription  produced.  He  omitted  to  put 
on  the  date.  He  did  not  keep  copies  of  his  prescriptions. 
A  plain-clothes  constable  deposed  to  taking  the  prescrip- 
tion produced  to  the  Central  Pharmacy,  122  Caledon  Street, 
where  he  saw  Morgan  and  Schivbackie.  Witness  saw 
Moi'gan  obtain  the  ingredients — oxide  of  zinc,  boric  acid, 
and  tannic  acid — from  various  bottles  and  place  them  in  the 
box  produced.  There  was  no  one  supervising  him.  Morgan 
marked  the  date  on  the  prescription  before  returning  it. 
Witness  asked  Morgan  for  his  licence.  Morgan  said  he  had 
got  one.  and  that  a  man  named  Ballard  had  stolen  it  that 
morning.  He  said  he  was  not  a  qualified  chemist.  Witness 
further  stated  that  he  saw  a  Mr.  T.  J.  Anderson  at  a 
chemist's  shop  at  Sea  Point,  when  the  latter  said  that  the 
shop  in  Caledon  Street  belonged  to  him.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmacy  Board  gave  evidence  as  to  handing  the  pre- 
scription over  to  the  police.  The  powder  and  the  prescrip- 
tion were  sent  to  the  public  analyst,  who  stated  that  the 
ingredients  mentioned  on  the  prescription  were  contained 
in  the  preparation  in  the  box.  Evidence  was  given  by  a 
clerk  from  the  Colonial  Office.  He  produced  the  register, 
upon  which  the  names  of  the  accused  did  not  appear.  There 
was  the  name  of  "  W.  Ballard,"  of  122  Caledon  Street,  on 
the  register.    The  accused  were  remanded. 

Natal. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Dukes,  chemist,  has  been  elected  Chairman 
of  the  Vryheid  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Rats. — In  connection  with  the  extermination  of  plague 
rats,  538  suspected  vermin  were  examined  at  the  Durban 
Corporation  Laboratory,  but  no  trace  of  plague  could  be 
found. 

Drug-stores  are  apparently  not  a  success  in  Durban. 
Some  time  ago  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  "put  up  the 
shutters,''  and  now  the  South  African  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  (locally 
known  as  "  The  Sad  Co."),  have  done  the  same.  The  drug 
company  are  advertising  their  stock  at  from  25  to  50  per 
cent,  reduction.  Very  few  of  the  local  chemists  will  regret 
the  early  demise  of  these  concerns. 


Mosquitoes. — The  officials  of  the  Sanitary  and  Public 
Health  Departments  at  Durban  are  very  zealous  in  their 
efforts  to  keep  down  all  likely  causes  which  might  produce 
the  propagation  of  malarial  mosquitoes,  and  have  been 
waging  incessant  war  against  those  people  who  have  old 
rainwater-tanks  and  other  receptacles  for  storing  water. 
No  fewer  than  694  notices  were  served  upon  various  persons 
during  the  three  months  ended  January  31. 

Malaria  is  still  raging  on  the  coast  belt  of  Natal.  In 
Durban  alone  there  are  1.200  notified  cases,  though  many 
of  these  are  very  slight.  Euquinine,  owing  to  its  tasteless- 
ness,  has  lately  come  into  vogue  for  infantile  malaria,  and 
has  been  in  great  demand.  The  local  price  has  risen  from 
12s,  to  15s.  per  oz.  Quinine  chloro-carbonate  is  not  listed 
by  the  British  drug-houses,  but  there  is  a  demand  for  it 
here,  "  so  I  trust,"  says  our  correspondent,  "  a  British  house 
will  soon  have  it  on  the  market." 

Amending  the  Act. — A  deputation  from  the  Natal  Phar- 
macy Board  interviewed  the  Government  a  few  days  ago, 
writes  a  Durban  correspondent  in  a  letter  dated  February  8, 
with  the  intention  of  showing  cause  why  the  Natal 
Pharmacy  Act  should  be  amended.  The  Prime  Minister 
and  the  Colonial  Treasurer  received  the  deputation,  and 
promised  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  push  forward  an  amend- 
ment on  the  points  indicated  by  the  Board.  It  is  hoped  that 
an  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  discussing  any  proposed  amendment  before  it  is  submitted 
to  the  "  House." 

The  Kaffir  Rising  has  been  the  cause  of  great  excite- 
ment all  over  the  Colony.  Owing  to  an  almost  bankrupt 
condition  of  the  Colony's  exchequer  a  poll-tax  has  been  im- 
posed on  all  males  over  eighteen — Europeans,  natives,  and 
Indians — natives  who  pay  the  regular  hut-tax  of  14s.  per 
annum  being  exempted.  The  time  came  to  pay  up,  and  the 
young  Kaffir  bloods  objected.  Thirty  of  them  ambushed 
a  patrol  of  Natal  policemen  who  were  escorting  two  natives 
to  gaol,  killing  an  inspector  and  one  trooper.  Martial  law 
was  proclaimed,  and  the  volunteers  (in  Natal  called  Militia) 
were  in  readiness  for  mobilisation.  Mr.  A.  Lomax,  of 
Richmond,  is  a  chemist  right  in  the  centre  of  the  disaffected 
area,  and  as  he  is  a  shot  of  no  mean  repute,  he  is  expected 
to  give  a  good  account  of  himself. 

Transvaal. 

The  Name  of  David  Davidson  Donaldson,  chemist, 
Johannesburg,  appears  under  "  Intentions  to  Surrender  "  in 
a  recent  issue  of  the  Government  "  Gazette." 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  A.  A.  Bones  has  opened  one  of 
his  new  pharmacies  in  Church  Street,  West  Pretoria,  not 
very  far  from  the  house  of  the  late  President  Kruger.  His 
other  establishment  will  be  in  Market  Buildings,  Church 
Street.— The  business  lately  conducted  by  Mr.  R.  Watkins 
at  Pilgrims'  Rest  has  been  taken  over  by  Mr.  M.  Wilson,  of 
that  town,  and  is  now  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Caulderay,  formerly  of  Johannesburg.  Pilgrims'  Rest  is 
the  oldest  mining  camp  in  the  Transvaal,  dating  back  to 
1873,  its  nearest  railway  station  being  Nelspruit  some  sixty 
miles  distant;  but  it  possesses  a  good  tri-weekly  coach 
service  to  Machadodorp  station,  eighty  miles  away  on  the 
Delagoa  Bay  railway  line. 

A  Society  Smoker. — The  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  the  Transvaal  held  a  most  successful  smoking- 
concert  on  February  6  at  the  Grand  National  Hotel,  Johan- 
nesburg. The  number  of  chemists  and  their  friends  present 
(250)  far  exceeded  anything  of  the  kind  ever  held  on  the 
Rand,  parties  going  from  Kimberley,  Pretoria,  Germiston, 
and  Boksburg.  Among  those  present  were  Mr.  J.  H.  Din- 
woodie  (President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board)  and  Messrs. 
Leeds  (Lennon,  Ltd.),  Adams  and  Thomas  (Loewenstem, 
Adams  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  Butters,  T.  E.  Jolly,  Magness  Elgar 
(F.  Stearns  &  Co.),  Tibbits  (Secretary  Pretoria  Chemists 
Association),  Cameron  (Secretary  Medical  Council),  and 
the  Committee  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Charles  Keir  (Presi- 
dent) occupied  the  chair.  A  varied  and  excellent  pro- 
gramme was  gone  through,  in  which  the  following  gentlemen 
took  part:  Messrs.  H.  V.  Birrell,  R.  J.  Cooper,  L.  R. 
Glenton,  I.  S.  Guthrie,  Hugh  Gwynne,  Emil  Hester,  T.  H. 
Milthorp  W.  H.  Pearson,  Fred  Russell,  P.  D.  Thompson, 
C.  W.  Throsby,  and  I.  L.  Wintle.  Mr.  W.  H.  Pearson 
is  a  comedian  of  parts,  and  Mr.  Emil  Hester  (also  a  chemist) 
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is  a  particularly  fine  musician.  In  the  course  of  the  evening 
Mr.  Dinwoodie  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board,  particularly  with  reference  to  prescribing  and  pro- 
prietary medicines.    He  said  : 

In  the  early  part  of  1905  there  was  much  outcry  by  some 
medical  gentlemen  against  chemists  and  druggists  in  tho 
Transvaal  prescribing  medicines,  visiting,  medically  attend- 
ing persons,  and  generally  performing  such  acts  as  specially 
belong  to  the  profession  of  a  medical  practitioner.  These 
complaints  reached  tho  Board,  which  considered  this  a 
serious  question,  and  at  once  took  steps  to  get  at  the  facts, 
which,  as  near  as  could  be  ascertained,  were  :  One  registered 
chemist  in  Johannesburg  undoubtedly  was  assuming  the 
functions  of  a  medical  practitioner,  two  others  in  Johannes- 
burg, and  two  or  three  in  tho  other  districts  were  certainly 
overstepping  the  mark  in  their  pharmacies.  With  this  con- 
duct the  Board,  and  1  believe  every  gentleman  in  this  room, 
has  no  sympathy.  A  circular  letter  of  warning  was  sent  out 
to  all  the  registered  chemists,  and  I  am  pleased  to  know  that 
the  warning  conveyed  in  the  circular  was  received  in  the 
proper  spirit  by  those  who  did  not  feel  guilty,  and  caused 
those  who  did  to  pause  and  moderate  their  ways. 
Continuing,  he  said  that  in  sending  out  that  circular  he 
was  not  quite  at  ease,  as  he  maintained  that  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  should  not  be  in  any 
way  curtailed. 

I  hold  the  opinion  that,  if  the  public  ask  you  to  supply  a 
certain  medicine — say,  an  astringent,  an  expectorant,  or  any 
other  therapeutic  remedy — your  diploma  entitles  you  to  sell 
it.  And  if  you  may  sell  the  proprietary  article  asked  for, 
which  has,  perhaps,  been  dispensed  by  an  unqualified  person 
in  a  foreign  country  or  in  Great  Britain,  why  should  you  not 
dispense  the  same  article  in  your  own  pharmacy  here  when 
called  upon  to  do  so  ?  The  Board  strongly  deprecates  the 
conduct  of  anyone  not  registered  as  a  physician,  yet  who 
attempts  to  diagnose  and  proscribe  for  disease,  thus  prac- 
tising quackery,  and  also  of  those  who  to  their  clientele  com- 
ment on  medical  gentlemen  or  their  prescriptions ;  but  the 
Board  also  recognises  the  right  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  to 
supply  medicine  for  minor  ailments  which  do  not  require 
_the  care  and  attention  of  a  physician. 

He  deprecated  the  growing  habit  by  physicians  of  pre- 
scribing proprietary  medicines.  In  Cape  Colony,  a  few 
years  ago,  patent  medicines  were,  he  said,  very  nearly 
prohibited,  or,  as  an  alternative,  the  contents  ordered  to  be 
disclosed  on  the  label.  The  Bill  was  only  defeated  by  a 
very  small  majority,  and  his  sympathies  were  with  the 
minority,  and  he  still  thought  it  would  be  for  the  public 
good  if  the  sale  of  these  secret  remedies  was  placed  under 
restriction.  In  conclusion,  he  expressed  the  satisfaction 
of  himself  and  of  the  chemists  and  druggists  of  the  Trans- 
vaal at  the  interest  taken  by  the  Government  in  supplying 
them  with  a  splendidly  equipped  examination-hall,  and  in 
placing  the  examination  on  a  well-organised  and  legal  basis. 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  to  Mr.  Austen 
Purnell.  Mr.  Alexander  Rennie,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  A. 
Macdonald),  to  whose  untiring  efforts  the  success  of  the 
concert  was  due,  having  been  heartily  accorded,  the  pro- 
ceedings closed  with  the  National  Anthem.

Medical  Etiquette.— Several  times  in  the  last  few 
months,  writes  a  Bloemfontein  correspondent,  a  medical 
specialist  from  Johannesburg  has  been  called  into  the  O.R.C.

.-ociety  are  taking  umbrage  and  state  that  medical  practi- 
tioners from  neighbouring  Colonies  should  take  out  the 
doctor  s  licence  before  coming  into  the  O.R.C.  for  consulta- 
tion. 

Masonic.— An  interesting  Masonic  event  took  place  at 
bloemtontein  on  February  21,  when  the  Emerald  Lodge 
was  lormally  consecrated  by  R.W.  Bro.  Sir  Kendal  Franks, 
P.G.M..  S  Africa  (I.C),  M.D.,  C.B.  Mr.  J.  F.  Hewitt, 
cliennst  and  druggist,  was  invested  as  S.W.,  and  also 
Wor.  Bro.  Carter,  P.P.A.G.D.C.  (Surrey),  also  a  chemist, 
was  invested  as  Secretary,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt  was  made  a 
steward,  lhere  are  already  on  the  membership-roll  of  the 
•bodge  two  medical  practitioners  and  four  chemists  of 
cloemlontein.

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on 
February  8,  when  a  large  number  of  local  chemists  met  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  office-bearers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  J.  Jones,  the  retiring 
President,  supported  by  Mr.  J.  S.  North  (Vice-President), 
and  among  others  present  were  Messrs.  J.  A.  and  F.  C. 
Mathew  (Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.),  D.  K.  Petersen  (P.  J. 
Petersen  &  Co.),  A.  J.  Rivett  (Lennon,  Ltd.),  J.  H.  Cooper, 
H.  E.  Cope,  H.  R.  Peck,  W.  Turnbull,  J.  C.  Smith,  Dr.  W. 
Froembling,  and  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen  was  unanimously  elected  President, 
Messrs.  J.  Jones  and  J.  S.  North  being  elected  Vice-Presi- 
dents. The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  on  the  Com- 
mittee :  Messrs.  A.  J.  Rivett,  F.  C.  Mathew,  J.  H.  Cooper, 
R.  S.  Smiles,  W.  Froembling,  W.  J.  Strange,  J.  C.  Smith, 
and  W.  Turnbull. 

Mr.  J.  Jones,  in  his  valedictory  address,  referred  to  the 
recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  with  regard  to 
chemists  requiring  a  general-dealer's  licence,  in  addition  to 
one  required  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  He  deplored  the 
general  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  individual  chemists, 
and  mentioned  that  members  of  Parliament  had  been 
approached  with  a  view  to  action  being  taken  in  the 
matter  of  chemists'  licences.  After  touching  on  the  new 
Customs  Convention,  so  far  as  it  affected  chemists,  Mr. 
Jones  expressed  the  hope  that,  in  view  of  the  importance 
of  several  subjects  to  be  discussed  in  the  near  future, 
all  chemists  of  the  Western  Province  would  become 
members  of  the  Society,  as  it  was  indispensable  that  any 
action  which  might  be  taken  by  the  Society  in  legal  or 
other  matters  should  receive  the  united  support  of  the 
trade.  On  behalf  of  the  Society  he  thanked  Dr.  W.  Froem- 
bling for  a  recent  interesting  lecture,  and  the  energetic 
Secretary,  Mr.  Dell,  for  his  services  during  the  year.  He 
likewise  expressed  indebtedness  to  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew 
&  Co.,  to  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  and  to  Lennon,  Ltd., 
for  having  at  their  own  expense  arranged  and  carried  out 
the  licence  test-case. 

A  short  discussion  followed  on  the  proposal  to  reduce  the 
duty  on  patent  medicines  from  25  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent., 
a  letter  having  been  received  from  the  Transvaal  Society  on 
the  subject,  but  no  definite  decision  was  reached. 


Colonial  ano  Jforcion  mews. 

The  Camphor-habit. — Dr.  Aba  Szantkay,  pharmacist, 
has  drawn  attention  to  the  increasing  consumption  of 
camphor  by  the  Slovacs  in  Upper  Hungary.  He  believes 
that  the  camphor  is  largely  used  internally.  The  frequent 
cases  of  epilepsy  noticed  in  the  district  may  be  due  to  this 
camphor  habit. 

Italian  Customs  Tariff. — The  Board  of  Trade  are  in 
receipt  of  a  telegram  from  Rome  to  the  effect  that  the  altera- 
tions in  the  Italian  Customs  tariff  consequent  on  the  recent 
commercial  treaty  between  Germany  and  Italy  will  come 
into  force  on  Thursday,  March  1.  Full  details  of  the  altera- 
tions in  question  can  be  obtained  from  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73  Basinghall 
Street,  E.C. 

German"  Imperial  Chemical  Institute. — Over  one 
hundred  representatives  of  chemical  science  and  industry 
met  in  the  Hall  of  the  Berlin  University  last  week  to  give 
definite  shape  to  the  long-cherished  idea  of  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Imperial  Chemical  Institute.  Professor  Emil 
Fischer  presided.  It  was  decided  that  the  institute  should 
be  of  a  purely  scientific  character.  The  initial  cost  will  be 
about  150,000/.,  and  the  annual  charges  about  20.000/ . 

Russian"  Items. — An  explosion  of  naphthalin  caused  a 
fire  recently  in  the  factory  of  the  Russian  Company  for  the 
Production  of  Chemicals  in  Poliustroff.  The  workshop 
was  destroyed,  but  the  rest  of  the  factory  was  saved. — The 
Minister  of  Finance  has  decided  to  allow  the  sale  of  wines 
and  spirits  from  the  Government  wine-shops  to  medical 
men  for  medicinal  and  forensic  purposes  outside  the  usual 
trading-hours. — It  is  said,  says  the  "  Sviet."  that  in  the 
course  of  this  year  forty  new  pharmacies  will  be  opened  in 
St.  Petersburg.

Queensland. 

The  Dugong-oil  Industry,  after  several  years  in  abey- 
ance, is  to  be  re-established.  The  business  was  killed  by 
the  adulteration  of  the  genuine  oil  with  shark  oil,  but  fresh 
fisheries  have  now  been  established.  The  oil  has  sold  as 
high  as  25s.  per  gal.,  about  3  gals,  of  oil  being  obtained 
from  a  single  dugong,  while  the  hide  finds  a  ready  sale  at 
5rf.  to  6d.  per  lb. 

Lead-poisoning,  according  to  a  memorandum  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Health  to  the  Education  Depart- 
ment, is  not  uncommon  in  Queensland.  It  results  in 
paralysis,  blindness,  and  in  some  cases  death.  The  report 
states  : 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  source  of  the  lead  is  the 
paint  of  painted  railings  and  walls  of  houses.  After  being 
exposed  to  the  weather,  the  paint  is  reduced  to  powder  easily 
removed  by  rubbing  with  the  hand,  especially  a  sweaty 
hand.  The  powder  consists  of  an  almost  pure  carbonate  of 
lead  in  a  soluble  form,  so  that  if  a  child  eats  with 
unwashed  hands  after  touching  such  a  painted  surface,  or 
otherwise  put  his  fingers  into  his  mouth,  ho  absorbs  lead 
into  his  system.  The  disease  is  chiefly  prevalent  in  summer, 
when  the  hands  arc  likely  to  bo  moist  with  sweat,  and 
without  exception  the  children  who  have  been  treated  in  the 
Brisbane  Children's  Hospital  for  lead-poisoning  either  bite 
their  nails  or  suck  their  fingers. 

South  Australia. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South  Australia  at  its 
half-yearly  meeting  had  before  it  the  confirmation  of  a 
slight  alteration  in  the  regulations  allowing  votes  for  the  elec- 
tions to  the  Council  to  be  plumped.  The  rest  of  the  evening 
was  spent  over  microscopes  and  slides  provided  by  members. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  South  Australia  at  the  January 
meeting  had  before  it  matters  of  routine  ;  complaints  of  the 
6ale  of  dangerous  drugs  without  proper  regard  to  the  regu- 
lations ;  an  application  to  accept  passes  in  single  subjects  in 
the  Intermediate  examination,  and  for  permission  to  carry 
on  a  branch  business  with  an  unregistered  assistant  for  six 
weeks.  Another  application  was  on  behalf  of  the  daughters 
of  a  deceased  pharmacist  for  permission  to  present  them- 
selves for  the  Modified  examination.  These  ladies  would 
have  been  entitled  to  registration  when  the  Pharmacy  Act 
was  passed  if  it  had  at  that  time  been  thought  necessary. 

New  South  Wales. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  at  its  meeting 
on  January  16  received  reports  of  examiners  which  showed 
that  in  the  Preliminary  examination  only  ten  candidates 
passed  out  of  twenty-nine  who  presented  themselves  for 
the  examination.  Arithmetic  and  Latin  were  conspicuously 
bad. — A  prosecution  under  the  Poisons  Act  was  reported  in 
which  a  man  had  been  fined  21.,  and  6s.  costs,  for  careless- 
ness in  the  handling  and  storage  of  arsenic.  He  had  a 
baking-powder  tin  half  full  of  arsenic  which  he  intended  to 
bury.  He  forgot  it,  and  left  it  on  the  ground  near  the  cook's 
quarters.  The  cook  found  it,  and  was  about  to  make  some 
of  it  into  scones  when  he  thought,  it  looked  unusual  and 
threw  what  he  had  taken  out  of  the  tin  into  the  fire.  A 
little  had,  as  he  said,  gone  through  his  fingers  into  the  flour. 
The  scones  were  sent  to  a  party  of  men  in  the  field,  and  soon 
after  they  had  been  eaten  the  mistake  was  discovered.  The 
defendant  emptied  the  tin,  and  immediate  steps  were  taken 
to  secure  medical  treatment.  >une  men  were  more  or  less 
affected. 


Xciceatcr  3nfirman>. 


WE  mentioned  in  our  issue  of  February  24  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Leicester  Chemists'  Association  visited  the 
new  Poor-law  infirmary  erected  at  North  Evington  by  the 
Leicester  Poor-law  Guardians.  For  the  photographs  given 
here  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  George  E.  Marfitt,  Hon.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Association.  The  picture  above  shows  the 
group  of  buildings,  with  the  administrative  block  in  the 
centre  front,  flanked  on  either  side  by  two  blocks  connected 
by  corridors  ;  at  the  back  of  the  centre  block  are  the  stores  of 
all  kinds,  the  kitchens,  the  dispensary,  and  the  surgery: 
Each  side  block  consists  of  four  wards,  sixteen  in  all,  named

after  the  municipal  wards  of  the  town.  Each  ward  contains 
twenty-eight  beds  in  the  large  room,  three  more  in  a  smaller 
room,  and  one  single-bedded  room  for  special  cases.  There 
are  also  day  rooms  and  special  store-rooms  to  each  ward, 
bath-rooms,  and  lavatories.  In  all  there  are  512  beds,  and  a 
!  staff  of  fifty-six  nurses.  The  wards  and  the  administrative 
building  are  all  connected  by  a  corridor  running  the  whole 
length  of  the  building,  200  yards  long,  the  upper  wards 
being  reached  by  lifts  as  well  as  stairs.  Mr.  Marfitt  reports 
that  the  dispensary  is  most  completely  and  admirably  fitted 
in  mahogany,  and  has  recess-labelled  bottles.  The  dispens- 
ing is  done  at  present  by  the  resident  medical  officer,  but 
probably  a  qualified  dispenser  will  be  shortly  employed.

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Exportation  of  perfumeb  Spirits,  etc. 

Some  Hints  and  Particulars  in  regard  to  this  Business,  including  the  most  recent 
Regulations  of  the  British  Revenue  Authorities. 


A WITTY  schoolboy  once  laid  down  the  definition  of  the 
Latin  abbreviation  "etc."  as  "a  sign  to  denote  you 
know  more  than  you  really  do."  Lest  such  a  thought 
should  have  crossed  the  mind  of  the  reader  on  seeing  the 
"  etc."  in  the  headline,  it  may  be  stated  at  once  that  owing 
to  recent  official  changes  the  words  "  perfumed  spirits  "  now 
include  eau  de  Cologne,  Florida  water,  lavender-water, 
toilet-vinegars  and  other  "  waters,"  dentifrices,  hair-washes, 
and  brilliantines.  There  are  special  regulations  govern- 
ing the  exportation  on  drawback  of  perfumed  spirits  and 
the  above-mentioned  cognate  articles  from  the  premises 
■of  licensed  rectifiers  and  compounders.  Probably  these 
special  privileges  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  trade  in  such 
articles  is  generally  a  "  small  bottle"  one,  and  that,  unlike 
■medicinal  spirits,  these  small  bottles  go  direct  from  the 
packing-case  into  the  retailer's  shop-window  abroad  without 
the  necessity  of  any  further  manipulation.  Moreover,  the 
strength  of  a  "  perfume  "  must  be  high  to  secure  the  requisite 
volatilisation  and  aroma;  hence,  though  the  bulk  may  be 
small,  the  "  proof  gallons  "  may  be  large.  These  considera- 
tions may  account  for  the  fact  that  whereas  two  bulk  gallons 
of  essences  is  the 

Minimum  Quantity  of  a  Consignment 
that  is  permitted  to  be  shipped  at  one  time,  one  gallon  is  the 
minimum  in  the  shipment  of  "perfumed  spirits,  etc."  So 
small  are  some  of  the  bottles  in  the  cartons  that  the  authori- 
ties permit  the  use  of  what  are  known  as  "  standards."  These 
standards  are  facsimiles  of  the  bottles  used  by  the  exporter. 
Their  contents  are  carefully  measured  to  the  thousandth  of 
a  gallon,  and  this  capacity  is  noted  by  the  inspector  on  a 
label  affixed  to  each  "  standard,"  together  with  a  private 
identification-mark  or  number.  The  official  carefully  places 
these  "  standards  "  under  Revenue  lock  in  a  cupboard.  By 
selecting  bottles  of  the  same  shape  and  size,  and  comparing 
them  with  the  appropriate  "standard."  the  capacity  is 
easily  arrived  at  without  the  necessity  of  actual  measure- 
ment. To  verify  this  eye-gauge  one  of  the  bottles  out  of  the 
export  case  is  measured,  as  a  rule,  and  if  found  to  agree  the 
whole  consignment  is  passed  as  of  "  standard  "  content. 

Recent  Regulations 
have  laid  it  down  that  the  hydrometer-strength  can  be  taken 
of  all  perfumes,  including  eau  de  Cologne,  Florida  water, 
and  lavender-water,  but  in  the  matter  of  toilet  vinegars 
and  waters,  hair-washes,  dentifrices,  and  brilliantines  a 
representative  sample  of  3  fl.  oz.  has  to  be  sent  to  be  examined 
for  the  determination  of  the  true  alcoholic  strength.  Ex- 
porters are  permitted  to  substitute  another  bottle  for  the  one 
taken  by  the  mspector,  so  as  to  avoid  any  shortage  and  com- 
plaint. As  an  instance  of  the  forethought  of  the  Revenue 
authorities  m  the  taking  of  the  hydrometer-strength,  they 
Z^f  a  ,S  K  h>"drometer>  which  requires  only  a  small 
quantity  of  the  hquid  to  float  in.  By  this  means  the  mer-

Another  Privilege

miniature  mirrors,  puffs,  and  other  toilet-requisites  inside 


the  carton  containing  the  "perfumes."  Such  cartons  re- 
quire to  be  all  packed  together  in  the  same  layer,  for  pur- 
poses of  taking  account.  Although  the  official  account  may 
have  been  taken  at  the  time  the  goods  are  packed  in  the  case, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Customs  have  the  power  to 
break  open  the  case  at  the  port  of  shipment  and  take  account 
also.  This  course  of  procedure  is  not  likely  to  be  resorted 
to  unless  grave  reasons  demand  a  second  inspection  ;  and  it 
is  to  prevent  such  additional  examination,  and  so  satisfy 
the  Customs  that  the  case  has  not  been  tampered  with  in 
transit,  that  a  Revenue  seal  is  affixed,  on  the  exporter's 
premises,  to  the  wire  or  tape  stretched  round  the  case. 
Some  of  the  younger  members  of  the  trade  may  ask,  Why 
do  the  Revenue  officers  trouble  at  all  ?  The  answer  is,  To 
compute  the  rebate  of  the  spirit-duty  and  to  take  measures 
to  prevent  this  rebate  being  given  twice  over.  Hence  the 
requirement  on  the  part  of  the  exporter  to  state  the  liquid 
contents  to  the  thousandth  of  a  gallon  of  every  description 
of  perfume  and  size  of  bottle  used  by  him.  When  each 
bottle  contains  less  than  one-fifth  of  a  pint  the  exporter  need 
only  state  the  combined  contents  of  six,  otherwise  each 
bottle  must  be  noticed.  Considerable  latitude  is  allowed  in 
declaring  the 

True  Strengths  of  the  Perfumes, 
hair-washes,  etc.,  but  the  findings  of  the  Crown  official  must 
agree  with  those  of  the  compounder  within  three  degrees  of 
proof  strength,  otherwise  there  is  a  penalty  in  the  shape  of 
a  deduction  amounting  to  over  4  per  cent.  Provided  they 
are  all  of  the  same  strength  and  size  of  bottle,  different 
descriptions  of  perfumes  can  be  packed  inside  the  same 
carton  or  box.  A  distinguishing  mark  or  number  is  required 
to  be  placed  on  such  cartons  for  identification-purposes,  and 
attention  must  be  directed  to  such  assorted  goods  on  the 
packing-notice.  A  peculiarity  in  the  granting  of  the  rebate 
in  this  particular  export  trade  is  an  additional  allowance  of 
3  per  cent,  for  waste  in  manufacture.  Thus  when  the  ex- 
porter manufactures  his  perfumes,  dentifrices,  waters,  and 
hair-washes  from  plain  spirit  he  gets  a  drawback  of  lis.  Ad. 
per  proof  gal.  in  addition  to  the  5d.  export  allowance.  He 
thus  appears  to  be  Ad.  per  gal.  better  off  than  the  whisky  or 
gin  exporter.  The  high  strength  of  the  spirit  used  in  making 
the  perfumes,  and  therefore  the  greater  loss,  may  have  had 
something  to  do  with  this  granting  of  an  additional  3  per 
cent.,  but  the  loss  actually  incurred  in  the  process  of  manu- 
facture, as  by  washing  floral  pomades  with  spirit,  is  at  the 
bottom  of  the  allowance,  just  as  in  the  case  of  medicinal 
tinctures.  Exports  of  perfumes,  medicinal  spirits,  and 
essences  are  increasing,  and  hence  it  is  not  surprising  to  find 
exporters  desiring  to  get  rid  of  the  troublesome  drawback- 
difficulty  and  inconvenience  by 

Making  Perfumes  and  Essences  in  Bond. 
Messrs.  Maconochie's  bonded  warehouse  at  Millwall  is  the 
latest  instance  of  the  development  of  this  export  trade.  A 
further  advantage  conferred  by  the  Customs  authorities  is 
the  permission  to  export  by  parcel-post — a  privilege  denied 
to  the  exporter  on  drawback.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is 
a  slight  disadvantage  to  the  former,  inasmuch  as  the  bonded 
exporter  cannot  use  bottles  of  any  size  like  his  licensed 
competitor,  being  restricted  by  a  rule  which  states  that  the 
capacity  of  his  bottles  shall  not  be  less  than  that  required  to 
make  twenty  bottles  equal  to  0.03  of  a  gallon.  Again,  the 
bonded  competitor  pays  no  annual  ten-guinea  licence  for  the 
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privilege  of  getting  back  the  spirit-duty,  and  consequently 
there  is  no  debenture  stamp-duty  to  pay  also. 

Last  Year's  Exports. 
Last  year  121.137  proof  gals,  of  medicinal  spirits,  etc.,  were 
exported  on  drawback,  against  118,557  in  the  previous  year. 
It  is  impossible  to  say  how  much  of  this  was  perfumes,  as 
no  statistics  are  available.

THE  delightful  weather  and  the  advent  of  spring  have 
combined  to  give  a  not  unneeded  buoyancy  to  business 
during  the  past  few  weeks.  The  many  representatives  of  the 
drug-trade  with  whom  I  have  come  into  contact,  whether 
engaged  in  wholesale,  manufacturing,  or  retail,  announce 
that  "things  are  moving."  The  more  cautious  admit  that 
"  things  might  be  better,  but  we  can't  grumble."  And  when 
a  Britisher  "can't  grumble"  he  is  obviously  on  the  way  to 
being  fairly  well  satisfied.    Just  by 

Wax  of  Diversion 
I  will  recount  a  country  experience  I  had  the  other  day. 
By  a  fortuitous  concurrence  of  circumstances  I  found 
myself  in  the  Berkshire  town  of  Didcot.  I  wandered  from 
the  station  to  that  part  of  the  locality  which  looked  like  a 
town,  and  the  second  shop  I  encountered  was  the  "  Didcot 
Pharmacy."  It  is  a  corner  site,  and  the  shop  is  double- 
fronted.  One  window  was  filled  with  articles  usually 
associated  with  pharmacy,  and  the  other  with  books  and 
stationery.  Beside  the  doorway  was  a  bulletin-board,  on 
which  was  displayed  a  bill  relating  to  a  local  entertain- 
ment of  some  kind.  Having  introduced  myself  to  the  pro- 
prietor, Mr.  Ernest  Cowling,  I  found  after  a  few  minutes' 
conversation  that  I  had  discovered  a  live  chemist  in  an  un- 
looked-for locality.  Inside  the  .shop  I  saw  a  small  Stiles 
soda-fountain,  with  evident  signs  of  daily  use,  and  beside 
it  a  display  of  high-class  confectionery  Two  appren- 
tices were  in  the  shop  assisting  Mr.  Cowling,  who  was 
kept  busy  by  an  apparently  interminable  stream  of 
customers,  demanding  the  most  extraordinary  diversity  of 
goods.  A  long  talk  with  Mr.  Cowling  in  his  office  at  the 
back  revealed  a  case  of  adaptability  to  environment  and  a 
keen  regard  for  grasping  and  supplying  a  felt  want  that 
augur  well  for  his  future.  I  was  surprised  to  learn  that 
Mr.  Cowling  had  been  only  eight  months  in  Didcot — his 
first  start — for  he  seems  already  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
community.  He  was  apprenticed  at  Wallingford,  some  six 
miles  away,  and  had  never  been  away  from  there  until  he 
went  to  London  to  study  for  the  Minor.  During  his  few 
months'  residence  in  the  Metropolis  he  attended  the  classes 
of  an  advertising  expert,  and  the  experience  gained  there  so 
broadened  his  views  that  he  recommends  a  study  of  adver- 
tising as  one  of  the  essentials  of  the  successful  modern 
chemist.  Thus  the  bulletin-board  at  the  shop-door  (which  is 
changed  every  morning,  the  important  news  of  the  day 
being  stencilled  thereon),  the  telegrams  (by  arrangement 
with  a  London  press  agency)  which  told  the  election-results 
as  they  came  out,  the  advertising  in  parish  magazines,  and 
other  novel  devices  were  calculated  to  attract  the  neighbour- 
ing cash  to  the  pharmaceutical  till.  The  district  to  be 
covered  is  about  five  or  six  miles  in  extent,  with  small 
towns  of  from  500  to  600  inhabitants  and  no  chemist.  Mr. 
Cowling  covers  the  district  with  horse  and  van  at  least  once 
a  week.  A  month  ago  he  added  a  lending  library  to  his  busi- 
ness. He  has  about  200  books  in  circulation,  and  he  charges 
l^d.  per  week  per  book.  There  is  a  photographic  depart- 
ment, of  course,  with  a  dark-room,  and  the  actual  business  of 
a  photographer  is  to  be  added  as  well.  The  demand  for 
photographic  picture  postcards  and  stamp-photographs  at 
Christmas  opened  Mr.  Cowling's  eyes  to  the  necessity  for  a 
photographer  for  the  district.  In  the  stationery  side-line 
there  are  engravings  and  reproductions  of  paintings  sold, 
which  suggested  picture-framing,  and  this  also  is  part  of 
Mr.  Cowling's  business.  He  likewise  sells  gramophones, 
and  is  agent  for  a  line  of  typewriters.  He  has  a  specially 
constructed  cellar  outside  for  the  storage  of  petrol-spirit. 
Although  this  all  looks  as  if  Mr.  Cowling's  success  were  due 
to  making  pharmacy  the  side-line,  there  are  abundant  evi- 


dences that  it  is  not  so.  There  are  only  two  doctors  in  the 
neighbourhood,  but  the  number  of  prescriptions  he  dispenses 
is  surprising.  He  is  coaching  several  young  school-teachers 
in  chemistry  for  their  examinations.  He  has  also  an 
embryo  botanical  garden  at  one  end  of  his  house.  It  is 
planted  under  the  direction,  freely  given,  of  Mr.  E.  M. 
Holmes,  and  contains  every  plant  required  for  the  Minor 
examination  and  a  typical  specimen  of  each  natural 
order.  Another  part  of  the  garden,  bordering  on  the  main 
road,  is  planted  with  crocuses,  which  in  the  fulness  of  time 
will  blossom  out  into  the  design  "Didcot  Pharmacy"  in 
order  that  he  who  runs  may  read.  "  One  of  the  best  busi- 
ness-bringers  I  possess,  however,"  said  Mr.  Cowling,  "is 
this.  I  do  not  suppose  there  is  another  volume  like  it  to  be 
found  in  the  trade."  "This,"  displayed  with  much  pride, 
was  the  literary  matter  of  the  dtemists'  and  Druggists' 
Diaries  from  1893  to  1904,  bound  in  one  volume.  Truly  the 
Didcot  phai-macist  is  fully  equipped. 

Anti-ixsomxia. 
I  looked  in  at  17  Manchester  Avenue.  Aldersgate  Street, 
E.C.,  recently  to  see  how  the  "  Peace  Pillow"  was  selling. 
A  sufficient  answer  to  my  query  was  the  production  by  Mr. 
Wanklyn  of  bundles  of  orders,  letters,  telegrams,  and  in- 
quiries from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  pillow  is  exten- 
sively advertised  in  society  papers  (like  the  "Queen,"  the 
"  World,"  and  the  "Lady's  Pictorial"),  in  monthly  maga- 
zines (such  as  the  "  Windsor  "),  and  in  the  daily  newspapers 
that  go  directly  to  the  public.  So  a  demand  has  been 
created  which  the  Peace  Pillow  Co.  find  it  requires  hard 
work  to  supply.  The  orders  I  saw  from  some  of  the  best- 
known  pharmacists  in  the  country  vouch  for  its  popularity 
and  its  selling-properties.  For  most  of  the  chemists  who 
order  have  found  it  necessary  to  repeat  many  times — indeed 
in  some  instances  I  inspected  telegrams  from  five  or  six 
different  chemists,  all  ordering  "Peace  Pillows"  in 
urgency.  This  is  not  surprising,  for  the  Peace  Pillow  Co. 
are  sending  out  a  very  magnetic  window-attraction  in  the 
form  of  a  sealed  box,  as 


depicted  here.  Count 
Witte  could  not  sleep 
(and  little  wonder),  so 
he  sent  for  a  pillow, 
and  the  window-attrac- 
tion is  a  facsimile  of 
the  package  as  sent  to 
St.  Petersburg.  So 
great  has  been  the  de- 
mand for  this  novel 
show-box  that  several 
chemists  have  been  dis- 
appointed ;  but  now  the 
company  have  a  large 
supply  in  stock,  and  a 
postcard   request  will 

receive  prompt  attention.  The  pillows  sell  at  6s.,  10s.  6^., 
and  21s.  each,  according  to  size,  and  the  cost  to  the  chemist— 
4.s.,  7s.,  and  15s.  respectively — leaves  a  good  profit,  parti- 
cularly when  it  is  remembered  that  no  cutting  is  allowed. 
An  attractive  showcard  is  sent  with  the  first  order,  and  a 
"  dummy  "  pillow  may  also  be  had  (in  pink,  white,  or  blue) 
for  display-purposes.  A  strong  point  is  made  of  the  fact 
that  testimony  has  been  given  by  various  ladies  that  the 
pillow  has  a  soporific  effect  on  wakeful  infants.  As  some 
patients  object  to  the  pine  odour,  pillows  are  now  impreg- 
nated with  a  lavender  odour — a  change  which  appears  to 
find  much  favour  with  some  customers. 

Asepsis. 

A  short  visit  to  Aseptic  Works,  Bignold  Road,  Forest 
Gate,  E.,  made  me  acquainted  with  a  few  novelties  in  the 
rubber  goods  manufactured  by  Martin  D.  Armstrong.  The 
' '  Forget-me-Not "  baby-soothers  are  displayed  on  a  new 
pattern  (registered)  showcard  which  is  attractive  and  helps 
the  sale.  The  soothers  have  the  teats  secured  against 
coming  off  by  being  fixed  so  that  the  vegetable-ivory  cap 
to  which  the  string  is  affixed  screws  directly  on  to  the  bone 
shield.  The  soothers  are  made  more  attractive  by  having 
the  ivory  caps  and  shields  in  four  different  colours.  Arm- 
strong's "  Aseptic  "  feeding-bottle  is  a  bottle  of  the  approved 
boat-shaped  design  fitted  with  Armstrong's  patent  ribbed 
teat,  and  (at  the  other  end)  a  rubber  cork  in  which  a  patent

valve  is  fitted  which  promotes  easy  draught.  The  "Aseptic" 
teat  is  of  a  new  shape,  and  is  ribbed  internally,  being  so  con- 
structed that  by  merely  rubbing  the  teat  a  few  times  between 
the  thumb  and  forefinger  in  warm  water  it  becomes  perfectly 
clean.  The  valve  is  so  ingeniously  placed  that  there  is 
an  easy  flow  and  no  leakage.  The  "  Gripphast "  teat  (also 
patented)  is  intended  to  obviate  the  loss  of  gripping-power 
which  constant  use  produces  in  the  ordinary  wide-mouth 
teat.  In  the  "Gripphast"  a  spring  ring  is  inserted  inside 
the  roll  or  thickened  edge,  which  causes  it  to  grip  tightly, 
and  it  is  so  resilient  that  it  resumes  its  normal  size  as  soon 
as  it  is  taken  off  the  bottle.  This  teat  is  made  in  all  shapes 
and  sizes,  and  may  be  had  punched  with  holes  or  leech-bites 
to  suit  thick  or  thin  foods.  The  "  Comfort  "  feeding-bottle 
is  fitted  with  Ingram's  patent  "  Agrippa  "  band  teat.  This 
teat,  instead  of  having  a  rolled  end  to  fix  over  the  bottle- 
neck, has  the  "roll"  lengthened  out  into  a  band  which 
clasps  the  neck  higher  up  and  increases  the  gripping-power. 
The  "  Aseptic  "  seamless  enema  and  syringe — another  of  the 
Armstrong  patents — has  both  suction  and  delivery  valves 
placed  at  the  extremities  of  the  enema.  This  is  an  obvious 
advantage  for  cleansing  and  repairing  purposes,  especially 
in  the  case  of  the  delivery-valve,  which  is  usually  placed  a 
few  inches  up  the  tube.  The  bone  rectum  pipe  is  screwed 
on  directly  to  the  delivery-valve  when  the  instrument  is  to 
be  used.  The  valves,  being  easy  of  access,  are  readily 
cleaned  and  repaired.  Moreover,  the  delivery-valve  not 
being  inserted  in  the  tubing,  the  latter  has  less  tendency  to 
crack.

These  are  made  with  the  gelatin  basis  by  Palethorpe's- 
patent  machinery,  which  gives  the  complete  filling  cha- 
racteristic of  the  French  embossed  perles,  with  the  more- 
elegant  finish  of  the  mould-dip  capsule.

The  5-ss.  capsule  is  about  the  size  of  a» 
three-grain  pill.  The  Blenosan  capsule  is  a  combination  of 
extract  of  kava-kava  with  santal  oil,  which  is  prescribed  for 
venereal  troubles.  The  firm  print  catalogues  in  English  or 
Spanish,  and  they  invite  correspondence  with  export  houses. 

P.,  D.  &  Co.  Preparations. — The  introduction  of  adrena- 
lin as  an  aid  to  the  surgeon  is  one  of  the  romances  of 
modern  medical  history  equal  in  importance  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  cocaine.  It  is  curious  to  note  that  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  Ill  Queen  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C., 
have  brought  their  two  agents  together  in  two  preparations. 
Codrenine  is  a  solution  containing  in  therapeutic  proportions 
cocaine  hydrochloride  (to  induce  local  anaesthesia  in  dental 
and  minor  surgical  operations)  and  adrenalin  hydrochloride 
as  the  agent  for  securing  a  bloodless  operation.  A  similar  com- 
bination in  so-called  tablet  form  is  made  for  dentists.  We 
use  the  word  "so-called"  advisedly,  as  the  "tablets"  are 
cylinders  so  tiny  that  they  may  be  inserted  in  the  hollow 
of  a  tooth  before  excision  of  sensitive  pulp.  The  cylin- 
drical form  is  a  good  innovation.  Two  other  new  tablets 
made  by  the  firm  are  before  us  :  one  is  their  mentholated 
throat-tablet  without  cocaine  (a  distinct  advantage  and  a 
pleasant  lozenge),  and  the  other  a  Hutchison's  pill  made 
with  physiologically  standardised  extracts.  This  tablet  is 
chocolate-coated  and  remarkably  compact.

Muzzling  Cocaine. — The  text  is  published  of  a  new 
Government  Act  which  has  been  passed  to  restrict  the 
cocaine  evil  in  Benares,  Lucknow,  and  other  large  towns  in 
the  United  Provinces. 

A  New  Pharmacy  has  been  opened  in  the  European 
quarter  of  Singapore,  under  the  name  of  "  The  International 
Dispensary."  It  is  said  to  be  owned  by  a  Dutch  pharmacist 
and  a  Dutch  medical  man. 

At  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Singapore  Art  Club, 
held  in  the  new  Victoria  Memorial  Hall  on  February  2,  the 
first  prize  for  photographs  was  won  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Chris- 
topher, chemist  (Maynard  &  Co.),  with  a  beautiful  bromide 
enlargement. 

Veterinary  Development. — The  Bombay  Government 
has  decided  to  spend  a  considerable  sum  in  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  Veterinary  College  at  Parel.  Makers 
and  manufacturers  of  veterinary  surgical  instruments  and 
supplies  may  be  interested. 

— An  advertisement  appeared 
recently  in  the  leading  provincial  Indian  paper  asking  for 
a  good  and  reliable  European  chemist,  "who  must  not  be 
addicted  to  liquor  and  tinctures  "— the  first  time,  surely, 
such  a  desideratum  has  appeared  in  print. 
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iRcccnt  ipbotograpbic  patents. 

THE  following  abstracts  are  prepared  from  the  specifica- 
tions of  recently  published  patents  in  the  class 
"  Photography,"  and  will  be  appreciated  by  photographic 
chemists  who  desire  advance  information  on-  novelties. 
We  may  add  that  considerable  activity  is  still  being  dis- 
played by  inventors  in  finding  an  easy  way  of  developing 
roll-films  and  of  conducting  that  operation  without  resort 
to  a  dark-room.  The  subject  of  colour-photography  is  still 
one  upon  which  the  inventive  faculties  are  being  exerted, 
with,  as  far  as  can  be  judged,  but  little  success.  The 
superimposition  of  three  coloured  layers  of  a  picture,  and 
the  means  of  taking  the  three  negatives  with  the  minimum 
of  trouble,  are  involving  much  mechanical  and  chemical 
ingenuity,  but,  as  far  as  we  can  judge,  the  production  of 
photographs  in  natural  colours  at  one  operation,  and  with 
the  same  ease  that  monochrome  pictures  are  obtained,  is 
not  at  present  within  the  realisable  projects  of  the  photo- 
graphic manipulator. 

Developing-spools. — F.  W.  Barnes,  925  St.  Paul  Street, 
Rochester,  N.Y.,  has  devised  an  arrangement  for  develop- 
ing rolled-up  spools  of  film.  The  exposed  spools  are  wound 
on  to  a  special  corrugated  support  so  that  fluids  can  per- 
meate from  end  to  end,  and  the  spools  are  capped  with  per-

forated  flanges  covered  with  light-tight  caps.  The  figure 
shows  the  exposed  film  being  wound  on  to  the  developing- 
spool  along  with  the  corrugated  support.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  form  of  the  support  renders  agitation  of  the  spool  un- 
necessary, as  air-bubbles  escape.    (16218,  1905.) 

— Pierre  Mercier,  95  rue  Lemercier, 
Paris,  finds  that  the  addition  to  the  developing-bath  for 
P.O. P.  of  an  alum  or  alum  salt  gives  an  advantageous 
modification  of  the  shade  of  the  print.  For  instance,  with

Developer.— The  Actien-Gesellschaft  fur  Anilin-Fabri- 
kation,  Berlin  find  that  by  adding  a  salt  of  chromium 
oxide  e.g.,  chromic  chloride,  chromium  nitrate,  or  chrome 
fkTr  °ne  °f  the  class  of  developers  that  only  require 
the  addition  of  sodium  sulphite,  a  developing-bath  can  be 
made  and  used  at  a  temperature  of  30°  to  35°  C.  without 
injury  to  the  gelatin  of  the  negative.

Developer. — Drs.  Liittke  and  Arndt,  8  Zollstrasse, 
Wandsbek,  prepare  condensation-products  of  para-amido- 
phenol  with  the  sulphite  combinations  of  such  products 
obtained  by  the  action  of  aldehydes  of  the  aliphatic  and 
aromatic  series,  and  state  that  these  products  are  far 
superior  in  their  developing-power  to  other  well-known 
derivatives  of  para-amidophenol.  The  method  of  preparing 
the  substance  is  to  dissolve  144.5  grams  of  para-amidophenol 
hydrochloride  and  120  grams  of  bisulphite  of  potassium  in 
440  c.c.  of  water,  and,  after  cooling,  to  add  100  grams  of  a 
40-per-cent.  solution  of  formaldehyde;  the  sulphite  com- 
bination-product can  then  be  crystallised  from  the  solution. 
As  a  developer  it  is  used  by  dissolving  5  grams  of  the  above 
product  with  25  grains  of  carbonate  of  potassium  and 
25  grains  of  sulphite  of  sodium  in  100  grams  of  water. 
(23729,  1904.) 

Self-developing  Plates. — W.  F.  C.  Kelly  and  J.  A. 
Bentham,  Fulham,  S.W.,  have  invented  an  improved  de- 
veloper, which  is  spread  on  the  back  of  the  plate  or  film 
and  allowed  to  dry.  It  is  then,  after  exposure,  only  neces- 
sary to  place  the  plate  or  film  in  water  to  form  a  developer 
for  the  plate.    The  developer  is  made  as  follows

Developing  Plates. — E.  R. 
Petrie,  76  Second  Place,  Brook- 
lyn, N.Y.,  has  obtained  a  patent 
for  an  appliance  for  develop- 
ing and  fixing  photographic 
plates  without  having  to  use  a  dark- 
room. The  illustration  makes  the 
form  of  the  apparatus  clear.  A  is 
the  developing-chamber,  with  spring 
top,  the  base  being  rounded  for  rock- 
ing purposes,  c  is  a  plate-holder, 
differing  from  an  ordinary  plate- 
holder  in  that  the  lower  end  is  re- 
movable, and  there  are  means  pro- 
vided for  letting  the  plate  fall  into 
the  developer.  c  is  a  coloured 
window  for  viewing  the  progress  of 
development.  The  developer  is 
poured  in  and  out  by  the  opening  d. 
(9806,  1905.) 

Colour-photography  Process. — A.  Lumiere  et  ses  fils, 
21  and  25  Rue  St.-Victor,  Lyons-Monplaisir,  have  obtained 
protection  for  a  system  of  treating  sensitive  plates  so  that 
coloured  pictures  are  prepared  by  simple  manipulation. 
Starch  or  similar  grains  are  coloured  by  transparent  colours, 
red,  yellow,  and  blue,  the  colours  being  used  in  such  pro- 
portion that  no  appreciable  colour  is  shown  when  applied' 
to  glass.  A  glass  plate  is  coated  with  "pitchy"  matter, 
and  on  this  the  coloured  grains  are  brushed.  Another  coat 
of  pitchy  matter  is  then  given,  and  the  coloured  grains 
again  applied,  followed  by  a  varnish.  On  this  the  sensitive- 
coating  is  spread.  The  plate  is  exposed  through  the  back, 
and  when  developed  shows  a  picture  in  the  colours  com- 
plementary to  those  it  received.    (22988,  1904.) 

Film-developing. — J.  W. 
Meek,  32  Albert  Road,  Stroud 
Green,  N.,  has  obtained  pro- 
tection for  a  method  of  develop- 
ing films  in  a  confined  space. 
The  film  is  slipped  between  the 
spaces  of  a  helix  of  metal ;  it 
does  not  require  winding.  The 
coil  of  metal  serves  also  to 
allow  the  developer  free  access 
to  the  film.  (21335,1904.) 

Dark-room  Clock.— B.  W.  Warwick,  134  Highbury 
Hill.  N.,  so  modifies  an  alarum  clock  that  it  can  be' set  in 
the  dark  by  the  sense  of  touch  to  give  an  alarm  after  a  pre- 
meditated interval  of  time,  such  as  is  needed  in  factor  de- 
velopment.   A  similar  arrangement,  operated  by  closing  an 
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electric  current,  is  adopted  for  releasing  the  exposure  shutter 
of  photographic  cameras.    (22221,  1904.) 

Sensitising  Emulsion. — J.  Gaedicke,  13  Beudlerstrasse, 
Berlin,  has  devised  the  following  new  process  of  sensitising 
a  silver  emulsion.  After  preparing  an  emulsion,  it  is  not 
"  cooked  "  to  mature,  but  allowed  to  congeal.  It  is  then  well 
washed,  and  sufficient  gelatin  added  to  establish  the  ratio  of 
twenty  times  as  much  gelatin  as  silver  haloid.  The  emul- 
sion is  then  heated  to  40°  C,  and  to  each  litre  is  added 
155  c.c.  of  ammonia  and  digested  for  from  one  to  four  hours. 
The  ammonia  is  then  neutralised  with  an  equivalent  quantity 
of  acid  and  spread  on  glass  plates.  The  emulsion  can  be 
several  times  re-melted  without  deterioration.  (18183,  1904.) 

Copying-paper. — P.  Von  Garainow-Trauttenberg  and 
M.  L.  Fabian,  Briinn,  prepare  a  photographic  paper  for 
-direct-copying  purposes  without  a  base  or  emulsion  layer  as 
follows  :  Ordinary  paper  dyed  in  an  alcoholic  dye  solution  is 
■dried  and  put  into  a  solution  of  1  of  silver  nitrate  and  12  to 
20  of  water.  It  is  then  dried,  and  its  sensibility  reduced  by 
immersing  in  a  bath  of  5  to  50  grams  of  citric  acid.  25  grams 
of  oxalic  acid,  and  1,000  grams  of  water.  For  contact-paper 
a  bath  without  citric  acid  is  employed.    (18890,  1904.) 

Multiple  Film. — J.  H.  Smith,  417  Seestrasse,  Zurich, 
prepares  a  photographic  plate  for  making  the  three-colour 
negatives  at  the  same  time.  A  sensitive  layer  is  spread,  on 
this  a  film  of  collodion  is  placed,  then  another  sensitive  layer, 
and  so  on  till  three  different  films  are  obtained.  The  col- 
lodion is  to  enable  the  three  films  to  be  separated  after  ex- 
posure.   (19940,  1904.) 

Plate-holder. — W.  L.  Parkinson,  62  Dale  Street,  Liver- 
pool, has  arranged  the  plate-holder  shown  in  the  picture. 
It  is  made  of.  metal  or  vulcanite,  and  holds  the  plate  in 
grooves.    The  handle  is  bent  into  a  hooked  shape,  so  that  it 
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is  well  above  the  level  of  the  developing-dish.  The  handle 
serves  for  hooking  the  plate-holder  on  the  edge  of  the  table 
so  that  a  plate  can  be  drained  and  dried  without  taking  it- 
out  of  the  holder.  (15739,1904.) 

Film  -  developing 
Machine.  —  J.  M. 
Brainerd,  Rome,  co. 
Oneida,  N.Y.,  has  in- 
vented a  developing- 
machine.  the  form  of 
which  is  shown  in 
C  the  engraving.  The 
machine  is  light-tight, 
the  developer  being  sup- 
plied to  the  interior  at 
A.  Under  the  hood  B 
is  the  spool-holder, 
upon  which  the  ex- 
posed film  is  placed, 
and  from  this  it  is 
wound  by  the  handle 
C  on  to  a  series  of 
drums.    (14069,  1904.) 

New  Developer. — A.  Lumiere  et  ses  fils,  21  and  25  rue 
St. -Victor,  Lyons-Monplaisir,  France,  have  discovered  that 
a  definite  substance  can  be  formed  with  methyl-amido-para- 
oxy-benzene  and  quinol  which  is  endowed  with  developing- 
properties  differing  from  those  of  the  two  substances 


separately.  The  new  product  is  made  by  mixing  a  saturated 
aqueous  solution  of  methyl-amido-para-oxy-benzene  and 
quinol  or  quinol  dissolved  in  a  solution  of  an  alkaline  sul- 
phite. The  developer  is  made  by  mixing  7.5  grams  of  the 
new  product  and  60  grams  of  anhydrous  sodium  sulphite 
with  1.000  grams  of  water.  A  dry  developer  is  produced 
from  a  mixture  of  the  new  combination  (12.5  parts)  with 
anhydrous  sodium  sulphite  (1C0  parts).    (7163,  1903.) 

Colour-photographs. — Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining, 
Hoechst  a /Main,  have  invented  a  three-colour  process  in- 
volving the  use  of  leuco-bodies  of  various  organic  dye-stuffs 
as  sensitising-agents.  When  these  bodies  are  exposed  to 
light  they  rapidly  assume  the  colour  of  the  corresponding 
dye-stuffs,  if  they  are  mixed  with  a  substance  containing  one 
or  more  nitrogen-oxygen  groups  that  can  be  eliminated. 
Leucoaniline  yields  a  red  image ;  hexamethylparaleuco- 
aniline.  a  blue-violet  image;  leuco  bases  of  malachite  green, 
green  to  blue;  and  the  leuco  bodies  of  flavaniline,  uranine 
and  the  like,  yellow.  For  example,  0.4  gram  of  leuco- 
aniline is  dissolved  in  20  grams  of  alcohol,  20  grams  of 
ether,  and  about  50  grams  of  collodion  (4-per-cent. ).  This 
is  spread  on  baryta-paper,  and  dried  in  the  dark.  Under  a 
negative  a  red  positive  is  obtained  in  a  few  minutes. 
(4994,  1904.) 

Detachable  Pigment-films. — The  Actien  Gesellschaft 
fur  Anilin-Fabrikation,  Berlin,  produce  a  detachable  pig- 
ment-film for  copying,  by  coating  a  plate  first  with  collodion, 
then  with  gelatin  coloured  with  dyes,  and  treating  with 
potassium  bichromate.  The  film  is  exposed  through  the  back 
and  developed  with  warm  water.  Gelatin  paper  is  then 
pressed  upon  the  film,  allowed  to  dry,  when  the  film  can  be 
detached  from  the  support.    (925.  1904.) 

Photographic-paper  Basis. — I.  Hoffsummer,  Duren, 
uses  zapon  (celluloid  dissolved  in  amyl  acetate  or  acetone) 
for  coating  paper  in  place  of  collodion.    (25390,  1903.) 

Developing-dish. — Dr.  Paul  Huna?ns,  of  Leinaustrasse, 
Linden,  near  Hanover,  makes  a  dish  so  arranged  that  de- 
veloping, washing,  and  fixing  a  plate  are  facilitated.  The 
plate  is  put  into  the  dish  under  a  changing-bag  and  a  non-

actinic  cover  put  on  the  dish.  The  dish  is  connected  with  a 
reservoir  of  developer  by  an  indiarubber  tube,  and  the  de- 
veloper flows  into  the  dish  by  gravity  or  by  pressure  in  a 
bulb.    (17728,  1903.) 

Agar-agar  Solution. — M.  Maetschke.  49  Grossbeeren 
Strasse,  Berlin,  prepares  a  limpid  agar-agar  solution  foi 
photographic  purposes  in  this  way  :  Sixty  grams  of  agar-  '• 
agar  is  macerated  for  from  ten  to  twelve  hours  in  cold  water 
the  surplus  water  pressed  out.  and  as  much  fresh  wate: 
added  as  will  make  1.000  grams.  Then  0.4  to  0.5  gram  o 
citric  acid  is  added,  the  mixture  boiled  for  thirty  minute 
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in  an  autoclave  or  digester,  and  filtered.  A  perfectly  limpid 
solution  results  which  congeals  at  35°  to  40°  Celsius. 
(11625,  1903.) 

Roll-film  Development.— Dr.  W.  Scheffer,  54  Motz- 
strasse,  Berlin,  has  invented  an  arrangement  for  use  with 

Coxin  developer  so 
that  the  plate  or  film 
can  be  placed  under 
the  surface  of  the 
developer  without 
having  been  exposed 
to  light.  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  illus- 
tration that  a  light- 
tight  channel  is  ar- 
ranged down  which 
the  film  or  plate 
slides  into  the  de- 
deloper,  the  exit  of 
the  channel  being 
beneath  the  de- 
veloper:   (14650,  1903.) 

Photographs  on  Fabrics. — O.  Fulton  and  W.  M.  Gillard, 
Twickenham,  have  obtained  a  patent  for  improvements  in 
and  relating  to  the  production  of  photographs  on  linen  and 
other  fabrics  or  substances  so  that  the  effect  of  density  will 
be  produced  by  light,  transmitted  through,  and  the  effect  of 
brilliancy  will  be  obtained  by  light  reflected  from  the 
picture.  The  fabric  may  be  stiffened  first  with  celluloid 
varnish  (celluloid  1,  alcohol  3,  amyl  acetate  5).  Both  sur- 
faces of  the  cloth  are  coated  with  a  gelatin  emulsion,  or  one 
surface  only,  and  the  body  of  the  cloth  by  soaking  with  a 
sensitising  material.  The  "  duplex  "  photograph  is  made  by 
varying  the  exposure  of  the  two  sides  under  the  negative. 
The  emulsion  used  may  be  prepared  as  follows  : 

Gelatin    175  grains 

Ammonium  chloride   18  grains 

Rochelle  salt    50  grains 

Silver  nitrate  (crystal)        ...     75  grains 

Alcohol   2  fl.  dr. 

Water      ...      ...      ...      ...      5  oz. 

Put  the  water,  gelatin,  ammonium  chloride,  and  Rochelle 
salt  into  a  bottle,  and  when  the  gelatin  is  swelled,  heat  to 
about  100°  F.,  so  as  to  dissolve  the  gelatin.  When  the  gelatin 
and  the  salts  are  completely  dissolved,  the  crystals  of  silver 
nitrate  are  to  be  added,  and  the  bottle  is  to 'be  shaken  for 
several  minutes.  Now  maintain  the  emulsion  at  a  tempera- 
ture of  100°  F.  for  ten  minutes,  pour  out,  and  allow  the  emul- 
sion to  set.  Cut  it  to  pieces  and  soak  or  wash  in  several 
changes  of  water.  Now  drain  off  the  water,  melt  the  gelatin- 
ous mass  or  set  emulsion  and  add  the  alcohol,  after  which 
coat  the  cloth  with  the  emulsion. 

"When  the  coating  is  dry,  a  second  coating  of  the  same  emul- 
sion may  be  affixed  to  the  back  of  the  cloth,  or  the  back  of 
the  cloth  may  be  sensitised  by  brushing  or  sponging  with 
the  following  :

When  the  cloth  is  again  dry,  the  same  side  of  the  cloth  (that

The  cloth 
feing  once  more  dried  is  ready  for  exposure.  This  cloth  will 
generally  be  printed  out  in  the  printing-frame  to  the  full

Instruction  in  Photography.  By  Sir  W.  De  W.  Abney. 
7ix4J.  Pp.676.  7s.6d.net.  lliffe  k  Sons,  20  Tudor 
Street,  E.C. 

This  is  the  eleventh  edition  of  Sir  William  Abney's  well- 
known  book,  which  is  admitted  to  be  a  photographic  classic. 
The  present  issue  is  altered  and  brought  up  to  date,  the 
section  entitled  "  Tri-chromatic  Photography  for  Producing 
Coloured  Pictures  "  being  one  that  is  now  more  fully  treated. 
We  note  a  curious  statement  in  the  weights  and  measures 
chapter.  It  is  stated  that  the  old  apothecaries'  weight  was 
superseded  in  1864.  and  that  "  the  new  apothecaries'  weight 
is  the  same  as  avoirdupois."  A  similar  erroneous  statement 
occurs  in  other  photographic  publications.  There  is  a. 
chapter  on  photo-lithography  and  zincography  at  the  end 
of  the  book,  which  we  commend  to  those  chemists  who  have 
asked  us  about  these  processes.  From  a  careful  examination 
of  the  various  chapters  of  the  book  we  can  confidently  say 
that  the  work  maintains  its  character  for  trustworthy 
information. 

The  Modern  Way  in  Picture-making .    Published  as  an  aid 
to  the  amateur  photographer.    9jx6.    Pp.  190.  4s. 
Kodak,  Ltd.,  Clerkenwell  Road,  E.C. 
A  collection  of  articles  on  photographic  manipulation 
addressed  to  amateurs,  and  particularly  those  who  use 
Kodak  cameras  and  appliances.    The  book  is  an  American 
one,  and  the  16-oz.  pint  is  used.    We  like  the  three  articles 
towards    the    end    on    "  Winter    Photography."    by  R. 
Eickemeyer  ;  "  Nature  with  a  Kodak,"  by  A.  R.  Dugmore  ; 
and  "Carbon  Printing,"  by  J.  A.  Sinclair.    The  book  is 
printed  on  art  paper,  and  there  are  many  good  illustrations  ; 
but  the  "make-up"  and  choice  of  type  would  make  an 
English  printer  blush. 

The  Studio,  and  What  to  Do  in  it.    By  H.  P.  Robinson 
Third  edition.    7|  x4|.    Pp.166.    2s.  6d.  net.    Iliffe  & 
Sons,  20  Tudor  Street,  E.C. 
The  late  Mr.  H.  P.  Robinson  was  probably  the  best- 
known  authority  on  studio-building,  and  this  book,  em- 
bodying his  practice,  has  been  revised  and  brought  up  to 
date  by  his  son,  Mr.  R.  W.  Robinson.    The  chapters  deal 
with  the  various  forms  of  studio,  backgrounds,  accessories, 
lighting  the  sitter,  posing  and  management  of  the  sitter 
(ten  chapters  dealing  with  various  parts  of  the  subject), 
smiles  and  smiling,  likeness,  retouching,  hints  to  sitters, 
the  itinerant  painter,  and  the  education  of  a  photographer. 
It  is  the  best  book  on  the  subject  with  which  we  are 
acquainted. 

Photographic    Enamels.      From    the    French    of  Rene 
d'Heliecotjrt.    7x4|.    Pp.96.   2s.6rf.net.    Iliffe  & 
Sons,  20  Tudor  Street,  E.C. 
This  is  a  translation  of  that  part  of  "La  Photographie 
Vitnfiee  "  which  refers  to  photographic  enamels.    It  deals 
with  the  powder  process,  with  a  chromate  salt  on  porcelain, 
and  with  salts  of  iron,  photo-ceramic  paper,  the  substitu- 
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tion  process,  firing,  and  retouching.  The  sequence  of  the 
processes  is  easily  followed,  and  a  variety  of  formulae  are 
given  for  the  solutions  employed.  In  the  chapter  on 
"  Firing  "  there  are  figures  of  four  or  five  furnaces  suitable 
for  fusing  the  image.  Burnt-in  photographs  in  enamel  are 
not  very  popular  in  this  country,  although  there  is  no  reason 
why  amateurs  of  leisure  should  not  successfully  work  the 
process.

Gum-bichromate  Work. 
The  difficulty  of  keeping  mucilage  for  gum-bichromate 
work,  or  insuring  that  it  has  not  deteriorated,  has  led  a 
Belgian  investigator  to  suggest  the  use  of  a  saturated  solu- 
tion of  boric  acid  in  place  of  water  for  dissolving  the  gum 
.acacia. 

The  Photographic  Convention 
is  to  be  held  at  Southampton  this  year  in  the  week  beginning 
July  9.  A  special  feature  is  to  be  made  of  colour-photo- 
graphy, and  Messieurs  A.  and  L.  Lumiere  are  coming  over 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings.  The  subscription  to  the 
Convention,  which  corresponds  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  is  5j. 

The  Royal  Photographic  Society. 
General  Waterhouse  was  re-elected  President  of  this 
Society  at  the  annual  meeting  in  February.  The  progress 
■medal  has  this  year  been  awarded  to  Dr.  J.  C.  Janssen  for 
work  in  connection  with  astronomical  photography.  The 
research-laboratory  idea  has  been  abandoned — money  did 
not  come  in  at  a  rate  that  showed  enthusiasm,  and  the 
•Council  are  finding  also  that  the  Russell  Square  premises  are 
unsuitable  for  delicate  research-work.  The  first  reason  is 
probably  the  more  conclusive  one.  Pharmacists  know  what 
a  little  result  is  got  from  such  schemes,  and  what  a  lot  of 
•money  has  to  be  sunk  for  problematical  benefits. 

Keeping  the  Developer. 
The  question  of  storing  developing-solutions  so  that  they 
will  keep  free  from  oxidation  is  one  that  often  crops  up. 
The  photographic  chemist  gets  over  the  difficulty  by  bottling 
the  solution  in  full  bottles  and  keeping  out  the  air  with  a 
stopper  that  does  not  convey  organic  impurity  to  the  solu- 
tion. When  storing  large  quantities  of  pyro  solution  a  layer 
of  heavy  petroleum  on  the  surface  effectually  shuts  off  all 
chance  of  oxidation.  The  solution  in  this  case  needs  to  be 
stored  in  a  bottle  with  a  glass  syphon  such  as  Southalls 
supply  for  storing  lime-water,  but  a  handy  chemist  will  have 
no  difficulty  in  fitting  up  a  suitable  arrangement  with  a 
glass  tube,  indiarubber  tube,  and  burette-clip. 

Soap  in  the  Developer. 

Hofbauer  recommends  the  addition  of  a  little  solution  of 
soap  to  pyro-ammonia  or  pyro-soda  developer  to  prevent, 
the  formation  of  black  spots  on  the  plates.  These  "black 
spots  "  Hofbauer  calls  granular  fog,  and  he  ascribes  them 
to  the  combination  of  oxidised  pyrogallol  with  the  silver- 
bromide  grains  which  are  set  free  from  the  gelatin  through 
the  large  proportion  of  ammonia  or  soda.  The  particular 
action  of  the  soap  is  said  to  be  to  hold  this  compound  in 
suspension,  or  to  destroy  the  stickiness  of  the  gelatin.  A 
2-per-cent.  solution  of  the  soap  is  required,  and  2  or 
3  per  cent,  added  to  the  developer.  It  is  curious  to  note 
the  number  of  things  that  have  been  proposed  for  adding 
to  the  developer,  but  perhaps  the  most  that  can  be  said  for 
soap  is  that  it  is  not  so  harmful  as  some  other  proposed 
additions. 

Phosphorescence  in  Photographic  Plates. 
Mr.  T.  A.  Vaughton,  Sutton  Coldfield,  gives  in  "  Nature  " 
some  interesting  particulars  of  the  phenomena  of  phos- 
phorescence which  are  sometimes  shown  in  developing.  If 
a  bromide  plate  is  exposed  in  the  camera,  developed  (with 
pyro-metol-soda),  washed  for  a  few  moments  only,  and  then 
placed  in  aluminium-sulphate  solution  in  the  dark,  the 
picture  becomes  luminous  and  shows  forth  as  a  negative,  the 
high  lights  being  dark,  while  the  shadows  are  bright,  the 
darkest  ones  phosphorescing  most  strongly.    If,  however, 


the  plate  (after  having  been  exposed  and  developed)  is 
washed  thoroughly  for  half  an  hour  by  means  of  a  jet  of 
water  under  pressure,  no  phosphorescence  is  observed  on 
treating  it  with  AL3SO,  solution  ;  from  which  it  appears  that 
a  trace  of  the  developing-solution  is  necessary  to  cause  phos- 
phorescence in  the  plate.  If  a  few  spots  of  unused  develop- 
ing-solution are  placed  in  the  bottom  of  a  porcelain  dish  and 
Al,3SO,  solution  is  added  (in  the  dark),  the  mixture  will 
phosphoresce.  But  if  the  developer  has  been  used  for 
developing  exposed  plates,  then  its  power  of  phosphorescence 
is  weakened,  and  if  the  same  portion  of  solution  is  used  re- 
peatedly for  developing,  and  tested  periodically  for  phos- 
phorescence between  the  developments,  it  will  be  found  that 
its  phosphorescing  power  is  diminished  after  each  develop- 
ment, and  that  it  finally  vanishes  altogether.  This  explains 
the  production  of  the  phosphorescing  negative.  The  most 
strongly  lighted  part  of  the  film  is  that  which  will  destroy 
the  phosphorescing  power  of  the  developer  it  has  absorbed, 
and  the  unlighted  portion  or  shadow  is  that  in  which  the 
absorbed  developer  will  be  least  changed,  and  therefore  most 
strongly  phosphorescent.  Various  substances  modify  the 
phosphorescing  power  of  the  aluminium  salt — salts  of 
thorium,  uranium,  copper,  lead,  bismuth,  iron,  tin,  cobalt, 
nickel,  chromium,  zinc,  cadmium,  mercury,  platinum,  and 
silver  being  strong  counter-agents.  Gold  increases  the 
brilliancy  of  the  phosphorescence.

THE  amateur  photographer's  thoughts  have  suddenly 
turned  to  his  favourite  hobby  owing  to  the  bright  spring 
weather  which  we  have  experienced  during  the  last  week.

There 
are,  of  course,  many  who  are  taking  up  the  art  for  the  first 
time,  these  beginners  being  an  acquisition  to  a  chemist's 
business  by  no  means  to  be  despised.  In  these  cases  the 
practical  man  behind  the  counter  stands  the  best  chance  of 
making  a  life-long  customer  of  the  budding  amateur. 

The  wholesale  houses  are  not  unprepared  for  the  sudden 
rush  of  business,  and  orders  are  flowing  in  in  a  manner  that 
is  gratifying  to  those  manufacturers  who  have  spent  months 
in  perfecting  new  cameras  or  devices  used  in  photography. 
One  of  our  staff  spent  a  few  hours  this  week  in  the  wholesale 
photographic  world,  and  brought  away  with  him  several 
items  of  interest  to  dealers. 

At  Butcher's. 
Camera  House,  Farringdon  Avenue,  E.C.,  the  home  of 
Messrs.  W.  Butcher  &  Sons,  is  busy  with  new  styles  in 
photographic  goods.  The 
things  that  catch  the  eye 
■ — as  they  are  intended  to 
— are  the  new  coloured 
showcards  for  advertis- 
ing the  various  cameras. 
A  C .  <£•  D.  man  who  sees 
such  a  profusion  of  high- 
class  advertising-matter 
may  be  excused  if  he  gets 
a  bit  blasS  in  that  respect, 
but  honesty  compels  him 
to  acknowledge  that  these 
showcards  are  startling  in 
the  fresh  ideas  they  em- 
body. The  price-protec- 
tection  resolve  of  this 
firm  was  referred  to  some 
weeks  ago,  and  there 
seems  no  doubt  that  it  is 
intended  to  enforce  the 
agreement    not    to  cut 

prices.  Of  several  improved  cameras  we  have  picked  out 
the  No.  00  Midg  as  being  an  entirely  new  design  for  the 
coming  season.    The  illustration  conveys  the  main  idea  of 
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the  instrument,  the  points  being  (1)  the  fitting  of  a  Beck 
R.R.  lens  to  a  camera  selling  as  cheaply  as  25.s.  ;  (2)  number- 
ing of  sheaths  so  that  users  can  readily  compare  their 
negatives  with  exposure  notes  ;  (3)  internal  auxiliary  door  at 
back,  brilliant  view-finders,  and  a  trustworthy  shutter.  The 
camera  is  fitted  with  magnifiers  and  simple  time-exposure 
device.  The  "King  of  Guinea"  camera,  selling  at  21s.,  is 
exactly  the  same  as  the  one  just  described,  except  that  an 
ordinary  R.R.  lens  is  used  in  place  of  the  Beck  lens. 
Photographic  Labels. 
Messrs.  James  Townsend  &  Sons  (Exeter),  2  and  3  Stone- 
cutter Street,  E.C.,  have  for  several  years  specialised  in 
Jabels  and  cartons  for  photographic  chemists.  This  season 
the  firm  have  brought  out  some  folding  circulars  and  show- 
cards  in  which  prominence  is  given  to  the  developing  and 
printing  departments  of  the  photographic  chemist's  business. 
Those  chemists  who  still  pack  hypo,  will  note  that  nice 
cartons  for  this  indispensable  chemical  are  offered  at  20s.  a 
thousand,  with  the  chemist's  name  and  address  printed  on 
in  addition  to  the  usual  inscription.

Houghtons,  Ltd.

baths,  mountants,  etc.,  which  in  this  section  alone  make  the 
book  a  mine  of  information  and  invaluable  for  reference  by 
the  photographic  chemist.  One  purpose  of  adding  the  above 
chapter  to  the  book  was  to  present  in  a  convenient  form  the 
information  scattered  throughout  the  past  volumes  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  and  to  save  repeating  the  formula?

Commercial  ferric  ©ribe. 

Bv  C.  T.  Bennett,  B.Sc,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 


THIS  substance  is  of  extremely  variable  composition,  and 
is  sold  under  a  variety  of  names,  such  as  carbonate,  sub- 
carbonate,  sesquicarbonate,  sesquioxide,  peroxide,  and 
hydrated  oxide  of  iron.  The  following  are  also  commercial 
products  containing  oxide  of  iron  :  Bole  is  a  ferruginous 
earth  containing  usually  from  15  to  30  'per  cent,  of  ferric 
oxide  and  a  large  proportion  of  silica.  Eouge  is  ferric  oxide 
in  fine  powder,  specially  prepared  for  polishing  articles  of 
jewellery.  Colcothar  is  a  by-product  obtained  in  the  manu- 
facture of  Nordhausen  sulphuric  acid,  being  the  residue  left 
on  the  dry  distillation  of  ferrous  sulphate. 

Ferric  oxide  occurs  in  nature  as  haematite,  specular  iron 
ore,  kidney  ore,  and  micaceous  iron  ore,  and  in  the  hydrated 
state  as  limonite,  gothite,  and  targite.  Earthy  varieties  of 
haematite  are  known  as  raddle  and  red  ochre,  while  earthy 
varieties  of  limonite  are  known  under  the  names  yellow  and 
brown  ochre. 

Assuming  the  important  constituent  of  so-called  "car- 
bonate of  iron"  to  be  ferric  oxide  (or  sesquioxide),  Fe203, 
the  purest  product  chemically  is  that  prepared  by  precipita- 
tion from  a  solution  of  a  ferric  salt  by  adding  a  solution  of 
ammonium  carbonate  or  sodium  carbonate,  thoroughly  wash- 
ing, and  drying  the  precipitate  to  constant  weight  at  100°  C. 

Ferri  peroxidum  hydratum  was  official  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1885,  but  was  deleted  from  the  last 
edition,  and  there  is  now  no  definite  standard  for  this 
article.  The  dried  precipitated  hydrated  oxide  was  official 
in  the  old  London  Pharmacopoeia,  and  was  prepared  by  pre- 
cipitation of  ferrous-sulphate  solution  with  solution  of 
sodium  carbonate.  So-called  carbonate  of  iron  is  a  very  old 
remedy,  and  is  still  used  in  many  districts  in  powder  form 
for  neuralgia  and  as  a  general  tonic.  For  medicinal  use  it 
seems  desirable  that  a  fairly  uniform  product  should  be 
supplied,  and  the  well-dried  precipitated  compound  is 
perhaps  the  most  suitable.  Thus  prepared  it  is,  however, 
brownish  in  colour,  and  therefore  less  suitable  for  colouring- 
purposes,  while  for  polishing  it  is  decidedly  inferior  to  the 
ferruginous  earths  containing  60  to  80  per  cent,  of  ferric 
oxide  and  a  variable  amount  of  silica.  Inquiries  should 
therefore  be  made  by  the  chemist  to  ascertain  from  pur- 
chasers for  what  purpose  it  is  intended,  in  order  that  a 
suitable  product  may  be  supplied. 

I  have  recently  had  occasion  to  examine  a  number  of 
samples  of  "carbonate  of  iron"  for  arsenic,  and  find  that 
while  the  precipitated  product  usually  contains  less  than 
20  parts  of  arsenic  per  million,  the  ferruginous  earths  con- 
tain from  50  to  200  parts  per  million,  the  highest  propor- 
tion found  being  about  1^  grain  per  lb.  This  does  not  seem 
an  excessive  amount,  even  if  taken  medicinally  in  quantities 
of  20  to  30  grains,  and  it  is  extremely  likely  that  the  thera- 
peutic value  of  this  old-fashioned  remedy  is  partly  due  to 
the  arsenic  it  contains.  It  is  therefore  doubtful  whether  the 
pure  precipitated  product  would  have  the  same  medicinal 
effect. 

Compared  with  the  maximum  limit  for  arsenic  in  reduced 
iron  suggested  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney — viz.,  1  in  2,000 — the 
results  I  have  obtained  tend  to  show  that  commercial  samples 
of  oxide  of  iron  do  not  usually  contain  a  larger  proportion 
of  arsenic  than  is  found  in  reduced  iron. 

Chemists  should,  however,  in  view  of  the  probability  of 
the  article  being  purchased  for  official  purposes,  examine 
their  stocks,  as  it  is  always  well  to  be  on  guard  against 
attempts  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  obtain 
convictions  on  the  proportion  of  arsenic  found.

Cbcmical  Society. 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on 
Thursday,  March  1,  when  the  chair  was  taken,  in 
the  absence  of  the  President,  by  Mr.  Vernon  Har- 
court,  F.R.S.  There  was  a  short  list  of  papers,  and  none 
of  these  were  of  much  interest  from  a  pharmaceutical  point 
of  view.  Dr.  T.  M.  Lowry  read  a  paper  on  the  "  Dynamic 
Isomerism  of  Haloid  Derivatives  of  Camphor."  which  was 
chiefly  remarkable  as  an  exposition  of  the  ingenious  ex- 
perimental methods  devised  for  the  purpose  of  investi- 
gating this  special  branch  of  isomerism.  Mr.  Dreaper 
followed  with  a  paper  on  the  precipitation  of  colloids,  m 
which  he  showed  that  the  amount  of  gallic  acid  carried 
out  of  solution  by  gelatin  is  the  same  whether  the  gelatin 
is  precipitated  by  tannin  or  by  alcohol.  In  connection 
with  a  paper  on  chrysamidine  derivatives  by  Mr.  A.  E. 
Dunstan,  Dr.  Hewitt  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the 
three  theories  of  fluorescence  which  are  at  present  com- 
peting for  the  attention  of  colour  chemists.

Mr.  Winfrey's  Bill 

to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts  appears  as  Bill 
Xo.  59  in  the  House  of  Commons  papers.  An  old  Parlia- 
mentary hand  tells  me  that  no  private  member's  Bill  after 
Xo.  10  has  any  reasonable  prospect  of  facing  a  committee. 
The  fact  and  the  opinion  are  brought  into  conjunction  for  the 
benefit  of  pharmaceutical  stalwarts  who  are  tempted  to 
excite  a  cheer  by  demanding  that  in  view  of  our  new  strong- 
position  in  the  Legislature  there  shall  be  no  paltering  with 
principle,  no  compromise  with  professional  unrighteousness. 
The  recent  announcement  that  we  have  330  supporters  of  the 
Bill  in  the  new  House,  including  two  or  three  members  with 
actual  experience  of  pharmacy,  has  intoxicated  the  imagina- 
tion of  some  critics  who  deduce  from  the  figures  a  foregone 
assurance  of  an  easy  triumph.  We  are,  in  fact,  still  de- 
pendent on  miracle  or  accidental  opportunity.  Such 
opportunities  do  present  themselves  occasionally,  and  our 
friends  in  Parliament  are  not  likely  to  let  any  slip  which 
come  their  way.  Moreover,  this  House  of  Commons,  we 
are  assured,  is  to  be  different  from  all  its  predecessors,  and 
there  is  good  reason  to  anticipate  that  in  the  promised  revi- 
sion of  the  rules  of  procedure  the  absurd  power  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  individual  objector,  which  has  so  long  pre- 
vented us  from  getting  a  hearing,  will  be  modified. 
Messrs.  Elliman's  Position 

in  regard  to  the  sale  of  their 
speciality  at  co-operative  stores  is  a  strictly  logical  one. 
They  will  not  interfere  with  genuine  co-operation,  nor  with 
the  distribution  of  the  surplus  which  results  from  it,  but 
they  draw  a  sharp  distinction  between  this  and  the  creation 
of  extra  profit  by  co-operators  who  use  their  organisations  to 
sell  goods  to  the  outside  public.  In  justice  to  traders 
generally,  the  Legislature  might  take  a  hint  from  Messrs. 
Elliman.  If  it  be  fair  to  concede  such  an  advantage  as 
exemption  from  income-tax  to  genuine  co-operative  associa- 
tions, the  concession  ought  not  to  extend  to  those  which  do 
outside  business;  nor  would  there  be  any  injustice  if  all 
corporate  trading  bodies  were  treated  for  income-tax  pur- 
poses as  persons,  and  charged  accordingly,  without  allowing 
a  subsequent  right  of  recovery  to  individual  investors. 
The  Co-operative  Movement 

in  England,  however  unsatisfac- 
tory it  may  be  to  the  retailers  with  whom  it  comes  into 
collision,  is  far  too  firmly  established  in  the  sympathies  of 
the  working  and  of  the  ruling  classes  to  be  in  danger  from 
any  attack  which  trading  rivals  of  any  kind  may  make  on 
it.  Its  origin  and  development  are  among  the  romances 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  All  its  disciples  recognise  Robert 
Owen,  self-made  man  of  business,  philanthropist,  dreamer, 
organiser,  and  heretic,  as  the  founder  of  the  principles  upon 
which  it  has  been  built.  His  ideas  were  far  vaster  than  mere 
shopkeeping— they  extended  to  the  reformation  of  the  social 
system  under  which  we  live  :  and,  indeed,  in  the  Factory  and 
Public  Health  Acts,  as  well  as  in  the  provision  of  national 
education,  is  clearly  perceptible  the  influence  of  the  purposes 
which  he  so  strenuously  practised  as  well  as  preached. 
Robert  Owen 

was  born  in  1771,  the  son  of  a  small  tradesman  in 
Newtown,  Montgomeryshire.  Finishing  his  school  educa- 
tion at  the  age  of  nine,  he  went  out  to  work,  and  at  nineteen 
was  manager  of  one  of  the  largest  cotton- factories  in  Man- 
chester. The  young  men  of  that  period  were  surely  the 
most  marvellous  young  men  the  world  has  ever  seen.  William 
tttt,  prime  Minister  at  twenty-four;  the  chief  actors  in  the 


French  Revolution,  who  all  won  their  fame — or  infamy — 
between  the  ages  of  twenty-five  and  thirty-five;  Napoleon 
Bonaparte,  conqueror  of  Italy  at  twenty-six.  were  all  con- 
temporaries of  Owen.  In  was  in  Xew  Lanark,  near  Glas- 
gow, that  Owen  began  to  carry  out  his  socialistic  and  bene- 
ficent schemes  for  the  amelioration  of  his  2,000  workpeople 
about  the  year  1801.  He  ultimately  bought  out  his  un- 
sympathetic partners,  and  took  several  others  in  their  place, 
among  these  being  Jeremy  Bentham,  the  utilitarian,  and 
William  Allen,  the  Quaker  chemist  and  first  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  friction  between  Owen 
and  Allen,  especially  on  methods  of  teaching  children,  is 
historic.  Owen  wanted  to  teach  dancing  and  military  drill ; 
Allen  was  unyielding  on  Bible  instruction.  Notwithstand- 
ing domestic  differences,  however,  the  new  Lanark  works 
became  famous  throughout  Europe  and  America,  and 
Robert  Owen  developed  into  a  propagandist  of  the 
most  active  character.  Several  hundreds  of  labour 
colonies  were  established  on  co-operative  principles  through- 
out the  kingdom,  labour  bazaars  and  exchanges  were 
opened  in  London,  and  the  products  of  each  man's  or  asso- 
ciation's industry  were  paid  for,  not  in  cash,  but  in  labour 
notes,  which  were  to  form  the  currency  of  the  reformed 
world.  It  was  a  common  thing  at  that  time  for  shops  and 
theatres  to  announce  that  they  accepted  labour  notes. 

These  Ambitious  Schemes 

nearly  all  failed.  Fashion  got  tired 
of  the  working  classes,  and  Owen  secured  his  own  ostracism 
by  the  people  who  had  been  most  inclined  to  support  him 
by  the  persistent  intrusion  of  his  unorthodox  theological 
opinions.  His  associations  drifted  into  centres  of  socialism, 
Chartism,  communism,  and  atheism.  The  late  Mr.  G.  J. 
Holyoake  relates  the  story  of  this  period  with  much  humour. 
The  members  debated,  he  says,  whether  Adam  was  the  first 
man,  and  those  who  held  that  he  was  would  not  work  with 
those  who  insisted  that  he  was  not.  Owen  continued  his 
unselfish  efforts,  and  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  fortune 
he  had  made  ;  but  though  he  lived  until  1858,  when  co-opera- 
tive distributing  associations  were  becoming  steadily 
successful,  he  probably  never  realised  that  these  were  the 
permanent  results  and  rewards  of  his  magniloquent  aspira- 
tions and  earnest  strivings. 

The  Rochdale  Pioneers 

were  one  of  the  productive  associations 
which  had  been  formed  in  the  promising  springtide  ;>f  co- 
operative enthusiasm.  Blankets  were  their  speciality,  but 
in  this  industry  the  co-operative  producers  had  not  been 
able  to  maintain  their  competition,  and  the  once  sanguine 
workers  were  now  very  poor.  In  1844  twenty-eight  of  them 
agreed  to  subscribe  2c?.  a  week  each  to  buy  their  bacon  and 
bread  a  little  cheaper  than  they  could  buy  it  from  the  shop- 
keepers. Their  first  distributing  centre  was  in  Toad  Lane, 
and  the  man  who  devised  the  plan  of  shares  and  dividends 
on  purchases  was  named  Charles  Howarth.  The  first  year's 
sales  amounted  to  710/.,  and  there  was  a  profit  of  221.  to 
divide,  the  shareholders  by  this  time  numbering  seventy- 
four.  In  Rochdale  alone  there  are  now  nine  splendid 
stores,  and  out  of  their  profits,  which  exceed  50,000/.  a  year, 
the  association  has  equipped  libraries,  reading-rooms,  clubs, 
and  educational  institutions.  The  retail  (distributing)  co- 
operative societies  throughout  Great  Britain  which  have  pro- 
fessedly imitated  the  Rochdale  example  numbered  1,469  in 
1904,  with  an  aggregate  of  over  two  million  members  and 
commanding  a  capital  of  more  than  twenty-five  million 
pounds.  The  total  sales  at  these  stores  in  that  vear 
amounted  to  59.511.954/.,  with  a  profit  of  9.411,548/.  These 
figures  are  distinct  from  those  which  represent  the  English 
and  Scottish  wholesale  co-operative  societies,  which  in  1904 
did  business  to  the  amount  of  twenty  millions  and  seven 
millions  respectively.

Ebitonal  Comments. 


Our  Export  Trade. 

This  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  addressed  to  a 
class  of  buyers  as  to  whose  prosperity  there  is  no  statistica 
doubt.  The  merchant  shippers  of  the  United  Kingdoir 
are  peculiarly  fortunate  (or  unfortunate,  according  to  th< 
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point  of  view)  in  having  their  doings  held  forth  to  the  world 
at  least  once  a  month,  and  these  have,  in  a  sense,  revolu- 
tionised Parliamentary  representation  during  the  past  three 
months.  The  year  1905  was  so  phenomenally  good  in  export 
business  that  few  were  prepared  for  an  advance  upon  it  this 
year,  but  the  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  February  show  for 
the  two  months  almost  18  per  cent,  more  exports  than  in 
January-February  1905,  the  figures  being  74,997,649?.,  com- 
pared with  63,992,450?.  Of  this  increase  four  millions, 
roughly,  was  in  the  short  month  of  February,  only  a  tenth 
of  the  increase  being  due  to  re-exportation  of  Colonial  and 
foreign  goods.  Looking  at  the  figures  more  nar-owly,  we 
find  the  values  of  exports  in  the  four  classes  to  be  as  follows 
for  February  :

Strange  to  say,  the  only  decreases  in  exports  of  manu- 
factured articles  are  in  paper  (4,661/.)  and  chemicals  (9851.) . 
The  latter  closely  concerns  those  export  merchant  shippers 
to  whom  this  is  addressed,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that 
it  does  not  indicate  a  general  falling-off.    There  were  in- 
creases last  month  in  the  shipments  of  bleaching  materials 
(value    17,381?.),    coal   products     (132,348/.),  dyestuffs 
(30,360?.),  glycerin  (22,875?.),  medicines  (124,839?.,  com- 
pared with  112,241?.  in  February  1905)  painters'  colours 
(186,708?.),  ammonia  muriate  (10,850?.),  and  unenumerated 
chemicals  (207,441?.).    The  total  exports  in  this  class  were 
valued  at  1,225,021?.,  compared  with  1,226,006?.  in  February 
1905,  but  for  the  two  months  the  exports  stand  at  2,536,427?., 
against  2,409,720?.  in  January-February  1905.    The  most 
serious  declines  were  in  copper  sulphate  (value  112,448?.), 
chemical    manures     (275,497?.),    and    soda  compounds 
(100,989?.).    The  last  of  these  is  better  on  the  two  months, 
but  the  others  are  worse  than  last  year.    There  is  nothing  in 
the  statistics  relating  to  the  exports  of  chemicals  so  satis- 
factory as  the  group  entitled  "  Medicines,  comprising  drugs 
and  medicinal  preparations."    Year  by  year  and  month  by 
month  the  values  of  the  exports  have  been  growing,  so  that 
to-day  this  branch  of  our  export  trade  is  double  in  value 
what  it  was  twenty  years  ago.    This  is  particularly  gratify- 
ing to  us.    The  Chemist  and  Druggist  occupies  a  unique 
position  as  a  trade  journal,  having  since  its  inception  in 
1859  steadily  fostered  business  relations  between  distant 
parts  of  the  Empire  and  the  home  country.    We  have  never 
questioned  the  value  of  our  Colonial  markets,  nor  the  im- 
portant business  done  with  foreign  countries,  and  we  may 
fairly  claim  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  played  its 
part  in  doubling  the  values  in  twenty  years,  for  it  has  ex- 
panded the  connection  of  home  manufacturers  and  mer- 
chants with  buyers  who  keep  in  touch  with  them  by  means 
of  the  publicity  it  gives.    The  issue  this  week  is,  as  we  have 
said,  circulating  to  merchant  shippers  who  fill  indents  for 
buyers  of  druggists'  goods  abroad.    It  will  be  followed  on 
April  28  with  a  Colonial  Issue,  which  will  go  direct  to  the 
Colonial  buyers.   In  face  of  the  remarkable  advance  in  this 
section  of  our  export  trade  (the  best  proof  of  the  growth  of 
our  racial  brotherhood)  we  confidently  submit  that  our 
Colonial  Issue  is  an  opportunity  for  business  houses  to 
strengthen  their  relations  and  to  expand  their  connection 
with  these  buyers.    Apart  from  the  statistical  demonstra- 
tion of  the  solidity  of  business  to  be  done,  we  need  not  with- 


hold the  fact  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  the  official 
journal  of  eighteen  chemists'  societies,  of  which  sixteen  are 
in  the  Colonies,  and  all  the  members  of  these  societies  get 
it  by  subscription. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

We  print  elsewhere  the  revised  Bill  finally  approved  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  on  Wednesday.  The  alterations 
which  have  been  made  in  it  by  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee, assisted  by  a  revising  barrister,  are  chiefly  verbal, 
but  some,  apparently  minor  alterations,  are  important,  and 
help  to  make  matters  a  trifle  clearer,  while  others  require 
the  urgent  attention  of  chemists.  As  to  the  verbal,  the 
phrase  "  to  be  in  the  bond-fide  conduct  of  the  shop  "  becomes 
"  having  the  bond-fide  conduct  of  the  shop,"  and  "  retailing, 
dispensing,  or  compounding"  has  become  "retailing,  com- 
pounding, or  dispensing."  Again,  "  owner  of  the  shop"  in> 
Clause  4  and  elsewhere  was  an  expression  which  might  not 
have  covered  the  person  carrying  on  the  business  in  such 
shop,  so  in  the  new  Bill  we  have  it  "  owner  of  the  business." 
In  Clause  5  the  phrase  "shop  or  building  separately  rated 
to  the  poor "  would  have  excluded  shops  which  are  not 
separately  rated  (and  such  are  now  growing  in  number)  : 
when  the  phrase  was  introduced  it  was  understood  to  be 
very  clever,  but  the  deletion  of  the  word  "separately" 
shows  that  it  was  not.  The  most  notable  addition  is  to- 
Clause  2,  and  is  as  follows  : 

Compliance  with  any  or  all  of  the  regulations  contained  in 
this  clause  shall  not  confer  upon  any  person  who  is  not  a. 
registered  person  any  qualification  required  by  the  Phar- 
macy Acts,  1852  and  1868.  In  any  legal  proceedings  for  any 
offence  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  of  tho  Pharmacy 
Acts,  1852  and  1868,  it  shall  be  no  defence  to  allege  that  the 
actual  offender  had  received  specific  instructions  not  to 
commit  the  act  or  acts  on  account  of  which  such  legal 
proceedings  have  been  instituted. 

The  first  sentence  of  this  addition  is  startling  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  in  legislation  a  disabling  provision  in  respect  to 
part  of  a  whole  may  imply  a  right  to  the  other  part.  In 
the  principal  Act  the  word  "qualification"  means  the  skill' 
and  knowledge  of  the  individual  as  determined  by  examina- 
tion, and  in  the  1868  Act  "  skill,  knowledge,  and  qualifica- 
tion "  is  the  expression  used  to  cover  the  substance  of  the 
certificate  of  registration.  It  appears  to  us  that  the  word 
"qualification"  in  the  above-quoted  part  of  the  Bill  has 
the  same  meaning,  and  therefore  that  the  sense  of  the  whole 
sentence  is  that  any  person  can  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  the  clause,  but  none  except  those  registered  are  to  be 
regarded  as  qualified.  The  sentence  is  superfluous  and 
dangerous ;  superfluous  because  by  the  1868  Act  only  regis- 
tered persons  may  keep  open  shop,  therefore  only  such 
persons  are  capable  of  complying  with  the  regulations  of 
Clause  2.  It  is  dangerous  because  it  implies  that  "any 
person  who  is  not  a  registered  person  "  may  comply  with  the 
regulations  of  the  clause,  which  would  mean  that  an  un- 
qualified person  could  own  a  chemist's  business,  and  carry 
it  on  with  qualified -chemist  managers.  The  word  "  person  " 
is  used  in  the  clause,  and  not  "  registered  person,"  as  defined 
in  Clause  1.  We  presume  the  sentence  has  been  introduced 
to  prevent  individual  members  of  companies  assuming  that 
they  become  qualified  through  registration  of  the  companies, 
but  provisions  of  this  kind  should  be  so  drawn  that  there 
may  be  no  chance  of  another  casus  omissus  being  sprung 
upon  us.  Hence  our  criticism  of  the  new  sentence.  In 
spite  of  the  greatest  care  omissions  are  apt  to  slip  through 
in  drafting  Bills.  For  example,  in  Section  2  of  the  old 
Bill  there  was  a  reference  to — ■ 

the  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  of  poisons  or  of 
medical  prescriptions. 

This  means,  among  other  things,  the  retailing  of  medical

prescriptions,  which  was  not  intended ;  so  in  the  new  Bill 
the  intention  is  phrased  thus,  in  Clause  2  : 

the  retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensing  of  poisons  or 
compounding  or  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions. 

As  luck  will  have  it,  in  Clause  7  the  phrasing  is  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  ...  to  retail,  dis- 
pense, or  compound  poisons  or  medical  prescriptions. 

The  alteration  of  a  word  in  Clause  7  has  a  peculiar  result. 
The  clause  requires  the  retailing,  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing part  of  a  company  business  to  be  managed  by  a 
director  who  is  a  registered  chemist;  then,  in  the  old 
clause,  the  "assistant"  conducting  the  business  had  to  be 
a  registered  chemist.  Now  the  word  "  assistant "  is  changed 
to  "person,"  and  the  provision  is  added  that  he  shall  also 
be  registered  under  Section  4.  This  part  of  the  clause  is 
quite  involved.  The  following  sentences  have  been  omitted 
from  the  clause  : 

Anything  which  would  be  an  offence  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  or  this  Act,  if  committed  by  an  individual,  shall  be  an 
offence  by  every  director  of  a  company  if  committed  by  such 
company.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
held  to  prevent  the  employment  by  any  registered  chemist 
and  druggist  of  an  unqualified  assistant  or  assistants  for  the 
purpose  of  compounding  drugs  or  dispensing  medicines 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  registered  chemist  and 
druggist. 

The  provision  in  the  second  sentence  is  dropped.  Pre- 
sumably it  was  the  intention  in  revising  the  Bill  to  include 
the  provision  of  the  first  sentence  in  Clause  11,  which  is 
considerably  altered.  The  result  now  is  that  the  directors 
are  no  longer  personally  liable,  but  companies,  firms,  etc.,  are 
for  the  acts  or  omissions  of  their  employes,  as  well  as  for 
their  own  acts  or  omissions,  which  would  be  offences  if  com- 
mitted by  individuals.  The  curriculum  clause  is  as  before, 
with  the  alteration  required  by  Mr.  Winfrey.  Generally  it 
may  be  well  to  note  the  provisions  equally  applicable  to  indi- 
viduals and  companies,  which  are  novel  in  point  of  law  : 

Poisons  may  not  be  sold  or  prescriptions  dispensed  in 
open  shop  unless  it  is  registered. 

Poisons  may  not  be  retailed  or  their  retail  sale  negotiated 
in  any  place  except  a  registered  shop. 

Each  open  shop  must  be  bona-fide  conducted  by  a  regis- 
tered person,  who  may  not  have  charge  of  any  other  regis- 
tered shop. 

Shops  will  only  be  registered  on  the  request  of  the  owners. 
For  each  one  a  fee  of  2s.  6rf.  has  to  be  paid  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  the  same  for  registering  the  name  of 
the  owner  or  manager.  Each  time  there  is  a  change  in  the 
qualified  management  the  fact  has  to  be  notified,  and  a 
fresh  fee  paid. 

The  address  on  the  poison-label  must  be  that  at  which  the 
poison  is  actually  sold.    So  also  with  dispensing-labels. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  to  have  power  to  make 
regulations  for  removing  entries  from  the  registers. 
We  need  not  go  further  with  the  analysis ;  the  above  suffices 
to  show  that  the  Bill  contains  much  that  concerns  chemists 
as  individuals.  They  have  not  so  far  quite  realised  that 
if  the  Bill  passes  they  will  not  be  able  to  exercise  their 
qualification  as  freely  as  they  do  at  present.  They  must  be 
prepared  to  tell  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  every  change 
they  make  (within  the  purview  of  the  Bill),  and  pay  the 
Society  for  giving  the  Registrar  the  information.  What  the 
object  of  these  proposed  regulations  may  be  is  hard  to  tell; 
they  are  as  oppressive  as  the  laws  of  an  autocratic  country ; 
they  are  novel  to  the  drug-trade,  and  are  common  to  none 
except  public-houses  and  the  like ;  and  they  are  a  complete 
reversal  of  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  in  so  far  as 
the  chemist's  qualification  is  made  subordinate  to  a  place, 
and  he  may  not  canvass  for  orders  outside  that  place.  All 
this  bother  could  have  been  avoided  by  a  simple  clause,  like 
the  Irish  one,  giving  the  Registrar  power  to  ascertain  who  is 
the  conductor  of  each  shop ;  and  if  the  Bill  should  reach  the 
Committee  stage,  some  amendment  in  that  direction  will  be 
necessary. 


Dental  and  Medical  Practice. 

The  Medical  Acts  Amendment  Bill,  to  which  we  referred 
some  weeks  ago  as  having  been  revised  by  the  British 
Medical  Association,  will  probably  be  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  at  an  early  date,  although  with  little 
hope  of  progress  for  a  session  or  two.  The  Bill  is  so  am- 
bitious in  many  respects,  and  so  radical  in  its  reform  of  the 
Medical  Acts,  that  the  Government  is  more  likely  to  oppose 
than  to  facilitate  its  progress,  at  least  until  the  Privy 
Council  and  the  General  Medical  Council  express  a  desire 
to  that  effect.  The  part  of  the  Bill  which  specially  interests 
all  connected  with  the  drug-trade  is  Clause  13,  Sub-clause  1, 
which  reads  : 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  no  person  other  than 
a  registered  practitioner  shall  practise  medicine  surgery 
midwifery  or  dentistry  or  any  branch  thereof  habitually 
and  for  gain  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  the  revised  Bill  there  is  a  saving  clause  as  regards 
chemists  and  druggists  to  the  effect  that  nothing  in  the 
measure  will  prejudice  their  rights  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
That  is  a  thoughtful  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Bill's 
promoters  which  will  be  taken  at  its  exact  value — distinctly 
a  case  of  "  thank  you  for  nothing."    The  promoters  are 
arrogating  to  registered  practitioners  rights  which  are 
common  to  the  public — viz.,  the  practice  of  medicine  and  of 
dentistry.    In  a  proposal  of  that  nature  there  is  no  room 
for  sentiment,  and  as  the  drug-trade  has  for  generations 
been  directly  associated  with  the  practice  of  dentistry  and 
medicine,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  chemists  and  druggists 
have  no  desire  that  such  rights  as  they  possess  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them  on  the  suggestion  of  the  British 
Medical  Association.    It  is  a  generation  since  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  retail  drug-trade  of  Great  Britain  succeeded 
through  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association  in 
proving  that  counter-prescribing  within  certain  lines  is 
legitimate  practice  by  chemists  and  druggists.    The  British 
Medical  Association's  Bill  would  make  it  illegal  as  medical 
practice.    What  will  chemists  do  to  preserve  the  right  which 
they  established  five  and  twenty  years  ago  ?    As  to  dental 
practice,  we  observe  that  what  appears  to  be  an  effective 
opposition  has  been  organised  by  the  Incorporated  Society 
of  Extractors  and  Adaptors  of  Teeth,  which  has  vied  with 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  securing   the   support  of 
members  of  Parliament  for  the  recognition  in  the  Bill  of 
unregistered  practitioners  of  three  years'  standing.  The 
Society's  address  is  now  62  Market  Street,  Manchester,  and 
it  seems  the  best  nucleus  for  chemists  outside  the  Dental 
Act   who    practise   dentistry   to   ally   themselves  with. 
Although  the  Bill  has  not  yet  come  within  the  range  of 
practical  politics  it  is  one  which  organisations  of  chemists 
should  watch,  and  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  would 
add  to  the  justification  of  its  existence  by  placing  it  on  its 
programme.    We  observe  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  been  approached  on  the  matter,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Parliamentary  Committee  has  indicated  that  he  will 
not  lose  sight  of  the  Bill. 


The  P.A.T.A.  and  Co-ops. 

Matters  are  going  along  quietly,  the  chief  event  since  our 
last  issue  being  a  meeting  of  manufacturer-members  of  the 
P.A.T.A.,  which  was  convened  by  a  firm  of  solicitors,  to  be 
held  in  Manchester  on  Saturday  last.  It  was  strictly  private, 
and  was  in  no  way  connected  with  the  Co-operative  Whole- 
sale Societies  nor  promoted  by  them.  These  societies  have, 
we  are  told,  perfected  their  arrangements  for  dealing  with 
the  stoppage  of  P.A.T.A.  supplies,  and  are  confident  ot 
ultimate  victory ;  that  is  to  say,  they  will  push  proprietaries 
akin  to  those  which  they  cannot  get,  or  manufacture  sub- 
stitutes for  them,  hoping  by  this  means  to  bring  P.A.T.A. 
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supporters  round  to  their  views.  That  was  anticipated  on 
the  other  side  before  the  resolution  was  come  to,  and  it  is 
for  this  reason  that  chemists  who  have  to  compete  with  co- 
operative stores  should  let  the  people  in  their  neighbourhood 
know  that  they  can  get  the  boycotted  articles  from  them.

Philatelic  Philanthropy. 

Letters  from  Sweden  have  lately  borne  what  seem  to  be 
stamps  extra  to  the  usual  postage,  a  specimen  of  which  we 

reproduce.  They  are  not 
postage-stamps,  but  adhe- 
sive labels,  called 
"  Charity  Stamps,"  issued 
by  the  Swedish  National 
Society  against  Tuber- 
culosis. Each  label  re- 
presents a  contribution  to 
Swedish  tuberculosis  hos- 
pitals and  sanatoria  of 
10  ore  (rather  more  than 
Id.),  and  though,  of 
course,  they  do  not  frank  letters  and  have  no  official  origin, 
they  are  allowed  to  be  stuck  on  letters,  among  other  means 
of  disposing  of  them.  London  stamp-dealers,  who  have 
received  consignments,  present  them  to  small  boys  in  search 
of  bargains.  As  a  form  of  receipt  merely  they  are  unneces- 
sarily expensive,  but  the  cost  is  much  more  than  counter- 
balanced by  the  value  of  the  effective  advertisement  of 
tuberculosis  work  obtained  and  the  extra  number  of  pro- 
miscuous contributions  received.  The  label  reproduced  is 
red  in  colour,  and  suggestive  of  Swedish  official  stamps. 
Other  colours  and  designs  have  been  noticed.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Although  the  text  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  given  elsewhere 
in  full,  the  measure  is  not  yet  in  the  hands  of  members  of 
Parliament.  Although  members  have  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  perusing  it,  three  motions  for  the  rejection  of  the 
measure  appear  upon  the  paper.  The  first  by  Mr.  A.  H. 
Scott,  member  for  Ashton-under-Lyne,  who  is  connected 
with  a  chemist  company ;  the  second  by  Mr.  Duckworth 
(director  of  Boots,  Ltd.);  and  the  third  by  Mr.  T.  P. 
O'Connor,  brother-in-law  of  Mr.  O'Malley,  a  backer  of  the 
Bill.  At  present  the  Bill  stands  for  second  reading  on 
Wednesday  next. 

The  Revenue  Bill. 
Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  I  understand,  has  received  an 
intimation  from  Mr.  Asquith,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, that  the  question  of  whether  a  Bill  containing  those 
clauses  of  the  Revenue  Bill  of  last  year  which  were  pro- 
posed in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  use  of  alcohol  for  industrial 
purposes  should  be  brought  in  is  still  under  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Government. 

Quack  Medicines. 
Mr.  Myer  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  on  Monday 
to  ask  the  Home  Secretary 

Whether  his  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  frauds 
perpetrated  upon  the  public  by  the  advertisement  and  sale 
of  quack  medicines,  and  the  consequent  loss  of  money  sus- 
tained by  the  public  and  frequent  postponement  of  proper 
remedial  measures  being  taken  by  the  sufferers  in  specific 
diseases,  and  whether  the  Government  will  take  any,  and, 
if  any,  what  steps,  either  by  the  institution  of  prosecution 
for  fraud  or  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences  or  by 
direct  prohibitive  legislation  to  deal  with  this  matter? 

The  New  Chemical-trade  Members 
of  the  House  of  Commons  are  distinguishing  themselves. 
Mr.  J.  F.  L.  Brunner  is  introducing  a  Bill  to  limit  the 
working  hours  of  coal  miners;  Mr.  Alfred  Mond  made 
quite  a  hit  by  his  speech  on  the  Address,  and  on  Wednes- 
day evening  Mr.  W.  H.  Lever's  motion  to  pay  members 
of  Parliament  300£.  a  year  brought  from  him  an  excellent 
maiden  speech. 

Another  "  Injustice  to  Ireland." 

Mr.  Field  asked  the  Chief  Secretary  on  Tuesday  whether 
he  was  aware  that,  owing  to  the  recent  action  of  the  Irish 
Local  Government  Board,  about  three-fourths  of  the  tenders 
for  drugs  and  medicines  to  Irish  unions  are  necessarily  sup- 
plied by  English  firms  of  wholesale  druggists,  whether  Irish 
firms  are  allowed  to  tender  for  similar  contracts  in  England, 
and  whether  he  would  take  the  necessary  steps  to  enable 
Irish  firms  to  tender  for  supplies  on  equal  terms  in  both, 
countries.  Mr.  Bryce,  who  replied  to  the  question,  said  he 
was  informed  that  Boards  of  Guardians  had  not  yet  under- 
taken the  consideration  of  contracts  for  the  next  financial 
year.  The  proportion  of  contracts  secured  by  British  firms 
last  year  was  about  one-third.  So  far  as  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  Ireland  is  aware,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
Irish  firms  from  tendering  for  similar  contracts  in  England 
upon  equal  terms  with  English  firms. 

Mr.  Field  asked  another  question  in  almost  the  same 
terms,  but  in  this  case  emphasising  the  fact  that  English 
firms  do  not  contribute  to  Irish  rates.  Mr.  Bryce  replied  as 
before,  adding  that  one-third  of  the  drug  contracts,  and  not 
three-fourths,  was  obtained  by  an  English  firm  last  year. 
One-half  of  the  cost  of  these  medicines  is  defrayed  from 
public  funds,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Guardians  to  obtain 
the  best  leturn  for  the  money  of  the  ratepayers  and.  simi- 
larly, it  is  incumbent  on  the  Local  Government  Board  to  see 
that  no  unnecessary  charge  is  placed  on  public  funds.  Any 
attempt  to  confine  tenders  to  Irish  firms  might  have  the  effect 
of  prejudicing  Irish  tenders  for  various  articles  from  being 
accepted  in  England. 

Dr.  Ambrose  put  another  question  on  this  subject  to  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  asking  whether 
tenders  for  medicines  and  appliances  from  Irish  druggists 
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and  manufacturers  would  be  considered  by  English  Boards 
of  Guardians,  and  whether  any  Irish  tenders  have  ever 
been  refused.  Mr.  John  Burns,  in  an  answer  he  supplied 
to  the  question  on  Thursday,  said  there  is  nothing  in  the 
regulations  with  respect  to  tenders  to  prevent  Boards  of 
Guardians  in  England  and  Wales  from  considering  tenders 
from  Irish  firms.  Whether  such  tenders  had  ever  been 
refused  he  was  unable  to  say. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs. 
There  was  brought  in  on  Wednesday  by  Sir  Edward 
Strachey,  the  representative  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  a  Bill  for  amending  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feeding-stuffs  Act,  the  object  of  which  is  declared  to 
flbe  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  agricultural 
fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs. 

Alleged  Wastage  of  Saccharin. 
Mr.  Harry  Marks  and  Sir  Edward  Sassoon  have  both 
keen  putting  questions  to  the  Government  with  regard  to 
■the  alleged  destruction  of  some  500  cwt.  of  saccharin,  of  the 
value  of  about  700^.,  consigned  to  a  London  firm  under  a 
false  declaration  as  to  its  description,  and  landed  from  an 
Ostend  mail  steamer  at  Dover.  According  to  the  version  of 
'the  affair  given  by  Mr.  Harry  Marks,  the  saccharin  was 
seized  by  the  Customs  authorities  at  Dover,  taken  out  into 
the  bay,  and  poured  into  the  sea.  He  suggested  that  the 
Government  should  consider  the  advisability  of  securing  that 
in  future  goods  so  seized,  instead  of  being  thrown  away, 
should  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  some  useful 
public  purpose.  Mr.  McKenna,  who  answered  Mr.  Harry 
Marks,  said  the  question  appeared  to  refer  to  four  drums 
•containing  chemical  substances  imported  afc  Dover  during 
February  1905.  The  goods  in  question  were  not  smuggled, 
but  were  abandoned  by  the  importer,  apparently  because 
they  were  found  to  be  liable  to  the  saccharin  duty.  Owing 
to  chemical  action  while  the  goods  were  in  store  the  contents 
corroded,  unhealthy  fumes  being  given  off;  and  as  the 
sanitary  authorities  objected,  the  goods  had  to  be  destroyed. 
Mr.  McKenna  added  that  confiscated  goods  are  periodically 
sold  by  auction  by  the  Customs  Department,  and  that  no 
goods  are  destroyed  unless  they  are  worthless  or  unsaleable. 
Bribery  in  Business. 
The  Earl  of  Halsbury's  Prevention  of  Corruption  Bill 
was  read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords  last  week, 
•and  the  Government  have  promised  to  endeavour  to  get  it 
through  the  House  of  Commons  this  Session.  It  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  measure  as  that  originated  by  the  late 
Lord  Russell  of  Killowen,  and  provides  that 

If  any  agent  corruptly  accepts  or  obtains,  or  agrees  to 
accept  or  attempts  to  obtain,  from  any  person,  for  himself 
or  for  any  other  person,  any  gift  or  consideration  as  an  in- 
ducement or  reward  fin  respect  to  the  detriment  of  his 
principal's  business]  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  on  in- 
dictment to  imprisonment,  with  Qr  without  hard  labour,  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
500f.,  or  to  both  such  imprisonment  and  such  fine,  or  on 
•summary  conviction  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  four  months,  or  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  50/.,  or  to  both  such  imprisonment  and  such 
'fine. 

Ministry  of  Commerce. 

The  Premier,  whilst  recognising  the  importance  of  the 
question  of  appointing  a  Minister  of  Commerce  in  conjunc- 
tion with  a  consultative  committee,  to  which  his  attention 
was  directed  by  Mr.  Field  in  the  form  of  a  question,  stated 
that  he  was  afraid  there  was  no  prospect  of  the  question 
being  dealt  with  during  the  present  Session. 

About  Shop-hours. 

Through  the  medium  of  a  question  to  the  Home  Secretary 
Mr.  Crooks  has  been  suggesting  to  the  Government  the 
•desirability  of  legislating  with  a  view  to  placing  the  hours 
of  shop  assistants  on  a  par  with  those  obtaining  in  the  case 
of  workers  in  factories  and  workshops.  Mr.  Herbert  Glad- 
stone in  his  reply  admitted  that  unduly  long  hours  are 
worked  by  many  shop  assistants,  but  the  hours  of  adult 
male  labour  are  not  limited  by  law. 

Mr.  Crooks  also  called  the  Home  Secretary's  attention  to 
the  alleged  dismissal  by  employers  of  female  assistants 
making  use  of  the  seats  provided  for  them  under  the  Act  of 
1899.  Mr.  Gladstone  replied  that  the  Act  is  not  adminis- 
tered by  his  department,  and  gave  no  hope  of  legislation  on 
the  subject. 


Z\)c  pharmacy  Bill. 


BELOW  is  the  text  of  the  Bill  introduced  into  the  House 
of  Commons  by  Mr.  Richard  Winfrey,  M.P.,  on  Feb- 
ruary 28  and  approved  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  on  March  7.  The  modifications  or 
additions  of  more  than  minor  importance  are  indicated  in 
our  reprint  by  means  of  brackets.  The  Memorandum  to  the 
Bill  is  the  same  as  in  previous  Bills. 

A  Bill  to  provide  for  the  further  Regulation  of  the  Sale  of 
Poisons  and  the  Compounding  of  Medical  Prescriptions,  and 
to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem- 
poral, and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  :  — 

1.  In  this  Act  "  the  society  "  shall  mean  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain;  "  registered  person  "  shall  mean  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  a  chemist  and  druggist  [within  the 
meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1868] ;  "poison" 
shall  mean  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868;  "  registrar  "  shall  mean  the  registrar  of  the  society. 

2.  From  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  ,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
or  any  company,  firm,  co-partnership,  or  body  of  persons  to 
keep  any  open  shop  or  shops  for  the  retailing,  compounding, 
or  dispensing  of  poisons  or  [compounding  or  dispensing]  of 
medical  proscriptions,  unless  each  shop  shall  be  bona  fide  con- 
ducted by  a  registered  person  ;  or  to  permit  or  suffer  in  such 
shop  any  poison  to  be  retailed  or  any  medical  prescription  to 
be  compounded  or  dispensed  otherwise  than  by  or  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  person.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful 
for  any  person,  or  any  company,  firm,  co-partnership,  or  body 
of  persons  to  keep  any  such  shop,  unless  the  address  of  the 
shop  shall  have  been  registered  upon  the  register  of  shops  to 
be  kept  under  this  Act,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
registered  person  having  the  bona  fide  conduct  of  the  shop 
shall  have  been  registered  upon  the  register  to  be  kept  under 
this  Act  of  persons  having  the  bond-fide  conduct  of  such  shops, 
and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  or  for  any  com- 
pany, firm,  co-partnership,  or  body  of  persons  to  sell  or  to 
negotiate  or  participate  in  the  sale  by  retail  of  any  poison  at 
any  place  other  than  an  open  shop  registered  upon  the  said 
register  of  shops. 

[Compliance  with  any  or  all  of  the  regulations  contained  in 
this  clause  shall  not  confer  upon  any  person  who  is  not  a 
registered  person  any  qualification  required  by  the  Pharmacy 
Acts,  1852  and  1868.  In  any  legal  proceedings  for  any  offence 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts, 
1852  and  1868,  it  shall  be  no  defence  to  allege  that  the  actual 
offender  had  received  specific  instructions  not  to  commit  the 
act  or  acts  on  account  of  which  such  legal  proceedings  have 
been  instituted.] 

3.  The  address  of  the  registered  shop  whereat  a  sale  of 
poison  takes  place  shall  be  the  address  of  the  seller  for  the 
purpose  of  the  labelling  required  by  section  seventeen  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar  to  make  and  keep  a 
register  of  shops,  and  also  a  register  of  persons  having  the 
bona  fide  conduct  of  shops  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  said  registers 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  become  necessary.  No  entry  shall 
be  made  in  either  of  the  said  registers  until  receipt  by  the 
registrar  of  a  request  in  writing  for  the  purpose  by  or  on  be- 
half of  the  owner  [or  owners]  of  [the  business  carried  on  in]  the 
shop  [and]  made  in  [accordance  with  the]  form  in  the  schedule 
to  this  Act  [or  in  some  form  approved  by  the  Council  of  the 
Society]-  The  Council  of  the  Society  may  make  regulations 
under  which  either  of  the  several  entries  In  the  said  registers 
may  bo  inspected,  or  may  be  removed  therefrom,  and  under 
which  an  extract  [certified  by  the  registrar]  of  any  entry  may 
be  obtained.  There  shall  be  payable  to  the  society  in  respect 
of  each  request  aforesaid,  and  also  in  respect  of  each  certified 
extract  aforesaid,  a  fee  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence.  Any 
certified  extract  as  aforesaid  under  the  hand  of  the  registrar 
shall  without  proof  of  his  signature  be  evidence  in  all  courts 
and  before  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  others  of  the  matters 
thereby  certified. 

5.  It  shall  bo  unlawful  for  any  place  other  than  a  building 
or  part  of  a  building  rated  to  the  poor  to  be  entered  or  con- 
tinued on  the  said  register  of  shops  [unless  the  registrar  after 
investigation  shall  otherwise  determine]. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  be  at  one  and  the 
same  time  entered  upon  the  said  register  of  persons  bona  fide 
conducting  shops  in  respect  of  more  than  one  shop,  provided 
always  that  any  entry  upon  the  register  of  persons  having  the 
bona  fire  conduct  of  shops  may,  upon  request  in  writing 
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signed  by  the  person  on  whose  application  such  entry  was 
made,  or  the  person  whose  name  is  registered  and  delivered 
to  the  registrar,  [or  upon  what  the  registrar  shall  deem  satis- 
factory proof  of  the  death  of  any  such  persons]  be  removed 
therefrom. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  incorporated  under 
the  Acts  in  force  regulating  joint  stock  companies  to  take, 
use,  or  assume  the  description  or  title  of  "  chemist  and  drug- 
gist"  or  "  pharmaceutical  chemist,"  or  any  other  sign,  title, 
or  description  implving  registration  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  so  incorporated  by  law 
to  retail,  compound,  or  dispense  poisons  or  medical  prescrip- 
tions unless  that  part  of  the  business  of  such  company  shall  bo 
managed  by  a  director  who  shall  be  a  registered  person  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  unless  the  person 
who  actually  conducts  the  said  business  is  also  a  person  regis- 
tered under  the  same  Act  [and  Section  4  of  this  Act]. 

8.  The  registrar  may  from  time  to  time  cither  by  letter 
signed  by  him  as  registrar  or  verbally  by  himself  or  by  a 
person  authorised  in  writing  by  him  for  the  purpose  make  such 
inquiries  as  he  shall  think  lit  [relative  to  the  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  or  this  Act]  of  any  per- 
son retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensing  poisons  or  [com- 
pounding or  dispensing]  medical  prescriptions  at  any  regis- 
tered shop  [or  of  any  owner  of  the  business  carried  on  in  a 
registered  shop],  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  person  or 
owner  to  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  (by  writing  signed  by 
him  if  so  required)  the  information  inquired  for. 

9.  Any  registrar  who  shall  wilfully  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
any  falsification  in  any  matter  relating  to  the  said  registers, 
and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  procure  or  attempt  to  pro- 
cure any  registration  under  this  Act  by  making  or  producing, 
or  causing  to  be  made  or  produced,  any  false  or  fraudulent 
representation  or  declaration,  either  verbally  or  in  writing, 
and  any  person  aiding  or  assisting  him  therein  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  in  England,  and  in  Scotland  of  a 
crime  or  offence  punishable  by  lino  or  imprisonment,  and 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  [liable  to  be]  sentenced  to  be 
imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

10.  The  society  shall  have  power  by  bylaws  duly  confirmed 
to  authorise  the  persons  from  time  to  time  appointed  [under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1868]  to  conduct  examinations 
to  require  from  persons  who  shall  present  themselves  for  any 
examination  evidence  of  their  having  received  systematic 
training  [in  the  subjects  of  such  examination]  in  some  univer- 
sity [in  some  recognised  school — other  than  elementary — with- 
in the  meaning  of  the  Education  Acts,  1902-1903].  or  in  some 
other  place  for  learning  approved  by  the  council  of  the  society, 
and  to  divide  any  examination  into  two  or  more  portions  with 
or  without  an  interval  of  time  between  the  said  portions,  and  to 
authorise  the  said  council  to  accept  in  lieu  of  certificates  of 
the  said  examiners  such  certificates  of  competent  skill  and 
knowledge  granted  by  legally  constituted  pharmaceutical 
authorities  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  any  colony  or  posses- 
sion thereof  as  may  to  the  said  council  seem  fitting,  provided 
always  that  no  certificate  shall  bo  accepted  which  has  been 
granted  to  the  holder  without  examination,  or  which  he  has 
obtained  without  having  first  received  such  systematic  train- 
ing as  aforesaid,  and  to  prescribe  the  fees  to  be  payable  by 
persons  tendering  for  acceptance  the  certificates  aforesaid  of 
competent  skill  and  knowledge.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 


WEDNESDAY'S  reunion  was  of  short  duration,  but 
escaped  being  monotonous  through  some  breezy 
speeches  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  Wootton,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  reported  that  the  verbal 
alterations  ordered  by  the  Council  had  been  made  in  the 
Bill,  and  that  the  measure  had  been  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P.  Mr.  Lord 
Gifford  then  rose  and  dissociated  himself  from  the  Bill,  as 
ho  objects  to  the  implied  recognition  that  companies  can 
share  in  a  personal  qualification.  Mr.  Hagon  took  a  similar 
view,  but  did  not  press  his  objections,  as  the  Bill  is  now 
before  the  Commons.  If  the  Bill  is  left  over  at  the  end 
of  the  Session,  Mr.  Hagon  will  again  bring  up  his 
October  amendment.  Mr.  Harrison  and  Mr.  Atkins 
pointed  out  that  as  a  "policy  of  perfection"  is  not 
possible,  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  next  best  means 
of  bringing  limited  companies  into  line  with  the 
intention  of  the  Pharmacy  Act — that  each  shop  shall  be 
controlled  by  a  qualified  person.  The  President  twitted 
Mr.  Gifford  with  only  offering  destructive  criticism.  The 
rest  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  were  of  a  formal 
character.   

There  were  present  the  President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson), 
Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter 
Hills),  and  Messrs.  S.  R.  Atkins,  M.  Carteighe,  A.  Cooper, 
W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford, 
A.  Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs, 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  con- 
firmed, 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Strachan,  thanking 
the  Council  for  the  sympathy  expressed  on  the  death  of  her 
husband. 

Elections. 

Twenty  members  were  elected  and  eight  restored  to  their 
former  position  in  the  Society.  Sixteen  student-associates 
were  also  elected,  and  three  names  were  restored  to  the 
register  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

Finance.. 

Mr.  Harrington  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  from  which  it  appears  that  during  February  the 
sum  of  2,fctol?.  16s.  bd.  was  received,  this  including  37?.  5s. 
from  penalties  and  costs,  1,663?.  4s.  subscriptions,  11/.  lis. 
school-fees,  and  11.  7s.  restoration-fees.  After  paying  the 
amounts  ordered  at  last  Council-meeting,  a  balance  of 
647?.  7s.  bd.  remains,  with  which  to  pay  the  following  items, 
passed  for  payment  by  the  Council  :

Mr.  Harrington  mentioned  that  a  donation  to  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  had  been  received  from  an  anonymous  donor  in 
memory  of  the  late  Francis  Yates.  Mr.  G.  W.  F.  Marsh, 
Monmouth,  forwarded  251.  ;  the  West  Ham  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation, six  guineas,  the  proceeds  of  the  Association's  annual 
dinner ;  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association,  six  guineas,  col- 


lected at  a  smoking-concert ;  the  Wolverhampton  Chemists' 
Association,  3/.  10s. ;  and  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Associa- 
tion, 15s.  The  report  of  the  accountant  on  the  Society's 
books  of  account  was  also  received. 

The  report  was  adopted  without  comment. 

The  Treasurer  was  empowered  to  pay  the  Jacob  Bell 
Scholars  the  second  moiety  of  their  scholarships. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which  the  Chairman, 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  its  adoption,  mentioned  that 
grants  amounting  to  144?.  had  been  recommended.  There 
was  a  long  list  before  the  committee,  and  two  cases  were 
deferred  for  further  inquiry,  the  object  being  to  secure  the 
co-operation  of  the  applicants'  friends. 

Dr.  Symes  having  seconded, 

Mr.  Cross  drew  attention  to  the  case  of  a  Walsall 
chemist's  assistant  who  died  recently,  leaving  a  widow  and 
eight  children.  Friends  are  endeavouring  to  secure  the 
admittance  of  one  of  the  children — Constance  Winifred 
James — to  the  Royal  Orphanage,  Wolverhampton,  and  Mr. 
Cross  appealed  to  the  craft  for  votes  and  influence. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

L.,  M.,  S.,  and  H.  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum.  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  next  moved  by  Mr.  Walter  Hills.  It 
dealt  with  certain  repairs  that  require  doing,  and  approved 
of  Messrs.  Parkinson's  bill  for  12?.  8s.  bd.  The  Dean  of 
the  School  reported  that  three  more  students  have  joined 
the  School  at  special  fees,  and  that  he  had  "  recently  learnt 
that  the  London  University  recognised  for  the  Intermediate 
Science  examination  the  elementary  course  of  botany  in  the 
Society's  School." 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  next  report  was  that  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee, 
which  met  on  Tuesday.  The  steps  taken  to  revise  the 
wording  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  were  noted,  and  the  fact  that 
the  Bill  had  been  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons  by 
Mr.  Winfrey  and  Mr.  Idris. 

Mr.  Wootton,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  said  the  in- 
structions given  by  the  Council  had  been  carried  out,  and 
the  Bill  had  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Winfrey.  The  Bill 
stands  in  a  better  position  now  than  it  has  ever  done. 
Several  letters  have  been  received  by  the  committee  in 
reference  to  a  Medical  Bill  which  is  being  drawn  up  by  the 
British  Medical  Association,  which  will  not  be  lost  sight  of 
when  the  Bill  is  drafted. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  he  wished  to  dissociate  himself  from  the 
Bill,  and  for  the  following  reasons.  The  evil  which  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  is  designed  to  remedy  is  the  appropriation  of 
personal  titles  by  companies  through  the  historic  decision 
of  the  House  of  Lords.  The  Bill  means  an  effort  to  remedy 
the  unjustness  of  that  decision.  The  Council  has  protested 
consistently  since  then,  and  has  tried  to  remedy  the  evil, 
but  from  various  causes  unsuccessfully.  The  present  Bill 
has  been  re-draited,  to  make  it  acceptable  to  the  general 
body  in  Parliament.  The  greatest  objection  to  the  Bill  is 
the  recognition  of  company  practice.  It  will  affect  the 
owners  of  qualifications  only,  and  not  the  people  who  direct 
the  efforts  of  the  qualified  persons.  The  directors  clause 
puts  a  company  in  the  position  of  a  qualified  individual. 
That  clause  originally  provided  that  all  the  directors  should 
be  qualified,  but  now  it  has  been  whittled  down  to  a  qualified 
director,  who  might  manage  one  to  four  hundred  establish- 
ments. He  (the  speaker)  saw  no  possibility  of  bringing 
the  clause  into  effective  operation,  even  if  it  were  adopted 
by  Parliament.  The  next  objection  is  the  curriculum 
clause.  He  did  not  object  to  a  high  standard  of  education, 
but  if  pharmacy  is  to  be  carried  on  by  unqualified  persons 
exploiting  the  public,  then  the  qualification  is  too  high 
and  the  necessity  for  a  curriculum  gone.  He  asked  lor  a 
reconsideration  of  the  question,  and  thought  he  was  justified 
considering  that  some  four  Parliamentary  candidates  had 
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signified  their  approval  of  the  principles  he  was  contending 
for.  No  good  can  come  from  the  present  Bill,  and  the  pro- 
fessional standard  which  the  Council  has  been  striving  for 
will  be  destroyed. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  he  agreed  in  the  main  with  the  views  of 
Mr.  Gifford,  but  objected  to  opposition  now  that  the  Bill 
is  before  the  House  of  Commons.  The  change  should  have 
been  made  last  October,  when  he  (the  speaker)  made  a  sug- 
gestion. If  the  Bill  is  not  advanced  this  Session,  he  reserved 
the  right  to  bring  up  the  point  again. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  it  was  inopportune  to  consider  the 
question  of  amending  the  Bill  at  that  time,  or  even  to 
discuss  the  matter  when  the  Bill  is  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  Council  tried  for  a  natural  policy  of  perfection,  and 
maintained  that  to  the  best  of  their  ability;  but  that  state 
of  things  has  had  to  be  given  up.  The  subject  has  been 
approached  time  after  time.  The  first  effort  was  that  all  the 
directors  should  be  qualified  men,  but  finding  they  had  not 
the  power  to  press  such  a  clause,  the  Council,  on  the  advice 
of  parliamentarians,  aimed  at  the  next  best  thing — that  one 
director  should  be  qualified.  The  Council  had,  in  fact,  to 
come  down  from  a  policy  of  perfection  to  a  policy  of  prac- 
ticability and  one  that  commends  itself  to  the  House  of 
Commons  

Mr.  Gifford  :  Neglecting  the  principle. 

Mr.  Harrison  :  The  principle  laid  down  in  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  is  that  every  business  shall  be  controlled  by  a  qualified 
person.  This  is  to  be  brought  about  by  a  qualified  director 
and  a  qualified  manager  in  each  shop.  However  much  the 
Council  desired,  they  could  not  do  away  with  companies. 
Companies  are  here,  and  will  remain.  The  joint-stock 
principle  has  commended  itself  to  the  people  of  this  country, 
and  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  interests  of  the  public  to  leave 
companies  outside  the  law ;  they  must  be  brought  into  line. 
As  far  as  he  could  see,  the  Bill  is  an  honest,  a  manly,  and 
he  hoped  will  prove  a  successful  attempt  to  deal  with  the 
question. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  committee  had  only 
carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  Council.  Clause  10  has 
been  modified  so  that  certificates  can  be  accepted  from  public 
educational  bodies,  and  the  Council  are  quite  willing  to 
extend  the  curriculum  to  include  these  technical  schools. 
The  Bill  has  actually  been  introduced,  and  many  more 
members  of  Parliament  signified  their  desire  to  back  the 
Bill,  but  Parliamentary  usage  limits  the  number  of  backers 
to  six.  The  Bill  stands  a  better  chance  than  ever  before. 
He  would  not  attempt  to  answer  Mr.  Gifford,  but  would 
remind  him  that,  although  Mr.  Gifford  is  a  member  of  the 
Council  and  Parliamentary  Committee,  he  (the  speaker) 
had  not  heard  of  any  amendment  or  alternative  being 
brought  forward. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  I  have. 

The  President  :  The  Bill  is  drafted  in  such  a  way  as  to 
make  it  acceptable  to  Parliament.  It  was  considered  un- 
reasonable to  ask  that  all  directors  should  be  qualified. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  I  have  taken  every  opportunity  of  protest- 
ing. 

The  President  :  But  not  in  an  effective  way  by  moving  an 
alternative  as  an  amendment.  The  prospects  of  the  Bill  are 
good,  and  the  President  added  there  is  hope  that  it  will 
receive  attention  before  a  sympathetic  Parliament.  He 
hoped  each  member  would  use  every  endeavour  to  support 
the  Bill  in  the  public  interests. 

Mr.  Atkins  said  it  was  most  unfortunate  that  his  "  ex- 
tremely conscientious  and  consistent  friend  "  should  think 
it  his  duty  at  that  moment  to  divide  the  House.  The  Oppo- 
sition will  magnify  the  incident,  and  he  thought  Mr.  Gifford 
most  unwise  in  giving  expression  to  his  views.  He  (Mr. 
Atkins)  had  had  to  water  down  his  views.  "  We  are  not  up 
in  a  balloon,"  he  said,  "but  are  dealing  with  actualities, 
and  in  the  public  interests  we  are  doing  all  we  can  to  bring 
companies  into  line." 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Scholarship  Examinations. 
The  General  Purposes  Committee  considered  the  amend- 
ment of  the  regulations  governing  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Man- 
chester  Scholarships,    and   recommended   that   they  be 
amended  in  accordance  with  the  modifications  contained  in 

^i.'-       ndar  '  <see  °-  «*-'  D->  December  9,  1905.  p.  911). 
lhis  was  agreed  to. 


Other  Business. 

The  Treasurer  obtained  permission  to  affix  the  seal  of  the 
Society  to  a  surrender  of  a  lease  in  respect  of  a  small  piece 
of  land  on  the  Society's  estate  at  Shorthands.  A  fresh  lease 
with  increased  security  is  being  granted. 

The  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Association  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Parliamentary  Committee,  which  is  being  considered  by  the 
Society's  solicitor. 

Two  or  three  other  letters  containing  valuable  suggestions 
as  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  had  been  received,  said  the  Presi- 
dent. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  A.  A.  Barrett,  Messina, 
offering  hospitality  to  the  Society's  representative  at  the 
Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  which  is  to  be  held  in  Rome. 

The  examiners  appointed  to  conduct  the  Pereira  Medal 
Competition  examination  signified  their  consent. 

The  Privy  Council  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the 
Registrar's  Report  for  1905. 

Notice  of  Motion. 

Mr.  Hagon  gave  notice  that  he  would  at  the  next  Council- 
meeting  move  a  resolution  that  the  Secretary,  before  the  last 
clay  of  April,  supply  lists  of  those  who  have  not  paid  their 
subscriptions  to  divisional  secretaries,  and  that  personal 
calls  be  made  on  those  who  have  ceased  membership.  The 
prevention  of  the  improper  use  of  the  letters  "  M.P.S.  by 
such  persons  is  also  to  be  included  in  the  motion. 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 


1Ro$aI  3nstitutkm. 

PROFESSOR  J.  J.  THOMSON,  F.R.S.,  gave,  on  Satur- 
day afternoon,  March  3,  the  first  of  six  lectures  ex- 
pounding the 

Corpuscular  Theory  of  Matter. 
He  first  demonstrated  the  existence  and  material  of  cor- 
puscles, which  are  supposed  to  be  the  basis  of  all  matter,  by 
showing  that  the  cathode  rays  in  a  Crookes  tube  can  be 
intercepted  with  a  piece  of  mica,  a  shadow  being  cast  on  the 
wall  of  the  tube,  and  by  magnetic  and  electrostatic  deflec- 
tion of  the  rays.  Similar  cathode  particles  are  emitted  by  a 
piece  of  incandescent  lime,  and  these  rays  can  also  be  elec- 
trostatically deflected.  These  corpuscles  must  be  material 
particles  of  some  kind,  but  though  they  cannot  get  through 
mica  it  was  proved  that  they  can  get  through  gold  leaf  if 
sufficiently  thin.  To  an  age  that  knew  not  radium  it  was 
somewhat  disquieting  to  find  that  particles  of  matter  pene- 
trate matter.  But  forcing  water  through  gold  under 
pressure  was  an  ancient  experiment,  and  when  radium  was 
investigated  these  doubts  were  set  at  rest.  Professor 
Thomson  investigated  the  mass  and  electric  charge  of  cor- 
puscles under  balanced  magnetic  and  electrostatic  forces, 
on  the  principle  that  the  force  exerted  depends  on  the 
velocity  and  mass  of  the  particle.  The  velocity  when  cal- 
culated was  found  to  depend  on  the  exhaustion  of  the  tube, 
and  varied  from  a  third  of  that  of  light  to  a  scarcely  detect- 
able 1.000  miles  per  second.  If  one  of  the  balanced  forces 
be  removed,  the  consequent  deflection  of  the  rays  gives,  by 
means  of  a  dynamical  equation  founded  on  one  of  the  laws 
of  motion,  the  ratio  of  the  electric  charge  on  the  corpuscle 
to  its  mass.  It  is  found  that  whatever  the  speed  of  the 
particles,  whatever  tube,  gas.  or  electrode  be  used,  this  ratio 
remains  constant.  Hence  the  corpuscle  must  be  something 
common  to  all  matter.  The  size  of  tne  ratio  for  the 
hydrogen  atom  in  electrolysis  is  numerically  equal  to  10', 
but  for  the  hydrogen  corpuscle  in  cathode  rays  it  is  about 
1.7  X  107,  or  about  seventeen  hundred  times  as  great.  To 
determine  to  what  this  difference  is  clue  the  relative  mass  of 
the  corpuscle  was  calculated.  If  air  be  freed  from  dust  it 
can  be  supersaturated  with  moisture  without  water  being 
deposited,  or  any  cloud  or  fog  formed,  because  deposition 
and  fog  are  due  to  the  dust  supplying  nuclei  on  which 
aqueous  vapour  condenses.  It  is  found  that  charged  cor- 
puscles introduced  into  a  supersaturated  atmosphere  perform 
the  same  office,  and  the  measure  of  the  corpuscles  can  be 
calculated  from  the  quantity  of  water  thus  deposited.  The 
electric  charge  on  the  water-drops  can  be  measured  and  thus 
the  mass  of  one  corpuscle  is  calculable.  It  is  found  that  the 
electric  charge  on  the  hydrogen  corpuscle  is  equal  to  that  on 
the  hydrogen  atom,  and  that  the  corpuscle  is  therefore  1,700 
times  smaller  than  the  atom.

A MEETING  of  the  local  committee  was  held  at  the 
Grand  Hotel,  Birmingham,  on  Thursday,  March  1. 
Mr.  Thomas  Barclay  (Chairman)  presided,  and  among  those 
present  were  Messrs.  A.  W.  Southall,  G.  E.  Perry,  (Jharles 
Thompson  (Hon.  Local  Secretary),  James  Radford,  A. 
Blackbourn,  R.  Hollick,  F.  H.  Alcock,  E.  Corfield,  A.  H. 
Harris,  E.  W.  Mann,  J.  Cuxson,  F.  H.  Prosser,  James 
Mackenzie,  J.  Poole,  and  J.  Wakefield — all  of  Birmingham  ; 
Alderman  Cross  (Shrewsbury)  ;  F.  J.  Gibson,  T.  H.  Cole- 
man, W.  R.  Warner,  S.  Philips,  and  Councillor  Wilcox 
(Wolverhampton)  ;  C.  W.  Turner,  A.  E.  Coverdale,  and 
J.  Twinberrow  (Worcester)  ;  J.  Cattell  (Knowle),  B.  F. 
Caddick  (West  Bromwich),  J.  Smith  (Handsworth),  and  a 
number  of  ladies. 

The  Chairman  expressed  pleasure  at  seeing  so  many 
ladies,  and  hoped  that  this  year  they  would  succeed  in 

Galvanising  the  Conference 
into  some  more  effective  force  than  it  had  been  for  the 
promotion  of  the  interests  of  pharmacy.  The  Conference, 
iie  believed,  had  been  languishing.  In  conversation  with 
Dr.  Price  (head  of  the  Chemical  Department  of  the 
Technical  School,  and  a  most  capable  chemist  )  he  learned 
that  pharmacists  were  far  behind  their  German  and 
American  confreres  in  higher  education  in  connection  with 
pharmacy.  Dr.  Price  would,  he  believed,  read  a  paper  at 
the  Conference,  and  he  hoped  he  would  take  as  his  text 
this  particular  phase  of  the  question.  They  existed  as  a 
pharmaceutical  body  not  for  the  purpose  of  money-making, 
but  to  carry  forward  the  banner  of  pharmacy  and  keep 
abreast  of  other  nations  of  the  world.  The  reason  they 
lagged  behind  was  because  of  the  action  of  successive 
Governments  who  had  allowed  pharmacy  to  be  broken  up 
by  store  competition,  and  had  not  helped  British  chemists 
to  meet  the  competition  of  their  American,  German,  and 
French  rivals  by  granting  sufficient  facility  in  obtaining 
duty-free  spirit  in  the  manufacture  of  their  alkaloids.  On 
the  Continent  Governments  subsidise  secondary  education ; 
they  develop  experimental  science  and  carry  out  various 
investigations,  and  in  that  way  bring  honour  to  their 
country  and  money  to  the  coffers  of  those  engaged  in  the 
'business.  He  hoped  that  in  Birmingham  they  would  try  to 
do  something  in  that  direction  so  as  to  give  a  higher  tone  to 
pharmaceutical  education.  The  last  Government  did  some- 
thing by  promoting  a  Bill  which  would  have  enabled  them 
to  use  spirit  on  equal  terms  with  their  foreign  competitors ; 
but  a  great  deal  more  has  to  be  done,  and  there  is  no  doubt, 
Mr.  Barclay  said,  that  public  opinion  is  very  much  with 
them  in  their  efforts  to  secure  higher  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion.   (Hear,  hear.) 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  consider  various  details  in 
connection  with  the  Conference. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  Jeffrey  Poole)  reported  that  in  re- 
sponse to  his  circular 

A  Fair  Amount  of  Subscriptions 
.■had  been  received  towards  the  Guarantee  Fund.  Mr. 
Gibson  promised  a  donation  from  the  Wolverhampton  Asso- 
ciation, and  a  number  of  other  subscriptions  were  received 
at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Thompson  reported  what  had  been  done  in  the  way 
of  canvassing,  and  in  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  programme  which  the  canvassers  might  be  able  to  lay 
before  those  on  whom  they  called,  the  Chairman  said  it 
would  be  sufficient  to  tell  them  that  on  the  Monday  night 
there  would  be  a  reception  by  the  Lord  Mayor  ;  on  Tuesday 
morning  the  presidential  address  would  be  given  at 
ten  o'clock,  and  the  Conference  would  go  on,  with  an 
•interval  for  luncheon,  till  four  o'clock,  which  would  be 
repeated  the  next  day.  The  Local  Ladies  Committee  would 
look  after  the  comfort  of  the  ladies  visiting  Birmingham. 
•On  Tuesday  night  there  would  be  a  dance  and  a  concert, 
and  on  Wednesday  night  he  hoped  to  give  a  reception  at 
Edgbaston  Botanical  Gardens,  to  which  all  the  members  of 
the  Conference  would  be  invited.  On  Thursday  there  would 
'be  an  excursion. 

Various  Committees 
were  then  formed,  all  present  being  constituted  into  a 
General  Purposes  Committee,  and  from  this  an  Entertain- 


ments Committee,  a  Canvassing  Committee,  and  a  Recep- 
tion Committee  were  formed.  The  Canvassing  Committee 
consists  of  the  Divisional  Secretaries,  with  Messrs.  Black- 
bourn,  Hollick,  and  Richards,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
number.  Alderman  Cross  undertook  to  look  after  his 
district,  Mr.  Gibson  will  be  responsible  for  Wolverhampton, 
and  Mr.  Turner  (who  stated  that  practically  all  the  chemists 
in  Worcester  had  joined  the  Conference)  promised  to  look 
after  that  district.  A  strong  Ladies'  Committee  was  also 
appointed,  including  Mrs.  Barclay,  Miss  M.  Barclay,  Mrs. 
Gerrard,  Mrs.  Gibson,  Mrs.  Cross,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Southall, 
Mrs.  Gilbert  Southall,  Mrs.  Cuxson,  Mrs.  Alcock,  Mrs. 
Perrv,  Mrs.  Poole.  Mrs.  and  Miss  Radford,  Miss  Wilcox, 
Mrs."Thompson,  Mrs.  J.  Wakefield,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Cattell,  Mrs. 
F.  Smith,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Lowther,  Mrs.  Prosser,  Mrs. 
Buckingham,  and  Mrs.  Scott,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
number. 

Alderman  Cross  emphasised  the  Chairman's  remarks  about 
getting  members  to  join  the  Conference.  No  doubt  the 
Conference  going  about  from  year  to  year  loses  its  members, 
but  they  would  try  to  get  more. 

A  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  venue,  of  the  excursion 
on  the  Thursday.  The  Worcester  representatives  offered  a 
cordial  invitation  for  the  members  of  the  Conference  to  visit 
Worcester  and  Malvern,  and  eventually  it  was  decided  that 
this  district  should  be  visited. 


3lonoon  Cbemtsts'  association. 


A GENERAL  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.G.,  on  March  7, 
Mr.  F.  W.  Truman  (Chairman  of  Council)  presiding.  There 
was  a  fair  attendance,  those  present  including  Messrs. 
Burton,  Campbell,  Douglas,  Pentney,  Pond,  Powell,  Slator, 
Upfill,  White,  Willson,  Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend),  Wippell 
Gadd  (Exeter),  H.  Antcliffe  (Sheffield),  and  Betty  (Hon. 
Secretary). 

Benevolent  Fund. — A  sum  of  five  guineas  was,  by  unani- 
mous consent,  donated  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  Mr.  Betty 
stating  that  he  would  add  an  extra  guinea,  as  he  did  last 
year. 

Direct  Parliamentary  Representation. — In  the  course 
of  an  exhaustive  paper  on  this  subject,  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd 
recapitulated  what  had  been  done  and  said  and  written  re- 
garding this  scheme.  Divers  authorities,  he  said,  are  agreed 
that  the  representation  of  pharmacy  in  Parliament  is  desir- 
able, not  only  for  the  promotion  of  legislation  directly  affect- 
ing pharmacists,  but  for  continual  watching  in  the  interests 
of  the  public  health  and  safety  in  general  and  the  needs  of 
the  calling  in  particular.  The  objections  to  the  scheme  were 
(1)  political;  (2)  ethical;  and  (3)  financial.  It  was  thought 
by  some  that  the  scheme  would  involve  the  betrayal  of  per- 
sonal political  principles  and  the  subordination  of  national 
and  imperial  interests  to  those  of  a  class.  A  certain  associa- 
tion recommended  its  members  to  vote  for  certain  candidates 
because  of  their  attitude  towards  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  without 
regard  for  their  general  opinions  on  national  and  imperial 
questions.  If  this  were  the  case,  it  was  a  direct  interference 
with  political  principles,  and  could  not  be  too  strongly  con- 
demned by  those  who  have  convictions  on  subjects  other  than 
those  connected  with  their  means  of  livelihood.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  a  direct  representative  or  representatives  were 
obtained  by  the  means  of  a  central  fund,  the  general  balance 
of  political  power  would  not  in  any  way  be  upset.  The 
ethical  objection  came  chiefly  from  the  other  side  of  the 
Tweed,  and  was  too  subtle  for  the  Saxon  mind.  The  finan- 
cial objection  was  undoubtedly  the  most  serious  one,  but  it 
was  useless  to  pass  abstract  resolutions  if  those  voting  for 
the  same  are  not  prepared  personally  to  tax  themselves  in 
support  of  their  views.  The  best  means  would  be  to  ap- 
proach members  of  the  various  local  associations.  A  sum  of 
400L  per  year  is  probably  the  minimum  amount  needed  to 
accomplish  anything.  If  the  fifty  associations  affiliated  to 
the  Federation  and  the  thirty-six  not  affiliated,  representing 
approximately  3,500  individuals,  gave  2s.  6d.  a  head  per 
annum,  the  required  sum  would  be  raised.  Each  associa- 
tion should  guarantee  as  many  half-crowns  as  it  has  members. 
With  regard  to  administration,  the  suggestion  that  the 
money  should  be  handed  over  to  the  Society  at  Bloomsbury 
is  hardly  likely  to  find  favour-.      The  most  loyal  of  its 
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members  would  probably  find  it  difficult  to  point  to  any 
chartered  body  which  had  accomplished  less  legislative  work 
in  more  time  at  larger  expense.  A  board  of  trustees  might 
be  appointed,  consisting  of  (say)  the  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  Federation  of  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Associations,  the  Chairman  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  and  the  President  of  the  Drug  Club, 
with  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  elected  at  a  meeting  of  the 
subscribers. 

Discussion. — Mr.  Fearer  Clarke  said  the  North  Kent 
Association  not  only  favoured  the  scheme,  but  at  the  meet- 
ing at  which  it  was  discussed  they  subscribed  61.  6s.  there 
and  then.  Since  the  meeting  he  had  received  other  sums, 
and  he  had  10/.  in  hand  as  the  nucleus  of  a  Parliamentary 
fund.  Mr.  Burton  thought  the  essence  of  the  affair  was 
that  the  London  Chemists'  Association  should  do  everything 
in  its  power  to  bring  the  idea  to  a  final  issue.  The  adminis- 
tration of  the  fund  by  a  board  of  trustees  or  board  of 
directors  would  be  more  generally  favoured  than  placing  it 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  did  not 
think  the  sum  suggested — 400/. — was  anything  like 
adequate,  as  he  knew  from  personal  experience  that  it  took 
much  more  than  that  to  keep  a  constituency  in  working 
order.  He  imagined  that  the  "certain  association"  whose 
advice  to  chemists  regarding  their  voting  was  condemned 
by  Mr.  Gadd  was  the  London  Chemists'  Association.  If 
so,  he  thought  the  Committee  were  ready  to  stand  any 
criticism  on  their  action,  and  he  held  that  their  action  was 
justified  by  results.  Instead  of  restricting  the  amount  of 
donation  to  the  proposed  fund  to  2.?.  6d.  per  member,  he 
would  suggest  that  each  member  of  a  local  association  should 
make  himself  responsible  for  a  canvass  of  the  chemists  who 
were  non-members  in  his  district,  and  much  more  money 
would  be  obtained  in  that  way.  Mr.  Betty  inquired  what 
support  they  were  likely  to  get  from  the  Drug  Club.  Mr. 
Oadd  answered  that  he  had  no  definite  statement  from  the 
Club  on  the  point ;  he  believed  the  Club  was  waiting  for 
retailers  to  lead  the  way.  The  following  resolutions  were 
then  put  formally  and  unanimously  agreed  to  : 

That  this  Association  is  in  favour  of  the  representation  of 
pharmacy  in  Parliament. 

That,  in  order  to  ensure  this,  a  special  fund  be  instituted. 
When  the  third  was  put  forward — 

That  this  Association  will  support  such  a  fund  to  the 
utmost  of  its  power,  and  urges  all  pharmacists  to  spare  no 
ettorts  to  ensure  it  success 

—Mr.  Pentney  interposed.  He  wanted  to  know  when  this 
future  representation  was  going  to  come  about.  The  present 
Covernment  would  probably  be  in  power  lor  a  good  many 
years,  and  at  present  chemists  had  neither  a  man  in  the  field 
nor  a  constituency  selected  for  him.  Mr.  Winfrey  had 
introduced  the  Pharmacy  Bill  already,  and  Mr.  Idris  would 
support  him  to  the  utmost.  He  had  no  doubt  something 
would  be  done  for  pharmacy  during  the  life  of  this  Parlia- 
ment, and  he  thought  they  should  concentrate  their  efforts 
on  lobbying.  He  was  quite  in  favour  of  direct  representa- 
tion but  he  saw  many  difficulties  in  the  way.  After  some 
1,u.l£er  discussion  it  was  agreed  to  refer  the  consideration 
or  the  third  resolution  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  for

TUIE  twenty-eighth  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at 
JL  30  Bloomsbury  Square  on  Thursday,  March  1,  Mr. 
David  Howard  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  accounts  for 
1905  and  the  annual  report  were  approved.  Messrs.  Robert 
E.  Alison,  W.  T.  Burgess,  and  P.  A.  E.  Richards  were 
appointed  Hon.  Auditors. 

Presidential  Address. 
Mr.  Howard,  in  addressing  the  Fellows,  reviewed  the 
work  of  the  Institute  during  his  three-years'  presidency, 
and  referred  to  the  new  examinations  in  technical  chemistry, 
the  first  of  which  will  be  held  in  October.  In  this  connec- 
tion he  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Institute  may  in  future 
have  for  its  presidents  industrial  chemists  as  well  as  those 
eminent  for  educational  and  strictly  professional  work. 
The  chief  function  of  the  Institute  is,  he  said,  to  register 
competent  consulting,  analytical,  and  technical  chemists, 
and  the  Institute  may  safely  claim  to  represent  the  pro- 
fession. The  Council  regard  it  as  their  duty  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  profession,  and,  so  far  as  they  are  able, 
to  maintain  it  on  a  sound  and  satisfactory  basis.  In  this 
connection  he  referred  to  the  representations  which  had 
been  made  to  authorities,  and  which  we  commented  upon 
some  time  ago  (C.  db  D.  December  16,  1905,  p.  945).  He 
considered  that  the  response  the  Council  had  received  with 
reference  to  the  gratuitous  performance  of  analyses  at 
agricultural  colleges  was  not  satisfactory.  Mr.  Howard 
also  referred  to  the  great  advances  in  chemistry  which  had 
been  due  to  the  work  of  private  practitioners,  and  considered 
that  any  action  which  tends  to  interfere  with  the  individual 
practitioner  would  be  fatal  to  progress.  He  also  touched 
upon  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  matter,  and  stated 
that  the  Executive  Committee  have  recently  given  the 
assurance  of  their  desire  to  avoid  any  cause  for  complaint. 
He  thought  the  profession  had  reached  a  somewhat  critical 
stage  in  its  history.  With  greater  facilities  for  training, 
and  consequently  a  larger  supply  of  chemists,  it  is  evident 
that  only  the  most  efficient  can  hope  to  be  successful.  He 
believed  the  demand  for  chemists  is  increasing,  but 
authorities  and  manufacturers  are  learning  that  they  must 
have  efficiency.  He  objected  to  the  practice,  which  had 
grown  of  late,  of  blaming  the  universities  for  the  loss  of 
certain  industries.  He  maintained  that  while  chemists 
are  improving  so  greatly  in  efficiency  it  is  absurd  to  blame 
the  professors.  Every  decade  does  not  bring  a  Hofmann, 
but  there  are  many  teachers  at  the  present  day  under  whom 
the  bulk  of  Fellows  and  associates  are  proud  to  say  they 
have  been  trained.  The  Institute  afforded  a  great  benefit 
to  the  public  by  aiding  its  discrimination  in  the  selection  of 
competent  chemists  of  acknowledged  ability  and  professional 
integrity ;  they  could  rely  on  each  Fellow  and  associate  to 
further  the  reputation  of  the  Institute  by  his  character  and 
conduct,  by  the  soundness  of  his  work,  and  by  the  cultiva- 
tion of  professional  feeling. 

New  Officers. 

Mr.  Howard  then  re- 
ferred to  the  new 
President,  Professor 
Percy  F.  Frankland, 
who  has  long  been 
associated  with  the 
Institute,  and  whose 
father,  Sir  Edward 
Frankland,  was  the 
founder  and  first 
President.

Society  of  Chemical  3noustn>. 

NOTTINGHAM  SECTION. 
A  Meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  on  February  28  at 
University  College,  Nottingham,  when  the  Chairman  (Mr. 
J.  M.  C.  Paton)  contributed  a  note  on 

The  Decarbonising  of  Animal  Charcoal. 
Wood  or  vegetable  charcoal  is  practically  useless  for 
decolorising  liquids,  so  that  the  efficiency  of  animal  charcoal 
in  this  respect  is  often  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  carbon 
is  of  animal  origin  as  distinct  from  vegetable  origin.  This, 
however,  does  not  appear  to  be  really  the  case,  as  the 
colouring-matter  filtered  out  from  the  liquids  of  vegetable 
origin,  which  in  time  fills  the  pores  of  the  charcoal — on  re- 
burning  this  when  spent  to  revivify  it — is  reduced  to  vege- 
table charcoal,  and  yet  restores  the  efficiency  of  the  original 
substance  which  was  of  animal  origin.  The  efficiency  of  the 
animal  charcoal  is  consequently  continually  diminishing,  and 
from  the  observed  facts  Mr.  Paton  infers  that  the  power  of 
carbon  to  remove  colour  is  due  more  to  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  displayed  in  the  porosities  of  the  char  than  to  its  origin, 
whether  animal  or  vegetable. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Lloyd  also  read  a  paper  on 

The  Bacteriological  Testing  of  Disinfectants. 
The  author  said  the  subject  is  one  of  vital  importance, 
because  an  inferior  preparation  which  does  not  do  the  work 
expected  of  it  becomes  a  source  of  danger.  Legislation 
should  be  enacted  by  which  fraud  in  this  respect  could  be 
punished,  but  for  this  purpose  a  correct  valuation  would  be 
necessary.  A  statement  of  analysis  which  shows  percentages 
of  phenols,  hydrocarbons,  resin  acids,  alkali,  etc.,  though 
it  gives  data  of  a  kind,  gives  none  of  value.  The  physical 
condition  in  which  the  disinfectant  is  to  be  used  is  a  point 
of  considerable  importance.  Chemical  methods  are,  how- 
ever, at  times  of  service  in  foretelling  the  suitability  of  a 
given  bactericide  for  a  particular  purpose.  Bacteriological 
methods,  which  until  recently  were  wrapped  in  some  con- 
fusion, have  become  of  much  value  since  the  Rideal- Walker 
method  was  published.  As  originally  described  it  is  as 
follows  : 

To  5  c.c.  of  a  disinfectant  add  5  drops  of  a  twenty-four- 
hours-old  blood-heat  culture  of  the  organism  in  broth  ;  shake, 
and  take  sub-cultures  every  2£  minutes  up  to  fifteen  minutes. 
Incubate  these  sub-cultures  at  37°  C.  for  at  least  forty-eight 
hours. 

Allowing  thirty  seconds  for  each  act  of  medication  and  the 
same  time  for  making  each  sub-culture,  four  dilutions  of 
the  disinfectant  under  examination,  together  with  one 
standard  control,  may  be  tested  against  the  same  culture 
under  conditions  which  make  the  result  strictly  comparable. 
When  a  dilution  of  the  disinfectant  is  obtained  which  does 
the  same  work  as  the  standard  carbolic-acid  dilution,  the 
former  is  divided  by  the  latter,  and  the  ratio  so  obtained  is 
called  the  carbolic-acid  coefficient.  It  is  unfortunate,  how- 
ever, that  only  good  relative  values  are  obtained  in  the 
hands  of  any  one  worker  who  carries  out  the  prescribed 
conditions.  The  work  of  a  large  number  of  observers  on 
the  same  organism  and  the  same  disinfectant  shows  a  good 
deal  of  variation  as  far  as  the  coefficients  found  are  con- 
cerned. In  consequence  of  this,  various  possible  conditions 
were  studied,  such  as  (1)  the  action  of  distilled  water  for 
dilution  compared  with  a  moderately  hard  tap-water  ;  (2)  the 
effect  of  a  filtered  and  unfiltered  agar  culture  on  the  coeffi- 
cient ;  (5)  the  effect  of  filtration  of  broth  cultures  to  deter- 
mine any  difference  that  might  arise  if  the  unfiltered  broth 
culture  were  shaken  immediately  before  some  of  it  was 
removed  for  the  medication  of  the  dilute  disinfectant 
Lemco  was  used  for  the  preparation  of  the  broth  solution' 


adding  thereto  the  same  weight  of  Witte's  peptone  and  half 
the  weight  of  common  salt.  From  the  result  of  numerous 
experiments  which  are  carefully  tabulated  in  the  paper  the 
author  concludes  (1)  that  distilled  water  only  should  be 
used  for  dilution ;  (2)  that  agar  cultures  should  be  aban- 
doned in  favour  of  broth,  and  that  the  broth  culture  should 
be  filtered  through  ordinary  filter-paper.  It  should  also  be 
I  made  imperative  that  the  carbolic  acid  used  should  be 
standardised  by  bromine  titration,  as  the  pure  crystals  on 
the  market  contain  varying  amounts  of  moisture — sometimes 
as  much  as  8  per  cent.  It  is  very  evident  that  accurate 
work  is  out  of  the  question  if  the  disinfectants  are  to  be 
put  into  competition  with  a  variable  standard. 


MANCHESTER  SECTION. 
A  Meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel  on 
March  2.  Mr.  Herbert  Porter,  F.I.C.,  read  a  paper  on 
"Beetroot  Sugar  Industry  in  England."  In  the  discussion 
sugar-beet  growing  as  a  means  of  solving  the  agricultural 
problem  was  advocated.  A  farmer  in  the  audience  said  he 
had  grown  beet  experimentally  on  a  sewage  farm  in  the 
Manchester  district.  There  was  produced  22^  tons  of  roots 
per  acre,  and  an  analysis  showed  16.5  per  cent,  of  sugar  in 
the  beet,  a  result  as  good  as  sugar-cane.  A  West  Suffolk 
experiment  gave  a  profit  of  51.  15s.  per  acre.  Mr.  Stein,  of 
Liverpool,  said  there  are  in  Europe  1,800  sugar  factories, 
employing  from  3,000  to  4,000  chemists.  80,000^.  is  the  sum 
required  to  start  a  factory  in  England,  but  so  far  the  money 
is  not  forthcoming.  More  than  2,000  experiments  have 
convinced  him  that  beets  can  be  produced  with  an  average 
of  15  to  16  per  cent,  of  sugar,  and  taking  the  cost  of  cultiva- 
tion and  of  sugar  manufacture  into  account,  the  investor 
ought  to  get  15  per  cent,  profit  on  his  outlay.  Fifteen  tons 
of  beet  per  acre  is  an  average,  and  the  cost  of  cultivation  : 
should  not  exceed  3/.  lO.s.  per  acre.  It  cost  7s.  per  ton  or  ; 
beet-root  to  manufacture  the  sugar.

TEN  suicides  and  three  misadventures  by  poison  have 
been  recorded  during  the  past  week.    Five  scheduled  | 
poisons — laudanum  (4),  carbolic  acid  (3),  oxalic  acid  (2),  I 
aconite,  and  rat-poison  (strychnine) — caused  the  bulk  of  1 
these  fatalities,  and  hydrochloric  acid  was  taken  in  the 
remaining  two  cases.    One  of  the  misadventures  occurred  in 
Wandsworth,  where  Eliza  Jackson,  a  railway  porter's  wife, 
inadvertently  drank  carbolic  acid  from  a  bottle  labelled 
"  Poison.   Finest  Irish  Whisky."   The  carbolic-acid  suicides 
were   at   Birkenhead,  where   it   was   taken  by  Hannah 
Eddowes,  and  at  Dublin,  where  the  victim    was  Mary 
O'Reilly,  a  domestic  servant,  who  obtained  the  carbolic  acid 
from  Mr.  F.  Martin,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Harold's  Cross 
Road,  on  the  pretence  that  it  was  for  disinfecting  purposes. 
Mr.  Martin  complied  with  all  the  stipulations  of  the  Acl 
before  selling  and  likewise  took  the  girl's  name  and  address. 
An  overdose  of  laudanum,  inadvertently  taken,  caused  th< 
death  of  Frederick  de  Ricco,  a  commercial  traveller,  at 
Cardiff. — John   Quin,    an   Edinburgh   vanman,   drank  ; 
shillingsworth  of  laudanum,  and  died  next  morning  in  th 
Royal   Infirmary. — A  woman  named  Dobson,   living  a 
Kendal,    purchased   laudanum   from   Mr.    George  Vogt 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  from  Mr.  Alfred  Taylor,  chemis 
and  druggist,  both  of  Kendal.    She  took  a  large  dose  an 
died. — William  Aviss,  of  Coventry,  poisoned  himself  wit 
laudanum. — Arthur  Rapps,  a  shoemaker,  at  High  Littletoi 
drank  a  fatal  dose  of  oxalic  acid,  and  George  Gilber 
a  Lambeth  plumber,  killed  himself  by  the  same  means. - 
Raymond  Rothwell,  a  Manchester  cashier,  who  had  bet 
speculating  unsuccessfully,  drank  a  quantity  of  poisonc 
liniment,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died. — A  baker,  namf  . 
Herbert  James  Leeds,  living  at  Tong,  near  Sittingbourn 
has  committed  suicide  by  taking  rat-poison. — The  suicid 
with  hydrochloric  acid  occurred  at  Slough,  the  victim  ben 
Mary  Wright,  a  housekeeper,  and  at  Cawsand.  where  t 
corrosive  was  taken  by  John  Redley  Sprague,  a  Plymou 
plumber.    At  an  inquiry  held  at  Poplar  concerning  t 
death  of  Elsie  Violet  Grout  (15),  a  domestic  servant,  wi 
died  from  peritonitis,  following  inflammation,  it  was  stat  ■ 
that  she  had  taken  the  contents  of  two  boxes  of  antibilic 
pills  and  some  liquorice-powder.

A  Meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday,  February  28,  at  9.15  p.m.,  Mr.  Alexander 
McCutcheon  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  business  of  the 
meeting  consisted  of  two  papers  by  Messrs.  W.  B.  Cowie, 
F.C.S.,  and  W.  Dickson,  the  first  being  on 

Ext.  Euonymi  Sicctjm. 
The  authors  had  examined  four  commercial  samples,  and 
reported  that  the  moisture  in  them  varied  from  4.3  to 
6.3  per  cent.,  the  matter  soluble  in  45-per-cent.  alcohol 
ranged  from  60.6  to  73.6  per  cent.,  and  the  ash  from 
22.9  to  30.2  per  cent,  (on  the  dried  extract).  The  composi- 
tion of  the  ash  was  completely  detailed,  calcium  phosphate 
(78.6  to  91.7  per  cent.)  being  the  chief  constituent,  as  the 
B.P.  prescribes.  The  authors  called  attention  to  the 
variation  in  ash  :  3.66  per  cent,  is  the  proportion  natural  to 
the  extract.  They  considered  the  B.P.  direction  as  to  the 
addition  of  a  fourth  of  calcium  phosphate  during  the  manu- 
facture does  not  settle  how  much  there  will  be  in  the  final 
product.  They  noted  with  satisfaction  that  commercial 
extracts  are  free  from  kieselguhr,  kaolin,  lycopodium,  and 
alum. 

Assay  of  Linimentum  Camphors. 
Experimental  quantities  of  the  liniment  were  made,  80  c.c. 
of  oil  and  20  grams  of  camphor  yielding  100  c.c.  of  product. 
The  temperature  of  solution  did  not  vary  more  than  1.5°  C. 
from  the  normal,  and  the  authors  concluded  that  no  chemical 
change  takes  place,  as  has  been  inferred.  Their  method  of 
assay  was  to  heat  10  c.c.  (taken  by  weight)  and  8  c.c.  of 
olive  oil  in  a  water-bath  and  in  a  sand-bath  until  the  weights 
were  constant.  Olive  oil  lost  0.162  per  cent,  on  the  sand- 
bath  (150°  C.)  up  to  four  hours'  exposure,  then  it  gained 
in  weight.  The  liniment  lost  20.8  per  cent,  bv  weight 
(19.25  w/v)  on  the  water-bath,  and  21.5  by  weight  (19.9 
w/v)  at  150°  C.  The  higher  temperature  gives  the  better 
results.  A  number  of  trade  samples  of  the  liniment  were 
examined,  with  the  following  results  :

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W..  on  March  1, 
twenty  members  were  present,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  G.  C. 
Paterson)  being  in  the  chair.  Mr.  R.  E.  Lownsbrough  read 
a  paper  on 

Rocks  and  their  Formation, 
in  which  he  first  reconstructed  in  an  interesting  manner  the 
early  phases  of  the  earth's  growth,  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  the  British  Isles,  from  the  time  when  the  solar 
system  was  in  the  gaseous  state.  After  this  had  condensed 
sufficiently  to  split  up  into  segments  with  the  sun  as  the 
attracting  centre,  the  earth  formed  by  the  agglomeration 
and  cooling  of  planetary  rings  (similar  to  those  round 
Saturn),  and  the  temperature  was  so  reduced  that  dissocia- 
tion of  all  the  elements  was  no  longer  possible,  various 
combinations  took  place,  and  a  thick  envelope,  probably  of 
silicates,  was  produced  round  the  glowing  mass.  Hydrogen 
and  oxygen,  combining  to  form  water,  evaporated,  con- 
densed in  space,  and  fell  again  on  to  the  land,  until  a  con- 
dition was  reached  in  which  water  would  remain  on  the 


surface.  The  atmosphere  must  have  been  composed  of  all 
kinds  of  gaseous  combinations — fluorides,  iodides,  chlorides, 
sulphides,  and  carbon  compounds — which  would  dissolve 
in  the  water-vapour,  and  the  first  seas  would  be  charged 
with  salts  and  acids  which,  reacting  with  the  land  surface, 
would  produce  new  compounds.  Life  was  not  present.  With 
the  next  era,  called  the  palaeozoic,  life  commenced  in  the 
shallow  seas  purified  to  some  extent  by  mud  and  sands 
formed  by  weathering  of  the  rocks.  The  atmosphere  was 
still  unsuited  to  support  life.  Periods  of  great  volcanic 
disturbances,  lasting  thousands  of  years,  followed,  alter- 
nated with  calmer  times,  during  which  the  land  contracted 
and  sank,  re-forming  great  seas.  Plant-life  appeared  in 
the  form  of  club  mosses  and  marestails.  Then  the  seas  were 
filled  with  sands,  muds,  and  limestone  deposits,  forming 
great  marshes.  In  the  moist  tropical  atmosphere  dense 
jungles  grew,  were  submerged  by  the  sinking  of  the  land,  and 
formed  a  coal-seam,  thus  completing  one  of  the  many  cycles 
of  the  Carboniferous  period.  Next  earth-movements  again 
took  place,  during  which  the  great  mountain-ranges  were 
formed,  followed  by  periods  of  great  rains  and  of  rainless 
seasons  in  which  mammals  appeared.  Then  came  the 
Jurassic  period — the  reptile  age — when  the  land  sank  and 
the  seas  flowed  in.  Many  similar  periods  of  land-sinking 
and  inflowing  seas  led  up  to  a  time  of  volcanic  disturb- 
ances, when  the  land  took  on  much  of  its  present  form, 
when  broad-leaved  plants  and  birds  were  abundant,  and  the 
air  was  so  improved  that  prehistoric  man  is  supposed  to  have 
appeared,  although  traces  of  his  existence  were  obliterated 
by  the  earth-movements  and  the  great  Ice  age  which  fol- 
lowed, lasting  possibly  twenty  thousand  years.  A  final 
rising  of  the  land  drove  out  the  cold  seas,  man  passed 
through  the  Stone  and  other  ages,  and  History  was  reached. 

Mr.  Lownsbrough  described  on  the  basis  of  this  geological 
history  the  different  rock-masses  which  are  found  to-day 
and  their  origin. 

The  President  announced  that  Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P., 
has  promised  to  attend  the  annual  dinner  to  be  held  on 
March  15. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  March  6  at  the 
Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  the  President  (Mr.  R.  H.  Marshall) 
in  the  chair. 

Cochineal. — A  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Stead  on 
"Cochineal,'  which  was  an  interesting  and  conscientious 
summary  of  the  information  obtainable  in  reference  to  the 
subject. 

Council  Election. — Various  items  of  business  were  after- 
wards dealt  with.  It  was  stated  that  the  Leeds  Association 
were  contemplating  promoting  the  candidature  of  Mr.  G.  W. 
Worfolk,  their  President,  at  the  next  Pharmaceutical 
Council  election,  but  there  was  no  authoritative  information 
available,  and  after  a  short  discussion  on  the  subject  it  was 
dropped. 

Trading-stamps.— The  Secretary  (Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley) 
drew  attention  to  the  return  of  the  stamp-trading  system  to 
Bradford.  He  said  that  the  system  was  tried  in  Bradford 
two  years  ago  on  a  similar  scheme  to  that  which  was  now 
being  pushed,  and  did  not  then  prove  a  success.  The  pre- 
sent proposal  was  that  the  retailers  should  give  stamps— one 
for  every  twopence  of  the  amount  of  the  purchase.  The 
customer  was  then  entitled  to  go  to  a  central  depot  with  the 
stamps  obtained  and  select  some  gift.  For  every  hundred 
stamps  that  the  retailer  issued  he  was  called  upon  to  pay 
tenpence  to  the  Stamp-trading  Co.  He  thought  it  was  as 
well  to  suggest  to  the  members  of  the  Association  that  they 
should  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the  system. 

P.A.T.A.— The  President  drew  attention  to  the  P.A.T.A. 
crisis,  and  said  it  was  an  open  question  whether  they  ought 
not  to  express  their  opinion  on  the  subject,  although  the 
Council  of  the  P.A.T.A.  had  the  matter  in  hand,  and  he 
did  not  see  that  the  Association  could  do  anything  beyond 
expressing  an  opinion. — Alderman  Dunn  said  it  might 
strengthen  the  hands  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Council  if  the  Asso- 
ciations made  their  position  clear. — A  member  declared  that 
in  some  places  the  co-operative  stores  were  selling  quinine- 
wine,  and  he  did  not  believe  that  they  had  a  wine-licence.— 
The  President  suggested  that  any  member  who  had  precise 
information  of  such  a  kind  should  communicate  with  th< 
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Chief  Constable. — Alderman  Dunn  said  that  when  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  came  to  Bradford  to  consult  with  them  on  this 
co-operative  society  question  they  expressed  themselves  very 
strongly  on  the  subject,  and  he  thought,  therefore,  that 
now  that  the  P.A.T.A.  Council  found  itself  face  to  face 
with  difficulties  chemists  ought  to  do  everything  that  was 
possible  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  that  body. — A  resolution 
approving  of  the  action  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Council  was  passed. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Waton  was  elected  an  associate. 

Price-questions. — Further  correspondence  with  large 
firms  of  proprietary-article  makers  in  regard  to  price-ques- 
tions was  read  and  discussed,  and  strong  indignation  was 
expressed  at  the  way  in  which  some  of  these  firms  are 
dealing  with  the  demands  of  chemists  for  more  reasonable 
conditions.  The  discussion  gave  every  indication  that  the 
feeling  against  certain  firms  who  adopt  the  tone  that  the 
chemist  must  stock  their  goods  whether  he  wants  to  or  not 
is  rapidly  growing  in  intensity. 


Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  Mr.  Peck's 
house,  Fitzwilliam  Street,  cn  March  2,  the  President  (Mr. 
H.  F.  Cook)  in  the  chair.    Mr.  J.  Evans  read  a  paper  on 

Breaking  Bulk  — Mr.  Evans  included  in  his  paper  the 
breaking  of  bulk  in  retailing  and  dispensing  proprietary 
articles.  The  general  public  are  coming  to  expect  that  no 
matter  at  what  price  a  new  proprietary  article  is  advertised 
it  can  be  bought  in  one  or  two  pennyworths,  simply  because 
some  other  well-known  articles  are  sold  in  small  quantities. 
The  Inland  Revenue  authorities  are  probably  unaware  of 
the  amount  of  money  they  lose  annually.  Mr.  Evans 
stated  that  it  is  commonly  supposed  among  small  shop- 
keepers that  small  quantities  can  be  sold  out  of  a  packet  of 
a  proprietary  article  without  having  a  patent-medicine 
licence.    The  rest  of  the  paper  referred  to  the 

Dispensing  of  Proprietary  Articles. — In  looking  over 
old  prescription -books  it  is  obvious  that  the  practice  of 
ordering  proprietary  articles  in  prescriptions  is  not  new. 
As  far  back  as  1878  Mr.  Evans  found  Hunyadi  Janos 
ordered,  also  vaseline  and  liq.  carbon,  deter.  (Wright)  ; 
again,  in  1860,  a  prescription  ordered  Condy's  fluid  for 
injection.  In  1884  Fellows'  syrup,  Kepler's  malt,  and  a 
bottle  of  a  French  copaiba-mixture  was  found,  the  direc- 
tions on  the  last  named  being  "  Take  as  ordered  on  bottle." 
In  1885  syr.  ferri  phos.  co.  (Squire),  whole  bottle,  direc- 
tions as  on  bottle;  1887  maltine,  whole  bottle;  and  every 
year  since  such  items  as  hazeline  (B.  W.  &  Co.)  and 
Fellows'  syrup  occur.  The  earliest  record  of  tabloids 
(B.  W.  &  Co.)  was  in  1889,  but  since  that  time  tabloids 
and  tablets  have  had  to  be  stocked  and  dispensed  like  any 
common  drug  in  the  B.P.  In  1889  a  prescription,  written 
by  a  well-known  doctor,  ordered  glycerin,  acid,  pepsin 
(Bullock),  pil.  ferri  Blaud  (Schieffehn) .  cream  of  malt 
(Oppenheimer),  and  pil.  rhei  co.  gr.  v.  The  following  has 
been  dispensed  within  the  last  four  years  :

Mr.  Evans  then  pressed  home  the  lesson  that  the  doctor 
effectually  undermines  the  confidence  of  the  patient,  and 
the  patient  soon  learns  to  buy  the  proprietary  articles  with- 
out the  aid  of  a  prescription.  The  matter  is  one  which 
could  very  well  be  discussed  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 

A.  long  discussion  followed,  the  principal  points  occupying 
attention  being  the  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  medical 
men  in  prescribing  proprietaries,  and  also  the  advisability 

i,  ^i. gene5"  nue  in  dispensing  proprietary  goods  as  to 
whether  they  should  be  sent  out  in  original  bottles  or 
packages,  or  dispensed  in  plain  boxes  or  bottles. 

Mr.  Peck  quoted  from  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  MacEwan 
t  ?Ta  !£e  Western  Chemists'  Association,  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  the  proportion  of  proprietaries  was  not  very 
large— only  10  per  cent. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  considered  that  no  general 
nue  could  be  laid  down  for  the  mode  of  dispensing  pro- 
prietaries; each  case  must  be  taken  according  to  circum- 


Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Following  the  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  on  February  28.  a  discussion  took  place- 
in  private  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  Charles  Thompson, 
speaking  on  the  company  clause,  said  it  should  bo  under- 
stood that  companies  were  in  existence  before  the  Phar- 
macy Act  1868,  and  the  reason  they  were  excluded  from 
the  Act  was  the  fault  probably  of  the  drafter  of  the  Bill. 
He  did  not  think  it  would  be  possible  to  stop  their 
methods  of  trading,  and  the  object  of  the  Bill  was  to  regu- 
late company  trading. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Tranmer  (Smethwick)  said  his  objections  to 
the  Bill  were  fourfold:  (1)  It  is  loosely  worded;  (2)  it 
does  not  carry  out  their  chief  aim — viz.,  the  power  to  pro- 
secute the  directorate;  (3)  it  would  give  a  standing  to  those 
persons  who  had  no  right  thereto ;  and  (4)  the  qualified 
chemist  would  possibly  find  his  position  uncomfortable  and 
disagreeable.  Mr.  Tranmer  added  that  the  restriction  in 
Clause  2,  to  the  effect  that  the  retailing  of  poisons  and  the 
dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions  may  only  be  done  by 
or  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  person,  is  an  attack 
upon  the  Apothecaries'  Society  inasmuch  as  under  Clause  1 
a  registered  person  means  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  a 
chemist  and  druggist.  The  Apothecaries'  Society  hold  the 
right,  which  could  not  be  taken  away  from  them  now. 
With  reference  to  the  registration-fee  provided  for  in 
Clause  4,  he  did  not  approve  of  paying  half-a-crown  when- 
ever he  wanted  to  register  an  employe  for  his  premises. 
Again,  in  a  branch  shop,  if  at  any  time  the  registered 
employe  be  taken  ill,  the  owner  must  get  in  a  locum-tenens, 
but  cannot  employ  this  locitm-tcncns  until  he  is  registered, 
which  will  certainly  work  out  very  awkwardly.  Clause  7 
provides  that  a  director  shall  be  qualified,  but  certain  firms, 
he  said,  have  a  number  of  branches  far  in  excess  of  the 
number  of  directors,  and  therefore  this  clause  wrould  not  be 
applicable.  Clause  8  provides  that  information  should  be 
given  to  the  Registrar  in  case  of  inquiry.  Would  that  imply. 
Mr.  Tranmer  asked,  that  he  could  ask  what  the  trader's 
returns  are,  or  other  questions  of  that  kind  ?  As  an  instance 
of  the  loose  wording  he  quoted  the  lines  in  Clause  10  : 
"  And  to  divide  any  examination  into  two  or  more  portions 
with  or  without  an  interval  o*  time  between  the  same  por- 
tion." He  could  not  see  how  they  could  divide  an  examina- 
tion into  two  portions  without  an  interval  of  time  elapsing. 
It  is  thirty-seven  years,  he  added,  since  the  last  Act  was 
passed,  and  it  is  acknowledged  to  have  been  a  mistake ;  and 
he  feared  a  new  mistake  is  about  to  be  made  now.  He  did 
not  agree  that  it  is  useful  to  have  companies'  shops  regis- 
tered by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  because  they  would 
blazon  it  forth,  and  the  public  would  not  be  able  to  recognise 
the  difference  between  a  qualified  man  and  the  registered 
shops. 

Several  members  took  objection  to  the  destructive  tone  of 
Mr.  Tranmer's  speech,  and  suggested  it  would  be  better  if 
he  had  given  something  of  a  constructive  character. 

In  reply  Mr.  Tranmer  said  if  the  present  Bill  represented 
all  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  with  all  their  years  of 
experience,  could  do,  he  feared  he  could  not  help  them  very 
greatly. 

Mr.  Gerrard  said  notwithstanding  Mr.  Tranmer's  speech 
he  failed  to  be  convinced.  If  the  Bill  is  so  satisfactory  to 
limited  companies  as  Mr.  Tranmer  said,  why  is  it,  he  asked, 
that  those  companies  spent  so  much  money  in  trying  to  foil 
it?  He  strongly  urged  that  the  responsibility  is  with  the 
principal,  who  alone  is  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  his 
business  for  the  public  protection.  Chemists  are  not  getting 
as  much  as  they  are  entitled  to,  but  it  would  be  better  to 
keep  pegging  away  until  they  got  such  a  Bill  as  would  meet 
their  just  needs. 

Other  gentlemen  took  part  in  the  discussion,  but  no  resolu- 
tion was  passed. 

Compound  Decoction  of  Alof.s. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  was  the  subject  of  a  paper, 
communicated  at  the  meeting  referred  to,  by  Mr.  H. 
Williams  Jones,  of  Coventry  (the  gist  of  which  we  printed 
last  week),  and  he  was  followed  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  who 
gave  a  verbal  communication  on  the  same  subject.  Mr. 
Alcock,  as  then  reported,  dealt  ch'efly  with  the  formation 
of  a  precipitate  in  the  decoction,  which  he  traced  t  inter- 
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action  of  cochineal  carmine  and  calcium  phosphate,  the 
former  in  the  compound  tincture  of  cardamoms  and  the 
latter  a  common  constituent  of  plant-substances.    The  notes 
of  Mr.  Alcoek's  paper  which  we  have  since  received  show 
that  in  order  to  get  at  the  source  of  the  sediment  he 
examined  the  official  and  other  formulre  for  the  decoction, 
from  the  P.L.  of  1809  to  the  P.D.  1826  and  P.E.  1841,  the 
latter  two  containing  compound  tincture  of  cardamoms,  in 
place  of  the  spirit  in  the  P.L.    He  had  received  a  sediment 
from  a  50-oz.  batch  of  the  B.P.  decoction.    This  he  washed 
with  distilled  water  as  long  as  red  colour  was  removed  ;  on 
evaporating  the  washings  0.998  gram  of  dry  residue  was 
obtained.    It  resembled  cochineal,  but  contained  calcium 
phosphate  and  magnesium  compounds.    An  examination  of 
50  oz.  of  the  decoction  was  also  detailed,  the  results  in  this 
and  the  former  case  going  to  show  that  the  sediment  is  due 
in  part  to  the  formation  of  an  insoluble  lake  from  the 
carmine  of  the  cochineal.    Finally  Mr.  Alcock  threw  out  the 
suggestion  that  the  decoction  might  be  prepared  extem- 
poraneously by  mixing  tinctures  of  alces,  myrrh,  saffron, 
cardamoms,  and  cinnamon  with  liquid  extract  of  liquorice, 
potassium  carbonate,  oil  of  caraway  (cr  aq.  carui),  and 
distilled  water. 

In  the  discussion  on  Mr.  Jones's  paper  and  the  above 
communication,  Mr.  Gerrard  suggested  that  such  substances 
as  saffron  and  cochineal  are  decomposed  by  warming  with 
alkaline  solutions.    Compound  tincture  of  cardamoms  might 
be  made  with  glucose  or  honey  instead  of  raisins.    He  had 
noticed  that  the  rind  of  the  raisin  retains  some  colour  from 
the  cochineal,    and   he   thought  with  Mr.   Alcock  that 
cochineal  is  not  necessary  in  the  decoction.      He  was  not 
surprised  at  Mr.  Jones's  remarks  on  the  rapid  change  which 
follows  these  preparations,  and  asked  whether  it  is  desirable 
to  add  potassium  carbonate.    Would  not  ammonia  be  use- 
ful, added  at  the  time  of  taking?    Forty  years  ago,  at 
Guy's  Hospital,  the  decoction  was  much  used.    Ten  years 
after,  at  University  College,  with  400  to  500  patients  daily, 
scarcely  a  gallon  of  the  decoction  was  prepared  each  year. 
Mr.  Mann  thought  that  before  alterations  are  made  in  the 
formula  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  reputation  which 
it  had  acquired  was  founded  on  the  present  formula.  He 
thought  this  preparation  is  not  one  required  in  the  concen- 
trated state;  with  this  Mr.  Perry  agreed,  but  Mr.  Jones, 
in  the  course  of  his  reply,  mentioned  that  there  is  a  great 
demand  for  the  preparation,  the  medical  man  himself  being 
the  greatest  offender,  especially  if  he  has  his  own  dispensing 
department. — The  outcome  of  the  discussion  was  a  sug- 
gestion,   made    by    the    President    and    supported  by 
other  members,  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  ascertain  the 
wishes  of  medical  men  as  to  whether  the  preparation  should 
be  dispensed  fresh  or  not,  and,  if  the  latter,  how  long  it 
should  be  kept  with  safety  as  far  as  its  therapeutic  value  is 
concerned.

(Secretary)  (Wakefield).  A  thoroughly  enjoyable  evening 
was  spent,  the  speeches  being  good  and  to  the  point.  Mr. 
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F.  P.  Sargeant  gave  the  toast  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  questioned  if  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  is  at  all  ideal.  He  objected  to  a  compulsory 
curriculum,  saying  that  division  of  the  Minor  examination 
will  meet  the  case.  The  Bill  would  give  little  or  no  pro- 
tection to  chemists,  but  it  would  give  another  gigantic 
advertisement  to  companies.  A  one-clause  Bill  reserving 
titles  to  individuals  was  all  that  was  wanted.  Mr.  Hanson 
replied.  Other  toasts  were  spoken  to  by  Messrs.  J.  B. 
Wood,  T.  C.  Whaley,  G.  W.  Worfolk,  and  H.  Hebden  : 
and  in  conclusion  the  health  of  the  President  was  honoured 

Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Dewsbury. 
on  Thursday,  March  1.  Mr.  Joseph  Rhodes  presiding  over 
a    goodly    company,  including 
Alderman  A.  S.  Campkin  (Cam- 
bridge), and  delegates  from  the 
Leeds,     Halifax,  Huddersfield. 
Bradford,  and  Wakefield  Associa- 
tions.   Mr.  R.  Broadhead  (Vice- 
President)  was  unable  to  be  pre- 
sent on  account  of  illness,  and  a 
vote  of  sympathy  with  him  was 
passed.   After  the  loyal  toast,  Mr. 
W.  Stead  proposed  that  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  saying 
that  the  task  of  the  Council  is  not 
enviable,    for   the   members  are 
saddled  with  an  Act  which  is  de- 
ficient in  one  of  its  chief  features. 
Whether  the  new  Bill  will  over- 
come the  difficulty  remains  to  be 
seen.    The  registration  clauses  he 
regarded  as  valuable,  but  he  did 
not  think  there  would  be  much  dissatisfaction  if  the  cur- 
riculum clause  was  eliminated.     Alderman  Campkin,  in 
responding,  spoke  in  the  first  place  of  the  Society  and  its 
membership,  telling  the  company  what  it  has  done  for  the 
trade;  he  then  dealt  with  the  composition  of  the  Council 
and  touched  upon  the  prospects  of  legislation,  which  he 
considered  favourable  to  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  remaining  toasts  were  "  The  Visitors,"  proposed  by 
Alderman  S.  Ward,  J. P.,  and  rented  to  by  Mr.  S.  Taylor 
(Harrogate);  "Kindred  Associations,"  proposed  by  Coun- 
cillor J.  Taylor,  and  responded  to  by  Messrs.  Silson  (Brad- 
ford), Chaplin  (Wakefield),  Sargeant  (Leeds),  and  Walshaw 
(Huddersfield)  ;  "  The  Dewsbury  Association,"  submitted 
by  Mr.  Swire  (Halifax),  and  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Gled- 
hill;  and  "  The  President,"  proposed  by  Mr.  Pickard.

THE  history  of  chemists'  associations  in  the  West  of  Scot- 
land is  distinctly  chequered  in  comparison  with  the 
unbroken  continuity  which  characterises  the  records  of 
pharmacy  on  the  East  Coast.  There  Aberdeen  before  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  founded  and  sin<  e  has  had  an 
association,  which  may  have  slept  for  a  season  or  two  now 
and  then,  but  always  had  a  spark  of  life  in  it.  and  in  Edin- 
burgh the  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  kept  up 
the  local  spirit.  Glasgow  has 

had  to  rely  upon  individual  /■  

effort,  and  the  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  of  to- 
day dates  back  to  October  13, 
1892,  when  a  meeting  was 
held  in  the  Band  of  Hope 
Rooms,  94  West  Regent 
Street,  to  resuscitate  the  de- 
funct Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' Association.  This  was 
done  under  the  title  "Glas- 
gow Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion," with  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie 
asi  President,  and  since  that 
time  until  the  beginning  of 
the  present  session  Mr. 
Currie  has  been  at  the  head 
of  the  Association,  which  has 

done  excellent  work  in  the  district,  and  has  occasionally 
given  a  lead  to  the  whole  country  in  matters  of  general 
interest.    To  mark  their  appreciation  of  his  services  as 
President,  and  in  other  respects  as  a  leader  of  Scotch 
pharmacy,  Mr.  Currie  was  on  Friday  evening,  March  2, 
entertained  to  dinner  at  St.  Enoch's  Station  Hotel  by 
the   chemists   of   the   West   of   Scotland,  and  was  pre- 
sented with  a  handsome  testimonial.      The  dinner  was 
organised    jointly    by    the    Pharmaceutical  Association 
and    the    Glasgow    Chemists'    Trade    Association,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Sutherland,  President  of  the  latter,  being  in  the 
chair,  and  Mr.  John  Foster  and  Mr.  Robert  Tocher  acted 
as  croupiers.    About  eighty  gentlemen  were  present,  and 
more  would  have  been  there  had  the  function  not  commenced 
at  the  unusually  early  hour  (for  Glasgow)  of  6.30.  The 
company  included  Dr.  A.  M.  Robertson  (Glasgow)  ;  Messrs. 
J.  Rutherford  Hill,  J.  A.  Forret,  G.  Lunan.  W.  B.  Cowie, 
C.  F.  Henry,  and  Dr.  Coull  (Edinburgh)  ;  Messrs.  R. 
Brodie.  R.  Brown.  J.  Lothian.  T.  S.  Barrie,  R.  McAdam, 
J.  Walker,  J.  Cairncross,  J.  H.  Taylor.  J.  Moir,  J.  H.  Hart, 
J.  Lawrence.  W.  Tait,  F.  Bewglas,  W.  Forgie,  A.  Boyd, 
H.  N.  White,  G.  Grierson.  P.  McA.  Carrick,  R,  Dickson, 
G.    Robertson,    D.  S.  Robertson,  G.   S.  Kitchin,  J.  B. 
McVitae.  J.  H.  Macintyre,  R.  Baird.  H.  Duncan,  P.  Irvine, 
T.  W.  Miller,  A.  Russell,  W.  L.  Hatrick,  W.  Mallison, 
and  J.  Thomson  (Glasgow)  ;  D.  Storar  (Kirkcaldy)  ;  C. 
Kerr  (Dundee)  ;  D.  McKay  and  G.  F.  Merson  (Kilmarnock)  ; 
J.  A.  Russell  (Greenock) ;  and  Alex.  Laing  (Stenhouse- 
muir).     After  dinner  "The  King "  was  duly  honoured, 
and  Mr.  J.  H.  Hart  followed  with  the  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical    Society "    in    an    appreciative  speech, 
which  was  acknowledged  by  Mr.   Storrar,  who,  as  Mr. 
Currie's  Scotch  colleague  on  the  Pharmaceutical-  Council, 
congratulated  him  on  the  honour  that  was  being  done  to 
him  that  evening.    For  many  years,  he  said.  Mr.  Currie 
had  devoted  himself  heart  and  soul  to  the  benefiting  of 
the  craft  to  which  he  belonged,  and  it  must  be  exceedingly 
gratifying  and  exceedingly  pleasant  to  him  to  see  that  he 
was  appreciated  so  heartily  by  his  fellow-craftsmen  in 
Glasgow  and  the  West  of  Scotland.    Since  Mr.  Currie  had 
joined  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  he  was  rapidly  making 
his  influence  felt,  and  Scotland  could  congratulate  itself 
upon  having  Mr.  Currie  as  one  of  its  representatives. 

Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  also  acknowledged  the  toast  on 
behalf  of  the  North  British  Branch. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour.  President  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  then,  in  an  eloquent  and  happy  speech,  pro- 
posed the  health  of  the  guest,  and  closed  by  presenting 
Mr.  Currie  with  the  handsome  testimonial  of  a  solid  silver 
tea-and-coffee  service  and  a  sapph're-and-diair.cnd  ring  for 
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Mrs.  Currie,  subscribed  by  a  large  circle  of  trade  friends 
throughout  the  West  of  Scotland.  In  the  course  of  his 
speech  Mr.  Gilmour  said  it  was  no  sooner  known  last 
October  that  Mr.  Currie  had  retired  from  the  presidency 
of  the  Association  than  the  Council  of  the  Association  were 
inundated  with  representations  that  it  was  a  very  impera- 
tive duty  to  do  something  to  publicly  recognise  Mr.  Currie's 
services.  Those  representations  merely  anticipated  the 
united  wish  of  Mr.  Currie's  colleagues.  Steps  were  at 
once  taken  to  form  a  committee,  and  he  could  honestly  say 
that  in  the  whole  course  of  his  (Mr.  Gilmour's)  experience 
of  public  life  he  never  remembered  an  occasion  on  which  a 
committee  seemed  to  evolve  itself  more  spontaneously,  and 
was  more  widely  representative.  The  response  to  the  com- 
mittee's appeal  was  generous  from  the  outset.  There  had 
been  absolutely  no  canvassing  nor  importuning.  The  testi- 
monial had  been  of  the  most  spontaneous  character,  and  for 
that  reason  Mr.  Currie  would  prize  it  all  the  more  highly. 
The  inscription  on  the  silver  salver,  Mr.  Gilmour  stated, 
was  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  Presented  with  a  tea  and  coffee  set  to  William 
Little  Currio,  and  a  ring  to  Mrs.  Currie,  upon  his  re- 
tiral  from  the  office  of  President  (1892-190E)  of  the 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, by  past  and  present  members  and  other  sub- 
scribers connected  with  pharmacy,  in  appreciative  re- 
cognition   of    his    presidential  career  and  fruitful 
labours  for  the  advancement  of  pharmacy,  and  also 
as  a  tribute  of  regard  for  his  high  personal  worth — 
2nd  March  1906." 
Mr.  Gilmour  then  reviewed  the  more  prominent  features  of 
the  local  Pharmaceutical  Association's  work  during  Mr. 
Currie's  presidency,  and  added  appreciations  of  Mr.  Currie's 
worth  that  he  had  received  from  many  quarters. 

The  toast  was  received  with  musical  honours,  and  Mr. 
Currie  received  an  ovation  when  he  rose  to  reply.  He 
acknowledged  the  gift  in  a  few  honest  sentences,  mentioning 
with  gratitude  the  pleasure  it  gave  him  to  have  his  wife 
associated  with  him  in  the  magnificent  gift ;  then  he  became 
reminiscent  as  regards  the  resuscitation  of  the  Association. 
One  afternoon  in  1892,  when  he  and  Mr.  James  Moir  were 
having  a  cup  of  tea  after  a  game  at  bowls,  the  subject  was 
talked  about,  and  the  start  made  soon  after.  Through  all 
the  years  that  followed  he  had  had  the  support  of  the 
gentlemen  who  were  present  at  its  institution,  and  he  was 
proud  to  say  that  during  all  that  time  there  had  never  been 
any  friction  between  them.  Mr.  Currie  next  referred  to 
his  connecticn  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  during  the 
past  three  years,  thanking  those  who  had  sent  him  there  ; 
and  he  mentioned  that  last  year  he  travelled  close  on 
12,000  miles  cn  pharmaceutical  business.  He  also  spoke  of 
Mr.  Storrar's  work  on  the  Council,  and,  in  concluding  an 
eloquent  speech,  said  : 

I  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  proudest  moments  of  my  life.  On 
my  right  hand  sits  my  first  employer,  with  whom  I  served 
when  I  entered  the  pharmacy  business  thirty-seven  years  ago. 
Dr.  A.  M.  Robertson — (applause) — was  my  first  employer.  I 
spent  a  good  many  years  under  him,  and  I  feel  delighted  to- 
night that  he  has  seen  fit  to  come  to  this  gathering  to  see  one 
of  his  old  apprentices  being  honoured.  A  testimonial  such 
as  you  have  honoured  me  with  to-night  is  usually  given  to  an 
individual  on  his  retiring  from  public  life.  I  hope  it  is  not 
given  to  me  in  expectation.  If  you  are  tired  of  me  I  should 
like  you  to  say  so.  If  you  think  I  am  still  able— as  I  am  will- 
ing—to do  what  I  can  to  further  the  objects  of  our  calling,  here 
and  elsewhere,  I  am  at  your  service.    (Loud  applause.) 

Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  proposed  "The  Local  Associations,"  to 
which  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  replied, 
both  stating  that  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  local  Associa- 
tions has  been  agreed  upon  under  the  title  of  "The 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Association,"  this 
waiting  the  ratification  of  the  Associations  in  joint  meeting, 
Mr.  Sutherland  added  that  the  Trade  Association  had  not 
thrown  away  any  of  its  rights.  He  thanked  the  members  of 
the  Trade  Association  for  the  loyal  support  they  had  ex- 
tended, to  himself  personally,  and  for  the  interest  they  had 
taken  in  the  Association's  work. 

The  other  toasts  were  "  Our  Guests,"  proposed  by  Mr. 
G.  F.  Merson  and  acknowledged  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Forre't,  and 
"  The  Croupiers  and  Committee,"  which  Mr.  G.  Lunan 
submitted  and  Mr.  R.  Tocher  replied  to. 

The  proceedings  were  pleasantly  varied  by  some  fine  songs 
and  readings. 


Xcoal  IReports. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Camphylene. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  March  2,  Mr.  Justice 
Swinfen  Eady  had  before  him  a  motion  by  George  Cran 
Innes.  carrying  on  business  under  the  name  of  the  Camphy- 
lene Co.,  Leadenhall  Street,  London,  against  Tugwood  & 
Wilton,  High  Street,  Shadwell,  asking  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendants,  their  servants  and  agents,  from  sell- 
ing or  offering  for  sale  any  disinfectant,  not  manufactured 
by  the  plaintiff,  under  the  name"  of  "Fleming's  Cream 
Camphylene"  or  "Fleming's  Cream  Disinfectant,"  or  any 
other  name  of  which  "Fleming's"  or  "Camphylene" 
formed  part,  or  in  any  way  so  as  to  induce  to  the  belief  that 
such  disinfectant  was  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture  or  was 
the  same  as  the  article  manufactured  by  Fleming's  Oil 
and  Chemical  Co.,  London.  Plaintiffs  also  claimed  delivery 
up  of  all  labels,  circulars,  or  infringing  documents.  Mr. 
Eve,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  said  he  was  pre- 
pared to  consent  to  a  perpetual  injunction  in  terms  of  the 
notice  of  motion  and  to  pay  40s.  damages  and  costs,  or  the 
plaintiff  could  have  an  inquiry  at  his  own  risk.  Mr. 
Micklem,  K.C.  (for  plaintiff),  preferred  the  inquiry,  and 
his  Lordship  made  an  order  accordingly. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drug's  Acts. 

Lime-juice  Cordial. 
At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  March  7,  Mr.  Hopkins  gave  his 
decision  in  regard  to  summonses  taken  out  by  the  food  and 
drugs  inspector  to  the  Southwark  Borough  Council  against 
two  Camberwell  shopkeepers  who  sold  lime-juice  cordial 
which  the  public  analyst  (Dr.  W.  Scott  Tebb)  certified  to 
contain  salicylic  compounds  equivalent  to  salicylic  acid 
6  grains  to  the  pint. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Beck  (of  Neve,  Beck  &  Kerby)  was  about  to 
open  the  case  for  the  defence,  when  Mr.  Hopkins  intimated 
that  he  would  not  trouble  him.  Proceeding,  Mr.  Hopkins 
remarked  that  at  the  very  outset  they  were  met  by  the 
inquiry,  "  What  is  lime-juice  cordial?  " 

"  Please,  sir,  I  know,"  said  the  apostle  of  purity  at  the 
head  of  the  class.    "  It  is  the  juice  of  the  best  limes,  plus  a 
certain  amount  of  sugar,  plus  a  certain  amount  of  distilled 
water,"    "  Oh,"  said  the  manufacturer  at  the  bottom  of  the  ■ 
class,  "  if  that  is  lime-juice  cordial  I  do  not  make  it,  and  my 
friend  the  merchant,  who  sits  next  to  me,  dees  not  deal  in 
it,  and  none  of  you  boys  between  us  will  get  any  to  drink 
unless  you  make  it  yourselves." 
This  case  struck  him  (the  Magistrate)  as  a  contest  between 
the  apostle  of  purity,  who  said  that  the  public  must  never 
have  anything  but  that  which  was  absolutely  pure,  and  the 
manufacturer,  who  sought  to  produce  a  cheap  drink  for  the 
public.    He  (his  Worship)  suggested  that  manufacturers 
should  label  their  bottles,  and  label  truly.    Directly  they  did 
that  the  fun  would  begin.     They  would  have  "  Smith's 
Fine  Lime-juice  Cordial.    Preservatised  with  Formalde- 
hyde,'' rendered  flavourless  but  deadly.     "Jones's  Fine 
Lime-juice  Cordial.    Preservatised  with  Salicylic  Acid," 
good  stuff  for  rheumatism,  but  calculated,  when  sufficiently 
accumulated  in  the  system,  to  upset  the  works  of  a  traction- 
engine.    "  Brown's  lune  Lime-juice  Cordial.  Preservatised 
with  some  Sulphide,"  perfectly  innocuous,  but  with  the 
taste  of  a  bad  egg.    (Laughter.)    These  summonses  must 
be  dismissed,  there  being  no  standard  to  which  lime-juice 
cordial  could  be  referred,  and  the  sample  containing  as 
little  of  the  objectionable  preservative  as  it  could  possibly 
contain  if  lime-juice  cordial  was  to  continue  to  be  a  com- 
modity bought  and  sold  in  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
gallons.    In  dismissing  the  summonses  he  allowed  no  costs 
to  the  defendants,  because  he  took  it  to  be  a  positive  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  local  authorities  to  look  after  all  these  kinds 
of  decoctions  as  closely  and  as  regularly  as  they  could. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Six  Inches  of  Land. 
At  Hclbeach  County  Court  on  March  3,  Judge  Baker  heard 
an  action  between  Mr.  Thcmas  West  Curtis,  chemist,  Hoi- 
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beach,  and  Mr.  William  Snarey,  regarding  a  boundary. 
The  litigants  occupy  adjoining  properties.  The  boundary 
fence,  it  was  stated,  had  been  taken  up  and  replaced  so 
that  it  encroached  six  inches  on  the  chemist's  land.  His 
Honour  viewed  the  fence,  and  said  that  part  of  it  un- 
doubtedly was  on  Mr.  Curtis's  land,  but  it  trespassed  in  so 
small  a  degree  that  he  regretted  the  case  had  been  brought 
into  court.    He  gave  judgment  in  Mr.  Curtis's  favour. 

A  Claim  for  Rent. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C., 
on  March  6,  Mr.  John  William  Prall,  of  82  Shepherdess 
Walk,  City  Road,  described  as  a  chemist,  sued  Max 
Heyman,  of  103  Bridport  Place,  Hoxton,  N.,  to  recover 
■6/.  3s.  for  rent  alleged  to  be  due.  Plaintiff  was  not  present, 
ibut  was  represented  by  counsel.  Judge  Smyly  thought 
plaintiff  should  be  present,  and  adjourned  the  case  for  his 
•attendance,  granting  defendant  the  costs  of  the  day. 

The  Fraserburgh  Slander  Case. 
•Counsel  in  Gall  v.  Glessor  were  heard  by  Sheriff  Robert- 
son at  the  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court  on  Wednesday,  March  7. 
Mr.  Samuel  McDonald,  solicitor  for  Dr.  Glessor,  claimed 
privilege  for  the  letter  which  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Gall,  the 
pursuer,  on  the  ground  that  if  what  he  (defendant)  pre- 
scribed was  not  dispensed  his  reputation  might  be  at  stake 
•and  his  patient's  life  in  jeopardy. 

The  Sheriff  remarked  that  the  letter  was  a  foolish  and 
undignified  one  for  a  medical  man  to  write. 

Mr.  Masson,  for  pursuer,  submitted  that  the  evidence  of 
■expert  witnesses  clearly  proved  that  Mr.  Gall  was  justified 
in  dispensing  the  bismuth  mixture  which  he  did,  and  that 
tthe  course  he  adopted  was  consistent  with  trade  custom. 

The  Sheriff  reserved  his  judgment. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 

Re  Percival  William  Clement  Trick,  Salisbury  House, 
London  Wall,  E.C,  and  10  Ravensdale  Mansions,  Crouch 
End,  N.,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — Receiving  order  Feb- 
ruary 27  ;  first  meeting  of  creditors  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
•Court,  March  12,  at  12  o'clock.  Examination  at  Court  on 
April  10,  at  11.30  a.m. 

Re  Arthur  Peach  Hope,  of  Beth  Louise,  North  Road,  Clay- 
ton, near  Manchester,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. — The  first 
meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  Manchester  on  February  28. 
A  quorum  of  creditors  not  being  present,  no  resolution  was 
passed.  The  Official  Receiver  will  remain  trustee.  It  tran- 
spired that  the  debtor  had  not  yet  filed  his  statement  of  affairs. 

Re  James  Ogilvie  Moulson,  2  St.  Margaret's  Road,  Great 
-Horton,  Bradford,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — A  summary  of  the 
■debtor's  statement  of  affairs  has  been  issued,  which  shows 
liabilities  expected  to  rank  172/.  0s.  2d.,  and  assets  estimated 
to  produce,  after  deducting  preferential  creditors,  107/.  2s.  3fZ. 
The  causes  of  failure  as  stated  by  the  bankrupt  are  insuffi- 
ciency of  turnover  to  meet  expenses,  and  want  of  capital. 
The  bankrupt,  who  is  thirty-seven  years  of  age,  states  that  he 
'lias  for  the  last  fifteen  years  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist 
■and  druggist,  beginning  in  Bridge  Street,  Bradford,  and 
ultimately,  in  1895,  extending  his  operations  by  taking  the 
i'nouso  and  shop  No.  2  St.  Margaret's  Road.    In  November 
1902  he  sold  the.  shop  in  Bridge  Street  for  130?.,  in  order  to 
►meet  pressing  claims.    The  turnover  at  his  shop  in  St.  Mar- 
t?aret  sRoad  has  averaged  about  3/.  a  week  for  the  last  twelve 
months,  and  before  then  about  51.  a  week.    In  consequence  of 
?eing  unable  to  pay  debts  for  which  he  was  being  sued,  he 
tiled  his  petition  in  bankruptcy.    The  creditors  for  amounts

■alter  deducting  18/.  15s.  for  the  preferential  claims.  It  ap- 
peared from  the  debtor's  statement  that  he  commenced  busi- 
ness on  October  1,  1901,  with  50/.  capital,  and  did  fairlv  well 
lor  a,  time.

proved  the  apparently  interminable  basicity  of  lead.  This 
he  carried  up  to  Pb,,.  While  his  inventions  were  brilliant 
in  conception,  they  were  not  attended  with  the  commercial 
success  which  they  appeared  to  merit,  a  circumstance  prob- 
ably due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life  Mr. 
Maxwell-Lyte  was  paralysed  in  the  lower  part  of  his  body. 
He  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Chemical  Society, 
having  been  elected  in  1859,  and  he  was  an  original  member 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Steinkopff.—  At  Lydhurst,  Hayward's  Heath,  on  Feb- 
ruary 28,  Mr.  Edward  Steinkopff'.  aged  sixty-eight.  Mr. 
Steinkopff  was  the  founder  of  the  Apollinaris  Co.'s  business, 
from  which  he  retired  in  1897.

Elder  &  Co.), 
rounded  the  Apollinaris  business  and  took  the  chief  charge 
or  its  affairs  during  the  period  of  its  development,  with  the 


assistance  of  Mr.  Julius  Prince,  till  it  attained  an  un- 
paralleled position,  Apollinaris  becoming  the  leading 
natural  table-water  in  the  world.  Mr.  Steinkopff  and  his 
co-partners  sold  the  business  in  1897  to  the  late  Mr. 
Frederick  Gordon  for  nearly  two  millions  sterling,  and 
since  then  Mr.  Prince  has  been  at  the  head  of  it.  Mr. 
Steinkopff  was  for  some  time  the  owner  of  the  "  St.  James's 
Gazette."  In  1897  he  purchased  the  charming  estate  of 
Lydhurst.  in  Sussex,  and  enjoyed  his  retirement  there,  with 
occasional  brief  periods  of  residence  at  his  house  in  Berkeley 
Square,  which  was  at  cne  time  the  residence  of  Pitt.  Mrs. 
Steinkopff  died  a  few  months  ago.  Their  only  child  is  the 
wife  of  Colonel  Stewart  Mackenzie,  of  Seaforth.

Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford's  remarks  at  the  Teesside  chemists' 
dinner,  as  reported  in  our  issue  of  February  24,  showed 
him  to  be  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  He 
assures  us  that  his  remarks  were  to  the  opposite  effect,  his 
views  being  as  expressed  on  p.  385  of  this  issue.

The  aim  of  this  book  is  to  supply  in  a  small  compass  the 
common  and  botanical  title  of  every  herb  in  general  use, 
together  with  its  synonyms,  action,  preparations,  and  doses. 
How  this  is  carried  out  may  be  judged  by  the  following 
paragraphs  on  parsley  piert  : 

Parsley  Piert.    Alchemilla  arvensis. 
Synonym. — Breakstone. 
Part  Used.— Herb. 

Action. — Demulcent,  diuretic.  Used  in  all  cases  of  gravel,, 
kidney,  and  bladder  complaints.  It  acts  directly  on  the 
parts  affected,  and  will  be  found  exceedingly  valuable  even, 
in  seemingly  incurable  cases.  Several  London  doctors  pre- 
scribe this  remedy  regularly.  The  infusion  is  taken  in 
teacupful  doses  three  times  daily.  Preparation  :  Fluid 
extract.    Dose  :  One  drachm. 

The  book  begins  with  an  index  of  the  3,000  names  in  the 
book,  distinguishing  type  being  used  for  common  names, 
botanical  names,  and  synonyms.  Then  follow  172  pages  of 
matter  in  the  form  given  above.  Chapters  are  then  devoted 
to  the  "Forms  of  Botanical  Medicines,"  "Receipts  of 
Medical  Compounds,"  "  Continental  Herbal  Compounds," 
"Index  of  Therapeutic  Action,"  "Index  of  Books,"  and 
"  Additions."  The  receipts  are  collected  from  well-known 
botanical  books,  and  are  not  the  least  valuable  part  of  the 
work  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  chemist  who  is  called 
upon  to  make  up  such  prescriptions.  The  Cyclopaedia  fills  a 
gap  in  botanical  literature,  and  will  be  of  great  service  to 
those  chemists  who  do  a  herbal  business  or  contemplate 
branching  out  in  that  direction. 

Homoeopathy  Explained.    By  John  Henry  Clarke,  M.D. 
7|x4f.    Pp.  212.    2s.  cloth,  Is.  6d.  paper.  Homoeo- 
pathic Publishing  Co.,  Warwick  Lane,  E.C. 
A  plain,  clearly  expressed  exposition  of  the  principles  oi 
homoeopathy,  which  should  do  much  to  dissipate  ignorant 
criticism  of  this  system  of  medicine.      The  exponents- 
of  homoeopathy  have  had  to  put  up  with  such  an  extra- 
ordinary lot  of  vituperation  from  orthodox  medical  men  of 
the  old  school,  that  many  people  have  been  led  to  examine 
the  subject  sympathetically.    The  younger  school  of  allo- 
paths have  annexed  some  of  the  principles  of  homoeopathy, 
and  pharmacists  would  not  regret  if  the  prominence  given  to. 
the  scientific  prescribing  of  drugs  by  homoeopaths  were  also, 
made  a  tenet  of  modern  allopaths. 

Guide  Pratique  pour  L'Essai  des  Medicaments  chimiques. 
Par  P.  Goupil  et  L.  Broquin.  8x5^.  .Pp.  360. 
Paper  covers,  6  francs.  Bailliere  et  fils,  19  rue  Haute- 
feuille,  Paris. 

The  idea  of  this  book  is  to  provide  in  a  convenient  form 
the  information  that  is  needed  when  chemical  products  have- 
to  be  tested.  The  authors  have  well  succeeded  in  this, 
object,  and  in  a  clearly  printed  book  tell  all  that  is  wanted 
in  about  the  space  of  a  page  to  each  chemical.  Taking  the 
case  of  analgesine  as  one  in  point,  the  authors  first  give  the- 
chemical  formula,  molecular  weight,  and  six  synonyms,  and 
then  in  condensed  form  the  physical  properties,  such  as- 
colour,  smell,  taste,  appearance,  melting-point,  boiling- 
point,  crystallisation,  volatility,  and  solubility  in  seven 
mediums.  Next  are  given  the  reactions  that  establish  the- 
identity  of  the  substance,  five  in  number;  and.  lastly,  the- 
tests  for  purity  (solubility  and  absence  of  precipitate  with, 
sulphuretted  hydrogen).  It  ought  to  be  mentioned  that 
the  early  chapters  of  the  book  deal  with  reagents  and 
analytical  operations,  both  qualitative  and  quantitative, 
illustrations  being  employed  to  elucidate  the  text.  It  is  a. 
very  convenient  book,  and  although  printed  in  French  will 
be  equally  useful  to  English  chemists  who  have  a  nodding, 
acquaintance  with  that  language.

Phloraspins.  — According  to  Boehm  ("  Annalen."  329,  338) 
the  extract  of  the  root  of  male  fern  contains  a  small  quantity 
of  a  substance  (C.3H.„0„)  melting  at  211°.  which  he  calls  phlora- 
spine.  It  is  a  methylenic  compound,  yielding  much  butyric 
acid  on  treatment  with  acids  or  alkalies. 

Verbena  Oil.  —  Pchimmel  &  Co..  continuing  the  researches 
commenced  by  Doebner,  have  detected  small  quantities  of  an 
aldehyde  in  lemongrass  oil,  isomeric  with  citral.  and  having 
the  following  properties:  Sp.  gr.  0.9081;  optical  rotation 
+  0°  50';  refractive  index,  1.45641;  boiling-point  (6  mm.) 
=  68°;  melting-point  of  semicarbazone  =188°  to  189°  ;  formula. 
CioHi.O.  They  have  also  detected  traces  of  normal  decyl 
aldehyde,  sp.  gr.  0.836,  and  boiling  at  80°  to  81°  at  6  mm. 
pressure. 

Thujone  Derivatives — Haller  ("Comptes  rendus."  1905, 
1626)  has  prepared  a  number  of  thujone  homologues  by  the 
action  of  the  alcoholic  iodides  on  sodium-thujone,  a  body 
easily  prepared  by  the  use  of  sodamide.  Mothyl  thujone  is  a 
liquid,  boiling  at  90°  at  16  mm.  pressure,  and  forms  a  semi- 
carbazono  melting  at  164°.  Ethyl-thujone,  propyl-thujone, 
and  ally  1-thu jonc  are  also  prepared,  and  have  very  similar 
properties.  Thujone  was  also  combined  with  several  of  tho 
aromatic  aldehydes.  Bonzylidene  thujone  is  a  liquid  boiling 
at  176°  to  178°  at  12  mm.  pressure.  Anisylidene-thujone  is  a 
solid  crystalline  body  melting  at  85°.  Piperonylidene-thujone 
melts  at  114°. 

Chemistry  o"  Rosin.  —  Eudemann  ("American  Chem. 
Journal.''  1905,  523)  contributes  a  paper  on  tho  constitution 
of  abietic  acid,  which,  probably  in  tho  form  of  its  anhydride, 
forms  the  chief  portion  of  common  resin.  Eudemann  shows 
that  this  acid  is  a  monobasic  acid,  and  not  a  diphenolio  com- 
pound, as  has  been  previously  stated.  Oxidation  with  per- 
manganate furnished  malonic  acid  and  a  mixture  of  two 
acids,  very  difficult  to  crystallise,  of  which  one  is  dibasic  and 
of  the  formula  G«H!.01,  melting  at  188°.  whilst  tho  other  ii 
an  aldehvde-acid.  CJFL.O,.  melting  at  111°  to  113°.  or,  when  it 
is  crystallised  with  one  molecule  of  water,  at  80°.  Tho  author 
considers  that  abietic  acid  is  a  derivative  of  a  hydrophen- 
anthrene.

Taking  Melting-points. 
The  melting-point  of  solids  is  generally  determined  by 
heating  the  tube  in  a  sulphuric-acid  bath  ;  a  more  exact  way, 
but  one  that  takes  up  more  time,  is 
to  use  an  air-bath  with  the  Roth 
apparatus  which  is  filled  with  sul- 
phuric acid.  In  this  case  the  india- 
rubber  ring  comes  into  contact  with 
the  strongly  heated  sides  and  makes 
them  unpleasantly  dirty,  which  led 
a  contributor  to  the  German  Phar- 
maceutical Association  to  substitute 
for  the  indiarubber  ring  a  spring 
metal  spiral.  The  spiral  of  itself 
does  not,  however,  give  the  tube  the 
necessary  vertical  direction ;  it  was 
therefore  stretched  over  a  thin 
plate  of  about  30  mm.  long  and 

10  mm.   high.    In  this  plate,  as 

shown  in  the  lower  part  of  the 

figure,  are  three  flat  grooves  which 

enable  the  arrangement  to  clasp  the 

melting-tubes  and  thermometer,  as 

shown.  The  ring  can  be  compressed 

and  enlarged,  and  can  therefore  be 

used  for  thermometers  of  various 

thicknesses.  The  first  arrangements 

of  this  kind  were  made  of  German 

silver  by  Hildebrandt,  engineer  of 

the  laboratory  of  applied  chemistry 

at  Leipzig,  for  use  in  the  Roth  ap- 
paratus, and  at  the  request  of  Pro-

Synthetic  Camphor. 

The  U.S.  Board  of  General  Appraisers  recently  decided 
that  synthetic  camphor  was  to  be  admitted  free  of  duty 
as  crude  camphor  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  3,  p.  207),  but  the 
Treasury  Department  has  now  directed  the  Collector  of 
Customs  of  New  York  to  file  an  appeal  against  this  decision, 
so  that  further  developments  may  be  expected. 

The  Straits  Dollar. 

Our  Penang  correspondent  writes  on  January  31  that  the 
Straits  dollar,  which  has  had  a  very  chequered  career,  has  at 
last  been  fixed  by  the  Government  at  2s.  4cZ.  When  it  is 
stated  that  the  "dollar-value  has  ranged  from  4s.  Id.  to 
is.  6d.,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  has  passed  through  some  excit- 
ing periods.  The  proclamation,  which  has  long  been  yearned 
for  by  traders,  has  given  general  satisfaction.  The  prevalent 
opinion  is  that  2s.  Ad.  may  not  be  the  final  value,  as  in  the 
event  of  the  rise  in  silver  the  dollar-value  will  advance 
accordingly;  but  if  the  price  of  silver  falls,  2s.  4<2.  will  be  in 
any  case  the  minimum  dollar-value. 

German  Chemical  Industry. 

It  is  estimated  by  Dr.  A.  Kriiger,  who  has  written  a  work 
on  the  German  chemical  and  allied  industries,  that  there  are 
4,000  chemists  engaged  in  Germany  in  those  trades,  and  it  is 
added  that  the  excessive  offer  of  expert  services,  while  of 
value  to  their  industry,  has  wrought  havoc  with  the  profession. 
On  the  other  hand,  workmen's  wages  have  risen  year  by  year. 
The  financial  returns  of  the  industry  are  shown  in  the  average 
dividends  quoted  of  the  various  joint-stock  companies.  These 
paid  to  their  shareholders  on  the  average  7.77  per  cent,  in 
1890  and  13.83  per  cent,  in  1899.  In  the  last  quoted  year,  out 
of  104  companies  16  declared  no  dividend,  18  declared  7£  per 
cent,  to  10  per  cent.,  23  declared  10  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent., 
and  16  declared  over  15  per  cent.  In  regard  to  the  colour- 
industry,  it  appears  that  in  1897  the  production  was 
120,000,000m.  The  Badische  Anilin-  und  Soda-fabrik  paid 
for  workmen  and  foremen — exclusive  of  women  and  minors — 
6,804,049m.  in  1899,  or  3.81m.  per  head  per  day,  against  3.01m. 
in  1890  and  2.71m.  in  1886. 

German  Dye-industry. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "Times"  gives  some  particulars 
concerning  the  growth  of  the  German  synthetic-dye  industry 
and  the  developments  which  took  place  last  year,  by  which  an 
agreement  was  concluded  between  the  chief  producers  ter- 
minating the  costly  competition  hitherto  waged  between  them. 
The  factories  are  five  in  number,  consisting  of  the  Badische 
Anilin-  und  Soda-fabrik  at  Ludwigshafen,  Meister,  Lucius 
&  Briining,  at  Hochst.  the  Bayer  Co.  at  Elberfeld,  the  Berlin 
Anilin-fabrik,  and  L.  Casella  &  Co.  at  Frankfort.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  capital  and  income  of  four  of  these 
firms  for  the  last  few  years  :

cardamoms.  Quality  has  not  been  quite  so  good,  there  being 
a  larger  percentage  of  No.  3,  owing  to  age  and  drought.  The 
blossoms  during  the  year  wei-e  frequent,  but  the  absence  of 
bees  seems  to  have  been  noted  by  several  growers,  and  the 
failure  of  fructification  of  blossoms  was  attributed  more  to 
the  short  supply  of  these  industrious  workers  than  to  drought 
or  climatic  causes.  As  there  are  few,  if  any,  new  fields  coming 
into  bearing  in  1906,  and  many  of  the  older  cardamoms  being 
cut  out,  the  prospects  for  prices  are  considered  brighter  than 
they  have  been  since  1899.  The  estimate  for  1906  is  for  the 
present  put  at  800,000  lb.,  based  on  the  belief  that  more  of 
1905  crop  will  be  exported  during  1906  than  was  carried  for- 
ward to  1905  from  the  previous  year.  The  Government,  at 
the  request  of  growers,  have  been  collecting  one  cent  per 
lb.  on  all  cardamoms  exported  from  Ceylon  from  October  1, 
and  the  sum  collected,  Rs.  3,052,  with  future  monthly  collec- 
tions, will  be  handed  to  the  "  Thirty  committee  "  empowered 
by  the  Planters'  Association  Committee  to  disburse  as  it  may 
consider  desirable  for  increasing  the  demand  for  cardamoms, 
in  old  or  new  markets. 

"Paraguayan  Tea"  Crop. 
The  yerba  mate  crop  in  the  State  of  Parana  for 
1905  is  expected  to  reach  28,000,000  kilos.,  as  against 
33.000,000  kilos,  for  last  year.  The  consumption  of  thia 
article  of  export  is  entirely  in  the  Argentine  Republic  where 
"Paraguayan  tea"  is  greatly  appreciated.  The  shrub 
is  not  planted  or  cultivated,  but  discovered  like  precious 
minerals  in  the  most  inaccessible  places,  and  picked  by 
colonies  of  trained  Paraguayans  and  Poles,  who  prepare  it  for 
the  market  principally  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Henry 
Gomm,  acting  British  Consul  at  (Juntyba,  and  owner  of  a 
concession  from  the  Government  of  the  State.  This  gentle- 
man has  had  an  extensive  experience  in  Paraguay,  and  has 
introduced  the  Paraguayan  methods  into  Parana,  thus 
immensely  improving  the  value  of  the  Brazilian  produce.  The 
State  of  Matto  Grosso  exports  about  5,000,000  kilos.,  and  the 
States  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and  Santa  Catharina  about 
1,500,000  kilos,  each.

Wild  Medicinal  Plants  of  the  United  States. 

In  response  to  inquiries  received  at  the  Office  of  Drug-plant 
Investigations,  Washington,  in  regard  to  the  drug-producing 
plants  of  the  United  States,  and  for  information  as  to  the 
parts  of  the  plants  used  in  medicine,  Miss  A.  Henkel  has 
compiled  a  list,  using  as  a  basis  the  catalogues  of  dealers  in 
crude  drugs  and  the  standard  works  on  botany.  Only  such 
wild  medicinal  plants  as  have  a  commercial  value  are  con- 
sidered, the  list  including  both  official  and  non-official  drugs. 
First,  the  information  on  each  species  is  given  under  the 
accepted  botanical  name.  Botanical  synonyms,  if  any,  are 
mentioned,  and  these  are  followed  by  the  most  common 
names.  A  few  words  of  information  indicating  the  most 
important  features  of  habit  and  stature,  as  well  as  the  sort 
of  situation  in  which  found,  together  with  the  geographical 
distribution  in  the  United  States,  are  then  given  in  each  case. 
The  parts  of  the  plants  used  and  the  official  status  of  the  pro- 
duct close  the  description.  Hitherto  there  has  been  much  con- 
fusion in  regard  to  botanical  names,  and  even  in  common 
names  of  drug-producing  plants,  so  that  it  is  hoped  this 
compilation  will  tend  to  uniformity  among  those  who  handU 
crude  drugs. 

Musali-tree  of  Uganda. 

The  "  musali  "  tree  is  known  to  most  residents  in  Uganda 
as  the  tree  which  bears  the  rather  acidulous,  but  still  rather 
appetising,  fruit,  called  by  the  natives  "  nsale."  The  bark  of 
the  tree  has,  among  the  natives,  a  reputation  as  a  diuretic. 
In  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  bark  contains  any  con- 
stituents which  might  be  of  value  in  medicine,  a  sample  was 
sent  by  the  Forestry  and  Scientific  Department,  to  the  Im- 
perial Institute,  London,  for  investigation,  and  Professor 
Dunstan  has  reported  that  the  tree  has  been  identified  as  a 
species  of  Garcinio.  closely  allied  to  O.  Tlvrhct nnni.  Baker. 
The  sample  consisted  of  pieces  of  yellowish,  hard  bark,  posses- 
sing no'characteristic  odour.  An  extract  from  the  bark  was 
found  to  consist  of  (1)  a  substance  possessing  the  properties  of 
a  tannin  anhydride;  (2)  an  amorphous  tannin-like  substance, 
soluble  in  water,  and  of  an  astringent  taste.  These  two  sub- 
stances were  present  to  the  extent  of  19  per  cent.  Other  sub- 
stances present  were  an  inert  insoluble  resin,  and  gummy  and 
extractive  matters  possessing  no  phvsiological  action.  Search 
was  made  for  glucosides,  alkaloids,  volatile  oil,  or  other 
neutral  principles,  but  no  trace  was  found.  It  was  thought 
the  large  amount  of  tannin  present  mis-ht  render  the  bark 
valuable  as  a  tanning  material,  but  trials  proved  it  useless 
for  this  purpose.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  a  bark 
containing  such  a  large  percentap-e  of  tannin  has  acquired  a 
reputation  as  a  diuretic.  The  bark  would  have  no  commercial 
value  in  Europe.

A QUIET  feeling  has  prevailed  in  drugs  and  chemicals, 
but  there  is  a  steady  undercurrent  of  business  in  several 
important  articles.  Among  chemicals  the  chief  alterations 
have  been  the  not  altogether  unexpected  advance  in  borax 
and  boric  acid  on  the  part  of  the  combination,  and  the  two- 
penny rise  in  English  refined  camphor,  which  was  also 
anticipated  several  weeks  ago.  English  bromides  are  un- 
altered, but  the  situation  remains  puzzling,  makers  still  con- 
fining their  deliveries  to  limited  quantities.  American  is 
not  now  so  freely  offered,  and  several  sellers  have  with- 
drawn, which  points  to  the  fact  that  endeavours  are  being 
made  to  patch  up  an  arrangement.  Quinine  is  stagnant, 
and  iodides  are  quiet.  Oxalic  acid  is  firmer  again,  and 
tartar  emetic  is  dearer.  Sulphur  is  temporarily  scarce,  and 
firmer  on  the  spot.  Copper  sulphate  and  potashes  are 
easier,  while  the  prices  of  glycerin  are  still  in  buyers'  favour. 
In  drugs  the  feature  has  been  a  further  advance  in  ipecac- 
uanha, consequent  on  buying  for  the  U.S.A.  Higher  prices 
are  again  asked  for  gamboge  and  chamomiles.  Norwegian 
cod-liver  oil  has  still  a  falling  tendency,  but  prices  cannot 
now  be  far  off  bottom.  Sarsaparilla  is  still  very  scarce,  and 
the  same  applies  to  nux  vomica.  Among  essential  oils 
American  peppermint  is  firm  but  quiet,  but  Japanese  de- 
mentholised  has  been  in  demand.  Wintergreen  is  dearer, 
and  lemon  continues  to  advance  in  Sicily.  The  following 
are  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week  :

Holders  are  not  anxious  sellers  at  the 
reduced  price,  as  they  can  obtain  a  better  price  on  the  home 
market.  The  stock  of  crude  iodine  is  rather  light,  the  new 
crop  not  appearing  in  the  market  until  about  the  end  of 
May.  If  this  year's  crop  should  be  heavy,  the  price  may 
probably  go  down  to  the  same  level  as  that  of  the  "  com- 
bination." But  the  opinion  is  that  the  price  will  not  decline 
further  in  the  near  future.

At  the  time  of  the  disaster  360 
vessels,  containing  about  1,300  fishermen,  were  engaged  in 
operations,  and  according  to  the  latest  accounts  from  Trond- 
hjem there  are  now  eight  boats  and  twenty-five  men  missing. 

An  advice  from  Norway,  dated  March  5,  states  that  the 
reports  received  from  the  fishing  places  continue  to  denote 
favourable  progress  of  the  fisheries.

A  report  from  Messina,  dated  February  28,  states  that  the 
Anglo-Sicilian  Co.  have  decided  to  rescind  their  contract, 
which  expires  on  July  31.  The  Sicilian  mine-owners,  in  order 
to  substitute  the  receding  company,  intend  to  form  a  new 
Trust,  and  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  unite  them  by  their 
own  freewill  under  one  head,  a  law  is  to  be  presented  to  Parlia- 
ment making  it  compulsory  to  all  interested  to  form  part  of 
tho  new  combine.  This  "  Consorzio  Obbligatorio  "  will  dispose 
of  the  whole  Sicilian  production,  and  exercise  a  more  complete 
monopoly  than  the  A.-S.  Co.  by  absorbing  all  the  former 
"dissidents."  Delegates  representing  the  mining  interests 
are  in  Rome  negotiating  with  the  A.-S.  Co.  and  with  Mr. 
Frasch.  They  hope  to  obtain  from  the  A.-S.  Co.  an  extension 
of  time  for  the  sale  of  accumulated  stocks,  which  the  "  Con- 
sorzio Obbligatorio"  is  asked  to  take  over  and  liquidate  with 
the  A.  S.  Co.  The  agitation  is  so  strong,  the  fear  of  disturb- 
ance so  intense,  that  the  law  referred  to  has  every  probability 
of  being  passed.  All  agree  that  the  chief  remedy  against 
the  impending  crisis  must  be  a  reduction  of  the  produc- 
tion, but  the  difficulty  is  how  to  bring  it  about  without  reduc- 
ing the  number  of  hands  employed  in  the  mines.  Mr.  Frasch, 
the  agent  for  the  Louisiana  Sulphur  Co.  in  the  treaties  now 
being  made  in  Rome,  insists  on  reserving  the  whole  of  the 
American  market  to  the  home  product.  Last  year  the  U.S.A. 
■consumed  604,500  tons  of  sulphur,  of  which  Sicily  supplied 
70,000  tons.  The  stocks  in  Sicily  at  the  end  of  January  1906 
have  increased  to  476,764  tons,  against  378,195  tons  the  pre- 
ceding vear,  so  that  the  new  "  Consorzio  "  will  therefore  have 
a  formidable  problem  to  solve. 

Tartar-emetic  is  clearer,  pure  crystals  or  powder  being 
quoted  at  9|rf.  per  lb.  net,  and  l±d.  more  for  B.P. 

Vanilla. — Only  a  small  quantity  was  offered  at  auction 
on  Wednesday,  the  total  being  440  tins,  of  which  350  sold  at 
an  advance  of  6d.  to  Is.  per  lb.  for  good  to  fine  pods;  very 
few  common  beans  were  offered.

Our  Foreign  Trade. 

The  February  foreign  trade  returns  are  as  cheerful  as  those 
of  January.  The  imports  were  47,528,000/.,  a  rise  of  4,683,000/., 
while  exports  reached  28,781,000/.,  a  rise  of  3,512,000/.  For  the 
two  complete  months  of  the  year  the  gain  in  imports  is 
10,761,000/.,  and  the  gain  in  exports  11,577,000/.  In  imports 
raw  materials  advanced  by  three  millions  last  month,  but 
much  of  this  is_duo  to  the  higher  prices  now  paid  for  cotton  as 
compared  with  February  1905.  Manufactured  articles  also  in- 
creased by  1,452,000/.,  the  only  decline  in  this  category  being 
one  of  24,111/.  in  chemicals.  In  exports  the  chief  gain  is  in 
manufactured  articles,  which  rose  3,071,000/.  Chemicals  and 
paper  are  the  only  articles  showing  a  decrease  in  this  group, 
the  former  being  985/.  less  on  a  total  export  of  1,225,061/. 

The  German  Bromine  Convention. 

As  we  reported  recently,  differences  have  arisen  between  the 
bromine  convention  and  chloride  of  magnesium  convention, 
which  led  to  the  chloride  of  magnesium  works  forming  a 
counter  association,  the  old  bromino  syndicate  retaliating 
with  competitive  prices.  A  month  has,  however,  been  suffi- 
cient to  demonstrate  the  folly  of  reckless  competition,  as  we 
now  learn  on  good  authority  that  an  agreement  has  been 
arrived  at  which  binds  them  more  closely  than  has  hitherto 
been  the  case.  In  addition,  both  groups  have  mutually 
agreed  to  give  financial  supnort  out  of  their  respective  profits 
to  any  section  which  may  be  compelled  to  reduce  its  prices 
below  a  certain  level.  In  consequence  of  this  understanding 
the  chloride  of  magnesium  convention  is  now  enabled  to  place 
its  product  at  the  former  price  again,  and  consequently  sup- 
ports the  original  bromine  convention  in  its  present  fight 
against  the  home  and  American  competition.

Industrial  Alcohol. 
Sir, — The  well-meant  attempt  of  Mr.  Balfour's  Govern- 
ment to  pass  in  the  last  Parliament  a  Bill  enabling  the 
manufacturing  chemists  to  use  duty-free  alcohol  in  bond 
on  the  same  terms  as  it  is  supplied  for  export — viz.,  with 
threepence  drawback  allowance — having  failed,  we  have  now 
to  approach  the  free-trade  Government  of  Sir  Henry  Camp- 
bell-Bannerman  on  the  same  subject.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  decision  of  a  Government  which  is  pledged  to  free 
trade  must  be  favourable  to  the  ehemical-industi-y  of  Great 
Britain,  the  more  so  as  it  is  less  likely  to  be  influenced  by 
considerations  of  the  distillers'  interests,  to  whom  we  owe 
the  trouble  and  expense  we  incurred  since  1902  through 
having  to  give  up  the  use  of  German  spirit  or  pay  a  penny 
more  surtax.  The  Government  cannot  help  realising  that 
this  increase  of  a  penny  on  the  surtax  being  kept  on,  even 
after  the  remission  of  the  registration-duty  on  grain,  which 
had  been  paraded  as  the  reason  for  the  increase  of  the 
surtax,  was  as  bad  a  piece  of  jobbery  as  we  have  ever  seen. 
The  interest  of  the  chemists  who  had  made  contracts  for  the 
supply  of  their  foreign  rectified  spirit  was  not  only  dis- 
regarded, but  Mr.  Balfour's  Government  absolutely  taxed 
our  industry  in  order  to  be  able  to  allow  the  distillers  and 
the  exporters  of  whisky  an  extra  penny  drawback  on  ex- 
portation of  their  produce.  As  it  happened,  it  was  the 
British  taxpayers  who  had  to  pay  for  this  mistake,  and 
according  to  the  Excise  returns  of  1904-5  they  were  mulcted 
to  the  tune  of  28,975?.,  being  the  amount  of  the  extra  penny 
drawback  allowed  on  6.954,037  proof  gals,  of  home-made 
spirits  exported  during  that  period,  and  on  which  three- 
pence drawback  was  allowed  as  against  twopence  before 
1902.  By  all  means  let  us  have  the  advantage  of  the  draw- 
back for  the  industrial  spirit — it  will  be  at  least  a  slight 
concession  to  a  long-suffering  trade.  But  we  must  bear  in 
mind  that  if  the  Government  realises  that  the  increase  of 
surtax  and  drawback  in  1902  by  one  penny  respec- 
tively was  unjust,  it  will  be  bound  to  return  to 
the  rate  of  surtax  and  drawback  which  was  in  force 
prior  to  1902,  and  in  that  case  we  could  naturally  only 
reckon  on  a  drawback  of  twopence  on  industrial  spirit. 
Now,  it  appears  that  the  official  reason  why  we  have  any 
surtax  and  drawback  at  all  is  "  not  to  put  the  British  pro- 
ducer of  spirits  in  a  position  of  advantage  as  compared 
with  his  foreign  or  colonial  competitor,  but  to  save  him 
from  being  placed  in  a  position  of  disadvantage,"  and  con- 
sequently, if  the  present  Government  accepts  a  Bill  which 
gives  the  twopence  or  threepence  export  allowance  on  in- 
dustrial alcohol,  it  cannot  refuse  to  allow  the  use  of  foreign 
spirit  for  the  same  purpose  free  of  surtax.  The  one  point 
necessarily  follows  the  other.  It  is  idle  to  expect  that  the 
British  distiller  would  not  kick  against  a  law  conceived  in 
the  above  terms,  but  we  must  hold  him  excused  if  he.  who 
has  been  the  only  favoured  party  ever  since  free  trade  was 
instituted,  does  not  give  in  without  a  fight.  He  has 
succeeded  in  preventing  the  chemical-industry  in  this 
country  from  expanding  to  anything  like  the  extent  to 
which  it  has  expanded  in  other  countries,  and  it  is  high 
time  that  this  state  of  affairs  should  be  altered.    If  we  are 


to  have  free  trade  with  its  disadvantages  to  our  industry, 
let  us  at  least  have  all  the  advantages  which  we  can  fairly 
claim  If  once  we  have  the  alternative  of  manufacturing 
in  bond  with  British  spirit  less  the  export  allowance  or  the 
foreign  spirit  free  of  surtax,  then  only  shall  we  be  in  a 
position  to  compete  in  neutral  markets.

The  explanation  is 
simple.  To  do  a  500/.  turnover  needs  certain  stock — say, 
300/.  ;  but  to  do  1,000/.  turnover  only  needs  a  slightly  higher 
stock  in  some  items,  renewed  more  frequently — not  double 
stock.  My  comparison  of  the  right  price  for  a  business 
and  the  price  usually  asked  was  intended  to  demonstrate 
the  very  wide  margin  between  what  I  know  to  be  a  safe 
price  and  the  price  generally  asked  by  the  seller.  In  March 
1904  I  offered  450/.  for  a  bankrupt  business — once  good,  in 
a  good  position  of  a  big  town;  the  purchaser  was  a  rash 
young  man,  and  paid  800/.  for  it.  In  November  of  1904 
I  was  told  in  an  agent's  office  in  London  that  the  business 
was  again  for  sale,  and  if  I  was  quick  in  sending  an  offer 
I  would  get  it  at  my  first  offer  of  450/.  Too  late;  someone 
else  had  bought  it.  I  do  not  pretend  the  Diary  (1906)  table 
of  prices  to  be  other  than  a  guide  to  a  druggist  in  estimating 
for  himself  the  value  of  some  business  he  may  be  trying  to 
buy.  Agents  are  keen  men  on  a  bargain,  but  they  are 
straight  men  to  deal  with.  The  crookedness  lies  in  the 
awful  businesses  they  get  to  sell,  and  in  the  fact  (as  one 
agent  said  to  me)  of  the  druggist  who  sells  ancient  stock 
twenty  years  old  and  wants  the  price  of  good  fresh  stock 
for  it.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — I  read  with  interest  the  correspondence  on  this 
subject,  especially  the  criticism  of  Jay  Mack's  article  by 
"  Another  Jay,"  and  the  reply  thereto.  The  article  itself 
I  consider  a  poor  production.    There  was  a  book  with  the 


simple  title  "  Thrift,"  written  some  forty  years  ago,  which 
anyone  who  has  the  subject  at  heart  would  do  well  to  read. 
It  stands  head  and  shoulders  above  "Modern  Methods" 
as  expounded  by  Mr.  Mack.  This  gentleman  evidently  con- 
siders himself  a  modern  business  man,  and  he  might  surely 
have  taken  the  trouble  to  reply  to  "Another  Jay"  in  a 
sensible  manner,  instead  of  calling  him  a  "  grossly  idle  and 
incompetent  man."  Mr.  Smith,  the  man  who  saved  24/., 
promised  himself  a  laugh  when  he  read  the  reply  of  Mr. 
Mack.  I  have  no  doubt  the  hundreds  of  C .  &  D.  readers 
would  laugh  no  less  heartily  than  Mr.  Smith  and  his  friends 
when  they  read  the  utterly  ridiculous  reply  of  Jay  Mack. 
I  worked  alongside  an  assistant  who  was  earning  25s.  per 
week.  He  kept  himself  in  board  and  lodgings,  paid  for 
classes  at  a  well-known  school  of  pharmacy,  and  later  on 
the  examination-fee,  and,  in  addition,  sent  home  2s.  6d. 
weekly  to  his  parents,  who  were  in  humble  circumstances. 
He  was  not  one  of  the  men  who  went  twice  weekly  to  the 
theatre  and  took  his  glass  of  beer.  Mr.  Mack  says  that  not 
one  qualified  man  in  2,000  ever  has  money  to  invest.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  absurd  statements  any  man  in  his  senses 
could  make.  Sixteen  years  ago,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  I 
qualified,  and  I  can  with  perfect  confidence  say  that,  of  the 
assistants  I  then  knew  and  others  I  have  met  since,  90  per 
cent,  are  to-day  the  possessors  of  sums  ranging  from  500/. 
to  2,000/.,  and  the  remaining  10  per  cent,  are  those  who, 
among  other  things,  went  twice  weekly  to  the  theatre,  had 
their  glass  of  beer,  smoked  a  pipe,  and  were  "  men  "  by 
virtue  of  the  latter  act,  according  to  "Modern  Business 
Methods."  Under  No.  4  of  his  reply  in  last  week's  issue  of 
the  G.  <£•  D.  Mr.  Mack  allows  10/.  per  annum  for  coal  and 
gas.  Light  and  heat  are  two  things  I  am  a  little  extravagant 
In,  yet  on  referring  to  my  details  of  expenditure  for  the 
last  three  years  I  find  the  sums  paid  by  me  were  51.  6s.  5d., 
51.  6s.  10d.,  and  4/.  lis.  Zd.  respectively.  This  is  with  coal 
at  18s.  per  ton  and  gas  at  2s.  9d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 
Making  all  due  allowance  for  variation  in  prices,  I  fail  to 
understand  how  Mr.  Mack  reaches  the  sum  of  10/.  He 
ought  to  think  a  little  more  deeply  before  committing  his 
ideas  to  paper,  and  I  have  no  doubt  we  would  not  then  be 
entertained  by  such  statements  as  a  "man's  mental  acumen 
being  obscured  by  the  mote  in  his  right  eye."

Amendment  of  the  Dentists  Act. 

Sir, — One  of  the  most  profitable  portions  in  thousands  of 
chemists'  businesses  is  the  extraction  of  teeth  and  the  supply 
of  artificial  ones.  In  view  of  the  forthcoming  Bill  to 
amend  the  Dentists  Act  it  is  high  time  that  chemists  looked 
after  their  own  interests,  unless  they  wish  to  lose  part  of 
their  living.  Unqualified  dentists  have  formed  strong 
societies  to  protect  their  own  interests.  Many  chemists 
have  good  practices,  and  how  do  they  stand  ?  Absolutely 
alone.  The  societies  of  unqualified  dentists  will,  no  doubt, 
seek  some  sort  of  registration  for  their  members,  and  it  is 
quite  time  that  chemists  who  carry  on  this  business  should 
combine  and  form  a  society  to  protect  their  own  in-  i 
terests,  otherwise  they  are  likely  to  be  left  out  in  the  cold. 
This  is  certainly  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  many 
chemists,  and  the  writer  would  only  be  too  glad  to  support 
any  movement  in  the  same.

The  P.A.T.A.  and  Co-ops. 
Sir, — In  regard  to  the  present  situation  of  affairs  relative 
to   the   P.A.T.A.,   company  chemists,    and  co-operative 
societies,  may  I  point  out  some  of  the  causes  that  seem  to 
me  to  have  led  to  it?    Fifty  years  ago  the  great  increase  of 
wealth  in  the  country  led  to  a  great  increase  in  population, 
and  many  of  the  middle  classes  crowded  into  the  ranks  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  only  the  large  profits  of  the 
chemist's  business  enabled  them  to  get  a  living.    The  ranks 
of  other  trades  became  crowded  too,  and  a  practice  sprang 
up  of  mixing  in  one  shop  goods  that  had  been  limited  in 
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their  distribution,  and  the  druggist's  business  suffered  there- 
from. Then  followed  a  more  decided  departure  from 
custom.  The  pressure  of  competition  led  many  chemists  to 
vary  their  stock  and  undersell,  and  at  last  there  came  upon 
the  scene  the  company  chemist  and  the  Store.  This  disrup- 
tion of  a  long-established  practice  of,  so  to  say,  minding 
one's  own  business  was  further  intensified  by  the  higher 
education  and  attainments  of  many  gentlemen  under  the 
action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  until  now  the  class 
seems  to  be  divided  into  chemists  on  the  one  hand  and 
druggists  on  the  other — chemists  who  feel  a  not  unnatural 
disgust  at  the  "  trady  "  part  of  the  business,  and  druggists 
who  care  not  to  aim  at  a  professional  status.  The  interests 
of  these  two  sections  do  not  quite  coincide.  The  man  with 
the  professional  bias  wants  a  professional  remuneration ; 
the  man  with  trade  instincts  seeks  a  larger  turnover  on  a 
basis  of  smaller  profits.  To  the  last  division  belong  the 
companies  and  stores.  I  do  not  say  that  either  of  the 
parties  is  wrong,  only  that  their  aims  are  incompatible. 
And  now,  before  the  whip  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  is  driven  the 
hesitating  manufacturer  to  take  up  arms  against  this  sea  of 
•cutting,  and  by  opposing  end  it.  That  is  the  theory  of 
the  P.A.T.A.  But  is  it  sufficient  to  that  end?  The  stores 
have  demanded  a  free  hand ;  Mr.  Jones  refuses  it.  If  pro- 
prietors fall  out  with  the  Stores,  they  do  not  necessarily  fall 
in  with  Mr.  Jones;  for  some  chemists  have  refused  to  stock 
patents,  etc.,  at  all,  while  others  depreciate  them  and  trade 
off  substitutes  for  them.  Which  rock  of  the  two  is  more 
dangerous,  Scylla  or  Charybdis?  There  remains  another 
party  to  the  bargain.  Where  do  the  public  come  in  ?  Do 
you  think  they  look  pleasantly  on  this  conspiracy  to  make 
things  dearer  to  them  than  competition  warrants?  An 
artificial  attempt  to  enhance  prices  is  bound  to  fail.  The 
large  profits  of  years  ago  and  restricted  competition  enabled 
a  large  number  of  chemists  to  get  a  living ;  now  they  cannot. 
There  are  more  than  the  nation  needs  for  its  service.  We 
may  all  regret  this.  I  do,  but  it  is  useless  to  blink  the  fact. 
Mr.  Gladstone,  than  whom  no  one  had  a  sounder  knowledge 
of  economic  problems,  averred  that  the  tendency  of  distri- 
bution was  towards  large  establishments,  with  much  capital 
and  smaller  expenses  and  profits.  I  do  not  think  the 
P.A.T.A.  will  be  able  to  override  that  tendency.

Sir,— In  the  "Weekly  Dispatch"  of  February  25  I  note 
an  apt  phrase  in  Mr.  Chamberlain's  speech.  He  says  : 
"  When  the  hon.  member  for  East  Mayo  congratulates  and 
praises  the  Chief  Secretary  for  his  brave  speech,  I  am  re- 
minded of  the  procedure  of  the  boa  constrictor  who  beslavers 
his  prey  before  he  devours  him."  This  appears  aptly  to 
illustrate  the  present  position  of  the  big  Stores  and  the 
nostrum-proprietors.  The  big  Stores  have  "beslavered" 
the  makers  with  large  orders  for  their  preparations,  have 
built  up  huge  businesses  by  reducing  the  original  prices  and 
using  them  as  a  bait,  and  now,  having  become  powerful  they 
literally  devour  them  by  either  dictating  their  own  terms  or 
bringing  their  own  specialities  on  the  market.  Exactly  what 
we  might  have  expected.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the 
result.  If  the  makers  succumb,  they  will,  by  assisting  in 
closing  up  the  smaller  men  and  reducing  the  number  of 
outlets,  become  still  further  at  the  mercy  of  these  leviathans 
£re  it  is  too  late  they  had  better  copy  the  example  of  the 
brewers  and  keep  open  as  many  distributing-agencies  as 
possible,  otherwise  the  day  of  reckoning  is  sure  to  come  I 
nave  always  been  told  that  the  safety  of  a  business  depends 
upon  its  broad  basis,  but  in  the  present  condition  of  trade 
the  distribution  of  specialities  must  gradually  fall  to  fewer 
hands,  and  then-well,  they  will  make  their  own.

in"  will,  I  trust,  very  soon  be  entirely  a  thing  of  the  past, 
and  there  is  hope  that  a  Bill  for  legislating  on  this  matter 
will  shortly  be  introduced  into  Parliament.  Meanwhile  the 
remedy  for  the  existing  state  of  affairs  lies  in  the  hands  of 
assistants  themselves,  and  consists  in  their  combining 
together  and  forming  a  trade  union  composed  of  chemists' 
employes  throughout  the  country.  We  have  all  seen  the 
tremendous  power  wielded  by  the  various  trade  unions  and 
Labour  party  throughout  the  country,  and  what  an  immense 
work  they  have  done  and  are  doing  to  further  the  interests 
and  improve  the  well-being  of  those  classes  they  represent. 
In  following  their  example  lies  our  only  hope  of  amelioration 
of  the  present  conditions,  and  I  trust  at  no  distant  date  to 
see  the  formation  of  a  National  Chemists'  Assistants'  Union 
which  will  be  sufficiently  powerful  to  make  its  representa- 
tions for  the  improvement  of  the  existing  conditions  of 
labour  of  such  importance  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of 
their  being  ignored  by  those  to  whom  they  are  addressed.

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. 
Mr.  J.  Mavor  (Boots,  Ltd.,  Hanley)  writes  again 
on  this  subject,  and  following  up  his  letter  of  last 
week,  Mr.  Mavor  submits  a  series  of  reforms  to 
which  he  would  subject  certain  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  commercial  ventures  and  statutory  duties. 
In  respect  to  the  latter  he  singles  out  the  examinations, 
suggesting  that  there  should  be  a  new  syllabus  for  three 
examinations — the  Preliminary,  Licence,  and  Minor.  A 
Conference  should  be  called  about  the  matter,  he  thinks,  and 
he  gives  details  for  the  recasting  of  the  examinations  and 
how  they  should  be  conducted,  all  being  on  what  may  be 
called,  in  brief,  trade  lines,  for  which  at  present  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  lack  the  statutory  powers.  Mr.  Mavor 
appears  to  recognise  this,  for  he  continues  :  "  Very  little 
legislation  is  needed  :  the  Privy  Council  has  ample  powers 
to  deal  with  much  of  the  programme;  in  fact,  one  Govern- 
ment Department  has  a  Bill  in  preparation  especially 
dealing  with  licences  to  traders." 

"  In  1883  the  Council  prepared  a  Bill  to  licence  traders 
to  sell  poisons:  but  this  Bill  was  dropped." — C.  &  D. 

"Examination  on  Irish  lines:  licentiate  takes  charge  in 
absence  of  owner." — Gilmour. 

"Examination  poor  affair:  cost  absurd." — Cowley. 
"  Society  take  charge  of  First  examination  again.  Phar- 
macy been  living  on  false  pretences  to  a  profession."— 
Maben. 

"Revise  whole  scheme  of  teaching:  It  is  a  trade,  not  a 
profession." — Sarr/eant. 

Mr.  Mavor  proceeds  to  argue  that  the  Council  has  neglected 
real  reforms  during  the  past  ten  years  "  for  this  wretched 
Pharmacy  Bill  " ;  he  touches  on  the  financial  position  of 
the  Society,  and  gradually  leads  up  to  the  following  pro- 
nouncement : 

We  are  on  the  eve  of  another  election.  Are  we  going  to 
sit  still  and  vote  for  the  same  men  who  have  been  in,  or  aro 
we  to  search  for  new  blood — for  modern  men,  pledged  to 
reform— for,  in  short,  seven  Labour  members?  It  must  be 
the  duty  of  the  young  men— the  young  masters— to  hustle  for 
"  reform,"  because  the  older  men  are  secure  and  will  not,  do 
not  need  to,  trouble.  Remember  the  chances  against  our 
sons  and  brothers  passing  the  Minor  are  70  to  30,  and 
perhaps  700  to  30  against  success  in  business  when  wo  start 
for  ourselves;  therefore  let  no  assistant  delude  himself  into 
the  belief  that  it  does  not  concern  him.  I  propose  that  every 
one  of  us  who  knows  likely  men — men  with  energy  and  ideas 
— write  to  the  C.  &  D.  a  postcard  suggesting  these  names 
and  requesting  the  compliance  of  the  proposed  men.  No 
peed  to  bind  them  to  any  set  reform— let  them  be  free  ;  but 
let  them  be  modern  men  bent  upon  reform.  Any  member 
may  propose  another  member,  and  the  candidates  can  pub- 
lish their  views  by  adverts,  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  Even  assistants 
who  are  not  members  may  help  bv  influencing  their  masters 
or  friends  who  are  members.  It  is  an  assistants'  question 
and  it  needs  Labour  members.  Young,  eager  men  even 
men  who  make  mistakes,  are  better  than  the°present  Coun- 
cil, who  make  nothing.  I  offer  mv  votes  to  such  men  and 
my  help  in  preparing  the  adverts,  for  the  C.  &  D.,  and  mv 
cash  to  the  extent  of  a  guinea  (to  begin  with)  for  these  ad- 
verts. Remember  March  17  is  the  last  day  for  nominations. 
M f.\S\  (239/69)>  writing  in  regard  to  the  last  letter, 
SaiVrS  :  <  °°serve  that  Mr-  J-  Mavor  proudly  describes  him- 
self as  of  Boots  Ltd.'  Acording  to  him  the  Pharmaceutical 
bociety  has  done  nothing  and  attempted  nothing  but  the 
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Pharmacy  Bill  these  past  three  years ;  has  not  passed  that ; 
and  if  it  ever  does  pass  it  would  not  do  a  shillingsworth  of 
good  to  the  trade.  It  is  not  quite  easy  to  reduce  to  an 
equivalent  in  shillings  much  of  the  work  done  in  this  world  ; 
the  best  work  costs  shillings  instead  of  yielding  them — a 
view  which  limited  companies  find  it  difficult  to  grasp.  Mr. 
Mavor's  anticipation  of  the  future  Pharmaceutical  Society 
which  is  to  be  40,000  strong,  shall  recognise  the  supremacy 
of  companies  and  big  druggists,  shall  duly  represent  Labour, 
and  shall  distribute  a  few  shillings  occasionally  to  assistants 
and  struggling  owners,  is  a  confused  and  muddled  dream. 
It  is  not  the  stuff  that  true  pharmacy  is  made  of."

In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


M.  C.  (235/52)  sends  us  a  letter  he  has  received  from  a 
dealer  who  states  that  he  cannot  guarantee  the  finest  castor 
oil  he  can  obtain  to  be  B.P.  The  dealer  states,  in  effect,  that 
there  is  no  castor  oil  on  the  market  which  meets  the  B.P. 
requirements.  "  M.  C."  wants  to  know  how  buyers  stand  as 
regards  that  article  and  borax,  alum,  olive  oil,  and  some  other 
articles  which  he,  in  common  with  other  large  buyers,  has 
difficulty  in  getting  with  a  guarantee  that  they  are  B.P.  The 
difficulty  is  not  great  so  far  as  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  are  concerned,  as  the  B.P.  is  merely  evidence  under  them, 
and  most  analysts  are  aware  of  the  instances  in  which  the 
B.P.  standards  are  erroneous  or  in  which  the  best  commercial 
supplies  do  not  conform  with  the  B.P.  requirements.  If  any 
case  happened  to  come  into  court  with  reference  to  the  best 
commercial  product,  evidence  could  be  brought  to  disprove  the 
B.P.  standard. 

Canine  (239/51). — The  medicine  stamp-duty  is  only  imposed 
upon  medicines  for  human  ailments.  Dog-remedies  are  not 
dutiable  unless  they  are  also  advertised  as  equally  serviceable 
for  man. 

E.  H.  E.  (239/36). — A  shopkeeper,  as  the  owner  of  the  goods, 
may  sell  them  howsoever  and  to  whomsoever  he  pleases.  The 
mere  fact  that  he  exposes  goods  in  his  shop  does  not  entitle 
any  person  to  compel  the  shopkeeper  to  hand  over  the  goods 
exhibited  on  the  price  of  them  being  tendered.  There  are 
conditions  under  which  the  would-be  purchaser  might  show 
cause  why  he  is  entitled  to  the  goods  on  payment  of  the  price, 
but  it  cannot  be  assumed  generally  that  any  person  can  compel 
any  shopkeeper  to  sell  him  any  goods  he  exhibits.

— A  casual  examination  of  your  sample  cer- 
tainly suggests  that  it  is  laudanum,  but  we  cannot  undertake 
to  go  further  into  the  matter,  as  it  is  of  no  general  interest. 

T.  J.  C.  (240/2).— Boot-polish.— See  reply  to  "  F.  J.  N."  in 
the  C.  ds  D.  last  week,  p.  359. 

Eucal  (236/65). — Hire-charges  for  Cameras. — The  charges 
per  clay  for  the  hire  of  a  camera  are  based  on  10  per  cent,  of 
the  value  of  the  instrument,  with  reductions  for  a  week's  hire. 
It  will  certainly  be  necessary  to  have  a  deposit  on  a  camera 
when  letting  it  out  to  an  unknown  person.  As  a  rule  it  is  not 
a  paving  business  to  let  out  hand-cameras  now  that  new  ones 
can  be  had  at  such  low  rates.  Formerly,  when  the  cheaper 
cameras  sold  at  51.  or  so,  it  was  more  usual  to  let  out  on  hire 
second-hand  apparatus.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  last  meeting  of 
this  Society  it  was  announced  that  Proi'essor  Van  der  Wielen, 
of  Amsterdam,  has  been  elected  a  foreign  corresponding 
member. 

Olive  Oil  is  used  by  Dr.  Auger,  of  Bolbec,  in  cases  of 
slight  contusion  in  preference  to  arnica  or  camphorated 
spirit.  It  has  to  be  applied  freely  and  frequently  by  a 
cotton-wool  pad  or  the  fingers. 

Medical  Stamp. — According  to  the  "  Petit  Journal," 
a  special  stamp  is  shortly  to  be  issued  in  France  for  doctors 
to  affix  to  their  prescriptions.  It  is  hoped  that  this  innova- 
tion will  constitute  a  proof  of  authenticity.  The  stamp 
would  be  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Faculties,  and  be 
given  out  by  the  Prefects  of  the  various  departments  of 
France. 

Poisonous  Beans. — Professor  Guignard,  in  a  communi- 
cation to  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  reported  that  beans  from 
species  of  Phaseolus  are  being  imported  into  France  which 
yield  hydrocyanic  acid  on  treatment.  [The  professor's 
observations  are,  we  find  from  a  long  report  which  we  have 
received,  to  the  same  effect  as  those  already  recorded  in  this 
country  by  various  workers,  including  Professor  Dunstan 
and  his  assistants. — Ed.] 

A  Practical  Experiment. — It  is  stated  that  the  "Anti- 
Seasickness  League  "  (Ligue  contre  le  Mai  de  Mer  ")  will 
hold  an  exhibition  and  congress  on  board  the  steamer 
engaged  to  convey  the  doctors  to  the  coming  Congress  at 
Lisbon.  If  the  Bay  of  Biscay  acts  up  to  its  reputation,  a 
very  practical  and  instructive  character  will  be  given  to  the 
deliberations  of  the  Congress,  and  the  real  value  of  the 
article  exhibited  and  processes  recommended  will  be  put  to 
the  test  in  Father  Neptune's  own  thoroughgoing  fashion  !
